Steins 
(See Cover) 


Sigmund Klein, New York City 
physical culture teacher, and holder 
of world’s records for weight lifting, 
has an outstanding collection of 
steins, some of which are illustrated 
on the front cover of this issue. 

Klein’s collection lines the walls of 
his New York gymnasium. His 
friends tell how he watches for 
steins on display in restaurants when 
he is dining out, and sometimes he 
is rewarded with a specimen as a re- 
sult. 

The conversation goes something 
like this. “I have a stein that I will 
trade for that one there.” 

Invariably the proprietor says, 
“No,” in the beginning. 

Then Klein counters with: “But 
this mug means nothing to you, and 
it means so much to me. Did you 
know this is a turnverein stein?” 

“Nein.” 

“Fine, let me tell you.” 

Then there is a long explanation. 
The proprietor learns that turnver- 
eins were German gymnastic and 
weight-lifting societies, each with its 
own antique pottery or porcelain 
stein. 

The steins all have in common 
either the motif of bar bells or a 
bust of Friederich Ludwig Jahn, who 
founded the first turnverein in 1811. 


“See this cross here,” Mr. Klein 
explains, “That’s made by placing 
four ‘fs’ together. In Germany 4-F 
is a sign of health. Over here it’s 
just the opposite.” 

The four “fs” represent “Frisch, 
Fromm, Froh and Frei,” meaning 
fresh, loyal, happy and free. 
They were a political as well as 
an athletic symbol in Jahn’s day and 
for many years his turnvereins were 
suppressed. They flourished near the 
end of the century and most of Mr. 
Klein’s steins are of that period. 

That this is a specialized hobby, it 
cannot be denied, when one looks at 
the decoration on each stein. Klein 
says he does not drink beer from 
these interesting specimens. They 
are for decorative purposes only.

A Lock Collection 


One of the most unusual lock col- 
lections is located in Miami, Fla., the 
property of A. M. Collot, operator of 
the Missing Link Key Shop of that 
city. Collot is probably proudest of 
a 17th century lock which came into 
his possession through a strange chain 
of events, according to the Miami 
Herald. 

After seeking the opinion of every 
locksmith and lock collector available, 
even writing to museums in France 
to add to his information, Collot has 
determined that he has a chest lock 
made by a German locksmith of the 
17th century, during the German 
Renaissance. 
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It probably is one of the best locks 
of this type and age in the country. 
Collot knows he has a very rare and 
for a collector—valuable lock, but he 
is cautious about making claims for 
it. He doesn’t want to let his en- 
thusiasm lead him into error, but he 
hopes that further investigation will 
verify all his fondest hopes. 

But he does know definitely that 
it is an unusual lock and key and 
that it must have an interesting past. 

It is a fine chest lock, possibly de- 
signed for a heavy chest such as 
pirates or noblemen of the 17th cen- 
tury might have used for carrying 
their gold. 

It is 10 inches tall, 5144 inches wide 
and 3% inches deep. It is the beauti- 
ful metal scroll work and relief de- 
sign, with Neptune as the central 
figure, that indicates its German ori- 
gin and time of manufacture, for 
during that period that was a popular 
design in Germany. 

It is all handmade, of iron, and 
since the only equipment available for 
locksmiths then was a drill press and 
a crude lathe, it probably required at 
least a year to make. 

Even the threads on the screws 
were cut by hand. 

The eight-inch key is the finest ex- 
ample of metal broaching of that day 
and, with its intricate warded cuts 
and precision fit in its keyway, rivals 
the finest precision machine work of 
today, Collot says. 

Despite the infinite care and long 
labor that went into the fine design 
and metal work, none of it was seen 
by the owner of the chest. 

Once finished, the lock fitted inside 
the chest, its delicate filigree set tight 
against the interior and lost to sight. 
Only the metal projecting to the key- 
hole was visible. 

The lock was one of the first auto- 
matic types designed. When the lid 
of the chest was closed, it locked auto- 
matically. Then, by turning the key, 
it was “dead” locked or double locked 
for additional security. 

Collot has a catalogue of the Moss- 
man collection in Mechanics’ Institute, 
New York City, best and largest lock 
collection in the country, but can find 
none in its listing comparable to the 
one he has. 

The lock and key were found in a 
small second hand shop in the vil- 
lage of La Turbie, France, by the 
chauffeur of a French collector of 
antiques. La Turbie is just outside 
the principality of Monaco, where the 
Monte Carlo casino is located. 

The French collector carried it with 
him in his travels for many years, 
recognizing its value, although un- 
certain of its origin. In Miami sev- 
eral:‘months ago, he took it to Collot’s 
shop to see if it could be put into 
working condition. 

It could, and was, but Collot was 
so entranced by it that he tried to 
buy it. After considerable negotia- 


tion, it became his. 

He has added it, as the prize ex- 
hibit, to his extensive collection. In 
26 years of hunting and keeping rare 
locks, he has items ranging from a 
key used in the days of the Roman 
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— to a toothpick-thin early watch 
key. 

One of his most unusual articles is 
a handmade hickory lock and key, 
found in a smokehouse in the Tennes- 
see hills. The back-wocdsman, who 
probably had never heard of Egypt, 
had invented a lock that was almost 
a duplicate of the locks first invented 
and used by Egyptians. The principle 
for those locks, incidentally, is the 
same as that of the present day pin- 
tumbler locks.

LINCOLNIANA 


Lincolniana collectors honored Dr. 
Louis A. Warren, director of the 
Lincoln National Life Foundation, 
and editor of the well known weekly 
“Lincoln Lore”, by sponsoring a de- 
dication and testimonial issue on 
June 7. This number gave the high- 
lights of Dr. Warren’s interesting 
career. As Director of the Lincoln 
National Life Foundation, Dr. War- 
ren has gathered what is believed to 
be the largest collection of litera- 
ture ever assembled in one place 
about one man, biblical characters 
excepted. The collection now includes 
more than 7,800 books and pamph- 
lets, exclusively Lincoln; 225 associ- 
ation books similar to those that in- 
fluenced Lincoln; 4,000 collateral 
publications dealing with Lincoln’s 
associates, histories of the communi- 
ties where he lived, and reminis- 
cences of men who knew him; more 
than 3,500 magazine articles on 
Lincoln, which have been separately 
bound and indexed according to 
subject, author, and publication title; 
and more than 3,000 different speci- 
fied subjects. In addition, Dr. War- 
ren has acquired 24 original art 
studies by some of America’s best- 
known artists, a collectioh of more 
than 100 Lincoln photographs from 
original negatives, more than 6,000 
different Lincoln prints which have 
been catalogued and systematically 
displayed or filed, more than 1,500 
political posters, addresses, ballots 
and caricatures, 75 busts and statu- 
ettes, 80 plaques, and more than 
1,200 Lincoln medals. Dr. Warren has 
also assembled a department of ar- 
chives, which is especially rich in 
documents relating to Lincoln’s an- 
cestry, Kentucky environments, and 
early Indiana history, as well as 
original writings of Abraham Lin- 
coln and his contemporaries. Micro- 
film copies of the 18,000 Lincoln 
papers in the Library of Congress 
have been acquired. 

Another section of the‘issue gave 
testimonials from educators and col- 
lectors all over the country, in Dr. 
Warren’s honor.

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How Chess Originated In India 


By the unanimous consent of alltermed in derision satyrs or apes, 


nations, chess holds the first place 
among social amusements. The his- 
tory of this game has exercised many 
able pens. According to Sir William 
Jones, it is decidedly of Hindoo inven- 
tion. “If,” says he, in a learned 
memoir on this subject inserted in the 
second volume of ASIATIC RE- 
SEARCHES, “evidence were required 
to prove this fact, we may be satis- 
fied with the testimony of the Per- 
sians, who, though as much inclined as 
other nations to appropriate the in- 
genious inventions of a foreign peo- 
ple, unanimously agree that the game 
was imported from the west of India 
in the sixth century of our era.” It 
seems to have been immemorially 
known in Hindoostan by name of Chet- 
uranga, the four angas, or members 
of an army, which are elephants, 
horses, chariots, and foot-soldiers; and 
in this sense, the word is frequently 
used by epic poets in their description 
of real armies. By a natural corrup- 
tion of the pure Sanscrit word, it was 
changed by the old Persians into 
chetrang; but the Arabs, who soon 
after took possession of their country, 
had neither the initial nor the final 
letter of that word in their alphabet, 
and consequently altered it farther 
into shetranj, which presently found 
its way into the modern Persian, and 
at length into the dialects of India, 
where the true derivation of the name 
is known only to the learned. Thus 
has a very significant word in the 
sacred language of the Brahmins been 
transformed by successive changes 
into axedrez, scacchi, echecs, chess, 
and by a whimsical concurrence of 
circumstances given birth to the Eng- 
lish word check, and even a name to 
the exchequer of Great Britain. 

Of the origin of this game various 
accounts are given. Some Hindoo leg- 
ends relate, that it was invented by 
the wife of Ravanen, king of Lanca, 
or Ceylon, to amuse her husband with 
an image of war, when Rama, in the 
second age of the world, was besieging 
his capital. The high degree of civi- 
lization which the court of Ravanen 
had attained at so remote a period is 
worthy of notice. An ancient Hindoo 
painting represents his capital regu- 
larly fortified with embattled towers. 
He there defended himself with equal 
skill and valour, whence he and his 
subjects were denominated magicians 
and giants. Ravanen seems to have 
been the Archimedes of Lanca; and 
his science must have appeared super- 
natural to the invader, Rama, and his 
wild horde of mountaineers, who were

whence the fable of the divine Hanoo- 
man. 

According to another account, the 
ocassion of this invention was_as fol- 
lows: Behub, a young and dissolute 
Indian prince, oppressed his people in 
the most cruel manner. Nassir, a 
Brahmin, deeply afflicted by his ex- 
cesses, and the lamentations of his 
subjects, undertook to recall the ty- 
rant to reason. With this view he 
invented a game, in which the king, 
impotent by himself, is protected only 
by his subjects, even of the lowest 
class, and frequently ruined by the 
loss of a single individual. 

The fame of this extraordinary in- 
vention reached the throne, and the 
king summoned the Brahmin to teach 
him the game, as a new amusement. 
The virtuous Brahmin availed himself 
of this opporunity to instill into the 
mind of the young tyrant the prin- 
ciples of good government, and to 
awaken him to a sense of his duties. 
Struck by the truths which he incul- 
cated, the prince conceived an esteem 
for the inventor of the new game, 
and assured him of his willingness to 
confer a liberal remuneration, if he 
would mention his own terms. Nassir 
demanded as many grains of wheat as 
would arise from allowing one for the 
first square, two for the second, four 
for the third, and so on, doubling for 
each square of the sixty-four on the 
chess-board. The king, piqued at the 
apparently trivial value of the de- 
mand, desired*him somewhat angrily 
to ask a gift more worthy of a mon- 
arch to bestow. When, however, Nas- 
sir adhered to his first request, he 
ordered the required quantity of corn 
to be delivered to him. On calculating 
its amount, the superintendents of the 
public granaries, to their utter aston- 
ishment, found the demand to be so 
enormous, that not Behub’s kingdom 
only, but even all Hindoostan would 
have been inadequate to the discharge 
of it. The king now admired the 
Brahamin still more for the ingenuity 
of his request than for the invention, 
appointed him his prime-minister, and 
his kingdom was thence forward pros- 
perous and happy. 

The claim of. the Hindoos to the 
invention of chess has been disputed 
in favor of the Chinese; but as they 
admit that they were unacquainted 
with the game till 174 years before 
Christ, and the Hindoos unquestion- 
ably played it long before that time, 
the pretensions of the latter must 
naturally fall to the ground.—From 
an old Book of Wonders

The Inn Where the 
Tales Were Told 


There are a number of reasons why 
Americans have a special sentiment 
for the Wayside Inn, a tavern at 
whose doors many notable visitors 
have asked hospitality—George Wash- 
ington, Marquis de Lafayette, Daniel 
Webster. It was so well known for 
its good service and good cheer that 
Longfellow chose it as the meeting 
place of the friends that recounted 
the rhymed narratives called “Tales 
of a Wayside Inn.” Sudbury, where 
the inn is situated, is about twenty 
miles from Cambridge, and Longfellow 
used occasionally to go there to spend 
the night and to enjoy the companion- 
ship of Landlord Howe. The Howe 
family, colonials of English ancestry, 
had built the house as a country re- 
sidence two and a half centuries be- 
fore. A later generation converted 
the mansion into a stopping place for 
travelers and called it the Red Horse 
Inn. Longfellow’s poems established 
the name by which it has become gen- 
erally familiar. “‘The Wayside Inn’ 
has more foundation in fact than you

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may suppose,” wrote the poet to a 
correspondent shortly after the pub- 
lication of the series. ‘The place is 
just as I have described it. All the 
characters are real. The Musician is 
Ole Bull.” All the friends were mem- 
bers of a group that customarily spent 
their summer vacations at the inn 
in Sudbury. The first ballad—“Paul 
Revere’s Ride’”—was supposedly nar- 
rated by Squire Howe. Longfellow 
first called his collection “The Sud- 
bury Tales,” but on the suggestion of 
Charles Sumner changed the title to 
“Tales of a Wayside Inn.” 

In July, 1923, the ancient hostelry 
and ninety surroundings acres passed 
into the possession of Mr. Henry 
Ford, who had since bought fifteen 
hundred acres more. Bedrooms in the 
tavern occupied at various times by 
Longfellow and other distinguished 
guests have been restored and many 
pieces of Colonial furniture placed in 
the halls, parlor and taproom. In the 
barn old coaches have been installed. 
A blacksmith’s shop and ancient mills 
have been reassembled on the place. 
“By the time we get through,” said 
Mr. Ford, “We expect to have this 
section a natural, working demonstra- 
tion of how the people of Revolution- 
ary days lived. We shall arrange 
that the whole property shall always 
be kept exactly in its restored condi- 
tion, and that it shall always be open 
for those who want to see it.”

Head of United States 


National Museum 


Dr. A. Remington Kellogg has 
been appointed director of the Unit- 
ed States National Museum. 

Dr. Kellogg has been the Insti- 
tution’s curator of mammals for the 
past seven years, and is recognized 
as one of the world’s leading author- 
ities in mammalogy. 

Dr. Kellogg, born in Davenport, 
Iowa, in 1892, holds degrees from. the 
University of Kansas and the Uni- 
versity of California. He has been in 
the Government service since _ leav- 
ing the army after the first World 
War. He started his scientific career 
as a member of the staff of the Bio- 
logical Survey of the Department 
of Agriculture, transferring in 1928 
to the Smithsonian as assistant cura- 
tor of mammals. He has thus many 
years of experience in museum ‘work 
and in the handling of scientific re- 
search. 

He is recognized throughout the 
world as one of the leading experts 
on whales and whalelike animals. His 
doctorate thesis, dealing with cetace- 
an paleontology, attempted to trace 
the ancestry of the earth’s largest 
animals from. their land origins. He 
has served as delegate for the Unit- 
ed States on several international 
congresses dealing with whale con- 
servation and had a leading part in 
the establishment of the great Ant- 
arctic whale sanctuary set up by in- 
ternational agreement. He is the 
author of many scientific papers 
dealing with systematic mammalogy 
and other researches. 

The National Museum, which Dr. 
Kellogg now will administer, is the 
largest of the Federal bureaus ad- 
ministered by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. It is the storehouse of 
what now is probably the most ex- 
tensive systematized natural-history 
collections in the world, ranging

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AMERICAN CIRCUSES ABROAD 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


Foreign tours of American circuses 
have provided the collector of cir- 
cusiana a number of choice items. 
But these tours were principally con- 
fined to the 19th century and the 
first decade of the present century, 
so the collection pieces accruing from 
these invasions of foreign lands, are 
quite scarce and highly sought after 
today. 

Most outstanding of the foreign 
tours was the five-year stay of the 
Barnum & Bailey Circus in Europe- 
an countries from the fall of 1897 
through the 1902 season. 

Several fine route books were in- 
spired by this tour. Most notable is 
“Four Years in Europe with Barnum 
& Bailey,” by Harvey L. Watkins, a 
member of the staff. This book re- 
corded the principal events of the 
four seasons, with maps showing the 
routes, photographs of staff mem- 
bers and performers, and the com- 
plete personnel for the tour. It is to 
be regretted that the 1902 season 
was omitted. 

The circus was transported to 
England at the close of the tenting 
season in America in 1897 and play- 
ed an indoor winter engagement at 
the Olympia in London. The show 
took to the road on 67 specially 
built railroad cars in the spring of 
1898 and spent two years on tour in 
Great Britain. This tour inspired 
another route book entitled “Tour of 
United Kingdom” by J. Austin, for 
the 1897-98 season, and J. W. Potts 
issued a route book for 1899, also 
entitled “Tour of the United King- 
dom”. 

In 1899, the show moved to the 
continent for engagements in Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary, and in 
1902 spent most of the year. in 
France. P 

When the circus returned to this 
country, James A. Bailey,..owner of

the show, who also controlled the 
Buffalo Bill Wild West show at that 
time, sent the latter to Europe in 
1903 to use the same railroad equip- 
ment the Barnum & Bailey circus 
had moved on. The wild west show 
remained in Europe until 1906, and 
Charles E. Griffin was the author of 
“Four Years in Europe With Buf- 
falo Bill,” which is not a route book 
in the exact sense of the word, since 
it leaves out many details a route 
book ordinarily contains, but it does 
give a running account of the tour. 
Maps of the Buffalo Bill show’s 
annual tours abroad were issued in 
fold-up form ‘with cloth covers em- 
bossed with the show’s title and date. 
While the Barnum & Bailey Cir- 
cus was in Europe, numerous photo- 
graphs were made, which have -found 
their way to this country and are 
highly prized by collectors. One of 
the outstanding sets was made by 
Strumper & Company in Hamburg, 
Germany, during the 1900 season, 
showing the railroad cars being un- 
loaded from steamers, the show set 
up in the city, and other subjects. 
From a historical standpoint, for- 
eign circuses invaded America long 
before any American circuses went 
abroad. The first circus seen in this 
country was operated by John Bill 
Ricketts, an Englishman in the early 
1790’s and he was followed by Lail- 
son’s, and Pepin & Breschard, French 
troupes, several years later. 
First American circus to invade 
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Europe was Richard Sands circus, 
directed by L. B. Lent in the 1840's, 
followed by Van Amburgh’s show, 
headed by I. B. Titus in 1842. Rufus 
Welch took his circus to Mediterr- 
anian ports in 1843, and it appears 
these three shows remained abroad 
at least until 1850. 

The largest and finest early day 
circus to go abroad was Seth B. 
Howes and Joseph Cushing’s. show 
which toured Great Britain in 1857, 
opening at Liverpool April 30. This 
show remained in Europe _ seven 
years and was so popular that at one 
time there were three Howes and 
Cushings circuses on tour in Britain. 

Other shows playing Europe prior 
to the Barnum & Bailey invasion in- 
cluded the Great American, at the 
World’s Fair in Paris in 1867, and 
Harry Clark’s North American Cir- 
cus in 1880-81. 

James A. Bailey took Barnum & 
Bailey’s show to London for the first 
time during the 1889-90 winter 
season for an engagement in the 
Olympia building, where the spec- 
tacle “Rome Under Nero,” directed 
by Imre Kiralfy was presented, but 
the show returned to this country 
for the outdoor season in 1890, the 
same spec being a feature of the per- 
formance. 

Australia and the Orient were fer- 
tile fields for American circuses for 
a number of years. Joseph A. Rowe 
took his circus to Honolulu in the 
spring of 1851, and after playing in 
Hawaiian Islands and South Sea 
islands, he landed in New Zealand 
in 1852, and went on to Australia, 
where the show was a great suc- 
cess, returning to America in 1854. 
He again toured Australia in 1858 
and 1859, but his show was inferior 
and the trip was unsuccessful. 

Other early circuses on tour in the 
Pacific area included: Wilson, Zoyer 
and Cooke, Australia, 1863; Ross & 
Carlo, Australia 1865; Chiarini’s, 
China, Japan, and Dutch Indies, 1865- 
70; Worrall and Gardner, Tasmania 
and Australia, 1861; Hart’s American

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WIRE RECORDING 


By G. S. 


Judging from the space used in 
HOBBIES for old records and old 
recording artists, there must be 
thousands of record collectors and 
students of early recording efforts. 

Nearly all of these enthusiasts 
should be interested- in wire record- 
ers, which is one of the products of 
yesteryear. The possibilities of a 
good wire recorder for use by record 
lovers are almost unlimited. This is 
written with the hope it will supply 
information and help on the use of a 
wire recorder. 

Perhaps it should first be said that 
wire recorders are not going to chase 
the standard disc records off the 
market, and there is really not much 
competition between the two methods. 
Each has its good and bad points. 
There is a very definite and highly

important use for both, and probably 
will be for many years. 
But for home recording, and especi- 


ally for collectors of records — the’ 


wire recorder really goes to town! 

Contrary to popular opinion, wire 
recording is not new. It was invented 
by a Danish scientist, Dr. V. Poul- 
sen, before the turn of the century. 
But in those days, there were no am- 
plifiers; after a recording was put 
on wire, it could be listened to only 
with a pair of head-phones!! This 
placed the wire recorder right where 
the first gramophones were in the 
1880’s — using a pair of listening 
tubes similar to a stethoscope! Be- 
cause of this limitation, there was 
no field of application for the wire 
recorder for many years after its in- 
vention. It stood still without at- 
tention or interest.

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Vacuum tubes and good amplifiers 
made it possible to get any desired 
volume from a wire recording, in ex- 
actly the same way an electric phon- 
ograph will permit amplifying to any 
desired volume, from a regular disc 
record. 

But the mechanism for easy re- 
cording and play-back still had to be 
developed and perfected. The last 
war took care of this. For field use 
in battle and many other applica- 
tions, the wire recorder proved to be 
100% satisfactory. In fact, it turned 
out to be no less than a “natural,” 
because it was light, portable, would 
take up to a full hour of recording 
without a break, and anything re- 


corded could instantly be played 
back. 
Several companies now market 


wire recorders at modest prices. 
They are reliable, interesting, porta- 
ble, economical, and just highy prac- 
tical. 

Some wire recorders have wire 
supplies that run 15, 30, or 60 min- 
utes, without a stop. Probably there 
‘will soon be marketed smaller wire 
supply spools; say with six minutes 
of wire, or, roughly the equivalent 
of two three-minute standard disc 
records. These smaller wire spools 
will increase the utility of a wire 
recorder because they will permit 
playing just what you want, in the 
same way you may now choose any 
disc record you want to hear — with- 
out playing a lot of other un-wanted 
stuff. 

If you have a wire recorder, you 
can arrange say 60 minutes of your 
most highly treasured or best-loved 
old records; play them and record 
them on wire, putting in announce- 
ments as to title, artists, dates, etc., 
between numbers. You can _ then 
store away your old records and keep

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them safe; and ‘when you are in the 
mood, play the wire instead of the 
records. The wire record won’t 
wear out and it will have as good or 
even better quality than the origi- 
nal record. You can play it over and 
over, as often and as many times as 
you wish; and while you are doing 
this down through the years, your 
precious antique records will be safe 
and not getting worn more and in 
worse condition. 

If you exchange records with 
friends or other collectors, you can 
submit an exact copy of your record 
on a spool of wire. If you are going 
to buy an old friendly record that 
you may wish for your collection, 
you can have the seller put it on wire 
and send to you for a preliminary 
listen. You can borrow or rent de- 
sirable records that you enjoy but 
perhaps cannot buy for one reason 
or another; record them. on wire, and 
have them to enjoy, forever. 

If you get something recorded on 
your wire that you do not want, it 
can be erased off the wire and the 
wire used again. 

You can take any radio program 
out of the air that has music you 
like and put it on your wire and en- 
joy it for years to come. If you wish, 
you can erase out the commercials 
and put in your own announcing. 

Also, you can put permanently on 
wire for future pleasure dozens of 
fascinating items. Old music box 
tunes, electric organ music, pipe or- 
gan music, water front noises, rail- 
road noises, zoo noises, steam calli- 
ope and other circus noises — in fact, 
the whole world of sound is really 
your meat on a thin piece of stain- 
less steel wire! 

_Except perhaps for business use— 
dictation, etc., it seems to me the 
wire recorder offers more~to record 
collectors than to any other group. 
The amount of fun and utility you 
can enjoy with a wire recorder is 
limited by only two things — how 
much money you have to buy wire 
with, and how much time you have 
to spend on it.

COLOR IN LITHOGRAPHS

A lithograph is, literally, a “stone 
drawing”, a design reproduced on 
paper from a block of stone, and 
artists who work in this medium have 
found it particularly adapted to the 
use of soft tones and gradations of 
grays and blacks. But our earliest 
American lithographers were rarely 
especially artistic, and, in any case, 
had nearly all been trained as en- 
gravers, and so accustomed to draw- 
ing in the fine lines of that tech- 
nique. Also, they made “Cheap En- 
gravings for the People”, as the firm 
of Currier & Ives advertised them, 
and found that they could sell their 
productions better if they were col- 
ored. Eventually, the rather compli- 
cated and expensive process of color 
lithography was perfected, but labor 
was cheap a century or so ago, and 
they followed the European idea of 
filling in the outlines with trans- 
parent colors. 

The coloring of prints was actu- 
ally a business in itself, many early 
lithographers advertising themselves 
also as “print colorers’. Nathaniel 
Currier, by far the most: successful 
and prolific of them‘ all, had this 
work done in his own establishment, 
and can be credited with introducing 
the “production line” which is an im- 
portant feature of modern manufac- 
turing. The prints were colored by a 
number of girls sitting around a 
large table with several model prints 
in the center, each applying one color 
according to them, then passing it 
along for the others. 

A little study will show that the 
colorists’ palette was fairly limited, 
and quite a number of prints, par- 
ticularly winter and water scenes, 
are done in only two or three colors. 
In the more brilliant subjects, there 
are two shades of green, yellow ana 
blue-greens, which seem to be mixed 
occasionally for a true green. This is 
also used for costumes, and for any 
gold decorations. Ultramarine blue 
appears in costumes and _ interiors, 
and, diluted, apparently for both sky 
and water, and the crimson of cos- 
tumes and draperies was also di- 
luted for pink. Flesh tones, purple, 
orange and vermillion appear to 
have been used sparingly, although 
some flower prints, especially, have 


a full and accurate color range. 
There is one print of “Uncle Tom 
and Little Eva” in which black has 
been used for Tom’s flesh tints, and 
several name prints of the 1840’s in 
which the ladies” hair has a distinct 
green tone, probably a faded black. 

The gradations of grays and blacks 
in a lithograph have been noted, and 
the artists very soon found but that 
these made very simple and effec- 
tive shadows. So only flat trans- 
parent water colors ‘were used, ap- 
parently with a soluble adhesive, the 
favorite gum arabic of our grand- 
fathers at a guess, to make them 
easier to apply, and, also, to add the 
characteristic gloss on deep hues. So 
shading of the colors, requiring some 
skill, was not necessary, and the col- 
orist had only to follow the outlines 
carefully, although some overlapping 
is often evident. Of course, an oc- 
casional girl would take time to do 
a better than average job, and oc- 
casionally, too, the standard color- 
ing was varied. Thus, in the por- 
traits of presidents and statesmen, 
the invariable draped curtain back- 
ground can be either red or green or, 
in one series, purple, and the flower 
prints appear in several color combi- 
nations, while even some landscapes 
vary occasionally. 

These are the small folio prints, 
which Currier & Ives sold for 
$60.00 per thousand, so it is easy 
to understand that the colors were 
applied as quickly and_ cheaply 
as possible. The large and medium 
folio prints, however, sold for as 
much as $5.00, and, actually cost 
very little more to print. So they 
were colored much more carefully 
by experienced artists, most paid 
by the piece and ‘working at 
home. Also, these large prints were 
almost all reproduced from paintings 
by competent artists, the originals 
available to give the exact colors and 
shadings. Even when a few litho- 
graphers rather than artists were re- 
sponsible for these originals, colors 
were used, except in the case of a 
few sketches by the hard-worked 
Fanny Palmer, who added script 
notes to guide the colorists. On the 
whole, these large scenes, groups 
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and marines are as finely executed 
and colored as the best of the Euro- 
pean mezzotints and engravings. 

This process of coloring is so 
simple that it is difficult to under- 
stand why present-day houses which 
have been reproducing the best of the 
Currier prints, off and on, for the 
past twenty years, have been unaple 
to copy it exactly. There is one ser- 
ies of large clipper ships, printed 
from the original stones many years 
ago, which is now very difficult to 
detect, and another of small folio 
prints, more recent, also very well 
done, but intentionally on a pebbled 
paper entirely different from that 
used by Currier & Ives, and even 
blind-stamped to prevent their sale 
as originals. But still another series 
has paler colors than the old ones, 
and a characteristic “fuzziness”, 
probably due to the use of a too ab- 
sorbent paper. And the rest of the 
copies are not even lithographs, and 
are not copied Wy hand, so cannot 
be considered reproductions, and 
should not fool any but the most 
gullible and greedy buyer.

AMERICAN CIRCUSES. 
ABROAD

Show, Bombay, 1868; and Abell’s 
American Circus, Ceylon, 1870. 

Of the larger circuses, James A. 
Bailey took Cooper & Bailey show to 
Australia in 1876, and after two 
seasons, played South American 
Countries in 1878 before returning 
home. W. W. Cole’s Circus played 
Australia and New Zealand in 1880, 
and Sells Brothers Circus was in 
Australia during the winter season 
of 1891-92. 

Route books for Cooper & Bailey 
circus while abroad in 1877, were is- 
sued by W. G. Crowley and are rare 
items today. 

Small American circuses which 
toured Pacific countries in later 
years included Hamilton’s in the 
East Indies in 1885; Flying Jordans 
in the Far East from 1898 to 1906, 
and Bud Atkinson’s in Australia in 
1912-13. 

Many. American circuses have 
toured Cuba, the West Indies, Cen- 
tral and South American countries 
through the years with varying suc- 
cesses, issuing programs, heralds, 
couriers and other pieces of printed 
matter that collectors cherish.

Several wild west shows sili took 
a fling at foreign tours.

“Oh Pioneers!” 


In the bulletin of the Chicago Historical Society 

It was the custom, when Old Set- 
tlers’ societies flourished, to describe 
the pioneer as a paragon_—hard- work- 
ing, self-reliant, honest, a sort of 
American Spartan who ‘actually en- 
joyed the hardship to which he was 
subjected. Contemporaries, however, 
often took a somewhat different view. 
That statement could be documented 
with a long ton of paper evidence, but 
here we have room only for an ex- 
cerpt from a letter (in our Manu- 
script Collection) which recently came 
to our attention. The commentator 
was Ebenezer Welch, who wrote on 
September 19, 1841, from Monmouth, 
Illinois, to his brother Milton in Mon- 
mouth, Maine. 

. I shall now tell you something 
of the people. They are generally 
very easy to get acquainted with, 
sociable and openhearted. They dress 
very plain, and in short their man- 
ners are far different from the people 
of New England, but very much as 
they were ‘in the days when I was a 
boy.’ It is no uncommon thing to see 
two women riding one horse, or a man 
and a woman! Only think of how 
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your ‘down east’ girls would feel in 
going to meeting on a horse with a 
man. Riding on horse back is much 
practised by the ladies here. 

“The most of their houses consist 
of only one room, many of them made 
of logs. In this they do all their 
work, all lodge, and all stay con- 
tentedly. ‘To be content their nat- 
ural desire,’ their greatest .desire 
seems to be to live easy. In their 
work they are slovenish, and care but 
little about improvements. 

“Many of them live almost entirely 
on ‘whole hog bacon,’ corn meal dod- 
ger, and mush and milch, in fact you 
see but few tables set in ‘down east’ 
style. They think the Yankees are 
very extravagant in their living, 
building, dress, and c. Many of the 
customs of the people I dislike very 
much. As most of the woodland be- 
longs to Eastern men, they go onto 
it, cut and slash wherever they wish 
until the timber is all destroyed, and 
then go to another. At length the 
owner comes to sell his land, but finds 
only a few stumps left. Of course no 
one knows anything about it!!! There 
are but few who buy wood, and even 
they hook (or steal) timber to build 
meeting houses of!! When a man 
wishes to be married he has only to 
buy a license and it is a custom for 
all the men and boys to turn out the 
first night after marriage, surround 
the house, and then with tin pans, 
cow bells, tin pails and everything 
else, they make such a noise that can 
often be heard several miles, until 
the married man will give them money 
enough to have a drunk on. This they 
take, go to the grocery, and spend the 
night in a ‘spree.’ 

“This is merely civil amusement. 
Rum drinking (or rather whiskey) is 
quite fashionable here, and it is not 
uncommon to see boys 8 or 9 years 
old drunk. But you can judge some- 
thing of the society when I tell you 
that we employ 7 lawyers at this 
place, and have a court nearly every 
day. 

“T shall now give you some of the 
words they use here. A wedge is 
called a glut, a stream is called a 
slew, a hill a bluff, wheat bread, brote, 
&c. The word reckon is used instead 
of ‘guess’ and quite as much. The 
word heap is a kind of degree of com- 
parison and is applied to everything. 
They tell about ‘a heap of rain,’ ‘a 
heap of mug’ ‘a heap of wind,’ ‘a 
heap of business,’ ‘a heap of hot 
weather,’ and ‘a heap’ of everything 
else. If you enquire the distance to 
any place, your answer would prob- 
ably be, ‘It’s a right smart chance of 
distance.’ This is another degree of 
comparison, and everything is ‘right 
smart’ with them, but I will give you 
a western sentence and you may 
translate it. ‘On Friday week (a 
week from Friday) I took the gluts, 
passed over yon slew, by the side of 
yon bluff, and found a right smart 
chance for splitting a heap of rails. 
I felt powerful weak so I returned 
home.’ ”

HISTORICAL RECORDS

Victor’s Heritage Series 
Reviews of the Fourth and Fifth Releases 


Some of these records are of real 
historic and artistic value and as such 
are decidedly worthy of revival at this 
time. Others, comparatively insigni- 
ficant, make one question the taste 
and wisdom of those who chose them 
for inclusion in this series of repress- 
ings. From the outside, of course, 
one cannot know all the factors gov- 
erning the decisions of those in charge 
of the Heritage Series, and before 
waxing overly critical perhaps I should 
mention one or two of the difficulties 
which undoubtedly plague those who 
make the choices that occasionally 
meet with the disapproval of expe- 
rienced collectors. In the first place, 
according to unofficial reports, mas- 
ters of a number of recordings that 
might have been ideal Heritage Series 
were found to have deteriorated to 
such as extent as to make pressings 
of satisfactory quality out of the 
question. This, apparently, applies 
even to certain records successfully 
pressed, between 1932 and the war- 
time shellac shortage that put an end 
to such special editions, for The In- 
ternational Record Collectors Club of 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, and The His- 
toric Record Society of Chicago. Sad 
news indeed! Slightly more cheering, 
perhaps, is the report that certain 
masters that would have been ade- 
quate for shellac pressings failed to 
meet the more stringent requirements 
of pressing in vinylite, and this had 
to be passed by in favor of others in 
better condition. Thus the choices I 
censure may not be due to defective 
judgment but to defective masters. 
Still, when my critical blood boils over, 
it is probably a combination of human 
and mechanical error that is to blame. 

And so to the records. Recorded 
in Paris in 1906, the year of his New 
York debut with the Manhattan 
Opera, the Renaud selections are 
superbly sung, with that combination 
of sweeping passion, sombre intensity 
and Gallic finesse which made the 
baritone the great artist he was. 
Listen especially to his Vision fugi- 
tive, the most thrilling on records, in 
my opinion. Other baritones have 
had greater voices, perhaps, but few 
could match Renaud’s expressiveness. 


Why place Janet Spencer in such 
exalted company? True, she had a 


lovely voice, and her singing of The 
Hills of Skye is genuinely appealing, 
but she was hardly the calibre that 


a Heritage Series artist ought to be. 
Her voicing of the Don Carlos aria is 
so lacking in dramatic force that it 
makes one wonder if she knew the 
meaning of the words. 

Olympia Boronat recordings, by 
reason of their rarity as well as their 
vocal charm, are eagerly sought after 
by collectors. I think her light sopra- 
no will also please those whose mu- 
sical interests are less specialized. In- 
cidentally, it still is a question as to 
how important this Spanish (?) so- 
prano really was. Born in 1859, she 
was supposed to have sung more in 
Russia than in Italy, where these re- 
cordings were made in 1908. Her 
first records—red G&T’s never issued 
here—were waxed in 1903 in Warsaw, 
where, according to Fred Gaisberg 
(for many years in charge of record- 
ing celebrities) she was then nearing 
the end of a career which had included 
much artistic association with Bat- 
tistini. She does not seem to have 
sung in the major Italian theatres, 
however, and the details of her career 
are in need of further exposition and 
clarification. Could it be I wonder, 
that Olympia actually was not THE 
Boronat but only the daughter of a 
more famous soprano of the same 
surname, as one noted collector in 
Italy surmised? 


To the De Lucia record, newspaper 
reviewers accorded the same diver- 
gence of opinion that the tenor’s sing- 
ing elicits among confirmed collectors. 
Jerome D. Bohm of The New York 
Herald Tribune, for example, doubted 
whether De Lucia could achieve nowa- 
days the degree of fame that he ac- 
tually won in his own lifetime (1860- 
1925). After commenting on the per- 
suasive texture of De Lucia’s voice 
and his mastery of “the rare art of 
spinning a tone,” Bohm wrote: “but 
his vocal method was otherwise faulty 
and productive of.a disaffecting bleat.” 
On the other hand, Howard Tubman, 
of The New York Times, placed him- 
self in the front rank of De Lucia 
admirers by singling out his record as 
“the most revelatory” of the group, 
and praising the voice, technique and 
style in the highest terms. Sound 
just like a couple of collectors, don’t 
they? My own opinion is that the 
Traviata aria was a fine choice, for 
it displays clearly the qualities that 
made De Lucia’s singing unique. But 
how much better than the dull Mig- 
non selection would have been the ten- 
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tor’s unsurpassed and unsurpassable 
rendition of Ecco ridente (Barber of 
Seville) or his magnificent Pearl Fish- 
ers duet with Huget! 


It was a fine idea to couple the 
Caruso-Homer Aida duet recordings 
for release with this group of vinylite 
reissues. “Standard items,” we col- 
lectors call them, yet how much more 
worthy of our attentive admiration 
than some of the more esoteric discs 
we often get so excited about! 


For the Fifth Release of the Heri- 
tage Series recordings I feel less en- 
thusiasm than for any of the pre- 
ceding four. For example, since 
Journet had been honored in one of 
the early releases in this series, I don’t 
feel he rated a second pair of record- 
ings quite so soon. Still, the Favorita 
is a first edition and as such probably 
exerts considerable appeal to collec- 
tors. It is well and dramatically sung. 
The unhackneyed air from Le Chalet, 
rare in its original form, is also a 
good example of Journet’s singing. 
But rarely do I ever sense in his re- 
cords that elusive quality which makes 
a singer seem unquestionably great, 
an artist of true and individual dis- 
tinction. 

Most people share Sembrich’s own 
disappointment in her records. The 
voice failed to record well, more often 
than not, sounding muffled and hooty, 
and lacking the spontaneity of pro- 
duction we expect from a great colora- 
tura. Occasionally there are moments 
of beauty and brilliancy suggesting 
the greatness that was Sembrich’s in 
her prime, but are they enough to 
convince the average listener of to- 
day? I doubt it. One or two critics 
enthusiastically hailed her perform- 
ance of O luce di quest’anima but, 
knowing what Tetrazzini and Galli- 
Curci accomplished in their record- 
ings of the aria, I am less favorably 
impressed. As Sembrich records go, 
the Ernani was a reasonable choice, 
for it is one of her more successful 
efforts. 

Although it is vocally good, I agree 
with Peter Hugh Reed (The Ameri- 
can Record Guide) that in Per me 
giunto from Don Carlos, Ruffo lacks 
“the warmth and expressiveness the 
aria demands.” But in the song on 
the reverse, written by the baritone’s 
brother, the singing is better in every 
way, revealing a more subtle approach 
and a finer sense of tone-coloring. 
And listen to the superbly taken high 
note at the end! 

This noble aria from Le Cid is by 
far the best of all the Martin records 
I have heard. The voice is strong, 
even, and sensitively modulated; the 
diction clear, expressive and convinc- 
ing. But I have never cared for his 
singing of Turiddu’s Addio alla madre 
from Cavalleria. The tempo seems too 
slow, the voice too strained. 
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It was only in character roles that 
Otto Goritz was a distinguished artist. 
But as a singer of melodious arias he 
was dull at best, for he lacked the 
free vocal production and flowing 
legato that such music requires; and 
therefore I can scarcely think of two 
Victor records less worthy of revival 
than these. Much better interpreta- 
tions of Wolfram’s eulogy of chaste 
love have been recorded with all the 
benefits of modern sound engineering, 
so who would want to listen to this 
old disc which has no special vocal 
merit to compensate for its mechanical 
deficiencies? How much fairer to sing- 
er and listener had these two selec- 
tions been avoided in favor of the 
excerpts from Das Rheingold and 
Siegfried which show Goritz as a won- 
derfully villainous Alberich.

REINALD WERRENRATH 


My chest expanded a couple of 
inches when I read a letter in which 
Reinald Werrenrath, the distinguish- 
ed former baritone of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera, said that he is planning 
to attend the John Bieling Day party 
in the Garden City, Long Island, 
hotel on Friday, September 10th. Be- 
cause Mr. Werrenrath undoubtedly is 
one of the most outstanding singers 
who means to attend the first large- 
scale meeting of pioneer recording 
artists and their admirers, I think 
it will be well to insert this article 
in advance of the party. 


Reinald Werrenrath was born in 
Brooklyn on August 7, 1883. His 
father was George Werrenrath, a 
native of Copenhagen, Denmark, who 
was famous in Europe as a tenor.

He appeared in the principal opera 
houses of Scandinavia, Germany, 
Italy and England, before coming to 
the United States in 1875 to sing at 
Plymouth church, Brooklyn, where 
Henry Ward Beecher was _ pastor. 
Henry Camp, a well-known Ameri- 
can basso, was the church’s choir- 
master. George Werrenrath obtained 
living quarters in Camp’s home, and 
fell in love with the choirmaster’s 
third oldest daughter, an accomplish- 
ed soprano. They were married, and 
became the parents of Reinald. 

The baritone attended public 
schools in Brooklyn, and was gradu- 
ated from Boys High School in 1901. 
In 1905 he was graduated from. New 
York University. The university 
gave him the degree of Doctor of 
Music in 1932 and in 1945 he received 
the alumni award for meritorius 
service. While at N. Y. U., Werren- 
rath was leader of the glee club for 
three years, before being succeeded 
by his former room-mate, Deems 
Taylor. He resumed leadership of 
the glee club in 1906 and 1907. The 
baritone had already been singing in 
Brooklyn churches and male quar- 
tets since 1899, and has a clipping 
from the Brooklyn Eagle of May 10, 
1899, terming him “a singer of great 
promise.” He made his “big time” 
debut at the Worcester, Mass., Festi- 
val of September, 1907, when he ap- 
peared in a Wagnerian program with 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink, George 
Hamlin, Emilio de Gogorza and other 
famous opera and concert stars. He 
was re-engaged for the season of 
1908 to create the title role in the 
American premiere of Sir Edward 
“Caractacus,” and then filled en- 
gagements in New England and 
other Eastern States. In the spring 
of 1909 he was the soloist on tour 
with the Chicago Symphony, and in 
1915-16 he toured for three months 
with Geraldine Farrar. Mr. Werren- 
rath (or Dr. Werrenrath, as his de- 
gree entitles him to be called) made 
his debut at the Metropolitan as Sil- 
vio in “Pagliacci,” with Caruso, 
Easton and Scotti on February 19, 
1919, and sang a total of six weeks 
during the following two seasons. 
Besides Silvio, his favorite roles 
were Valentine in “Faust,’”’ Amon- 
asro in “Aida” and Escamillo in 
“Carmen.” 


Mr. Werrenrath has sung with 
every major symphony orchestra in 
the United States, has appeared 
many times at virtually every im- 
portant music festival, and has made 
more than 3,500 concert appearances 
—probably more than any other liv- 
ing American artist. He made a 
European tour in 1913, with Frank 
LaForge as his accompanist, and al- 
so toured Europe in 1920, 1921, 1924 
and 1928. 


In more recent years, the bari- 
tone, who lives in New York City, 
has been kept extremely busy, teach-

ing and conducting in four cities and 
traveling almost 900 miles a week. 
in addition to appearing in recitals. 
His main studio is at Carnegie Hall, 
but he teaches ‘weekly at the Wash- 
ington, D. C., Musical institute, and 
the Conservatories in Albany and 
Troy, N. Y. He says that he has 
been a conductor about as long as 
he has been singing and is “very 
happy as director of the famous 
Mendelssohn Club of Albany and the 
National Press Club Chorus of Wash- 
ington.” 

Mr. Werrenrath made his first 
Edison records in 1903, when he was 
20, as the baritone of the Criterion 
Male Quartet. However, the first 
Criterion Quartet record wasn’t is- 
sued by Edison until January, 1905. 
It was 8866, “Little Tommy Went a- 
Fishing.” Members of the Criterion, 
besides Werrenrath, were Robert R. 
Rainey, first tenor; William A Wash- 
burn, second tenor; and Walter A. 
Downie, basso. As time went on, the 
quartet’s personnel changed complete- 
ly. During its best-known period it 
was composed of John Young, Hor- 
atio Rench, George W. Reardon and 
Donald Chalmers. John Young, who 
is also coming to the Garden City 
party, told me some years ago that 
the then existing Criterion Quartet 
was descended from the one founded 
by “the famous baritone, Mr. Rein- 
ald Werrenrath.” Besides making a 
few Edison records, the early Criter- 
ion also did some singing for Zon-o- 
phone and Columbia. Dr. Werren- 
rath recalls, too, that he made Zonos 
with another male quartet, of which 
Geoffrey O’Hara, the song writer, 
was second tenor. 

In August, 1907, Edison issued the 
first solo record by Werrenrath. It 
was 9604, “My Dear,” a sentimental 
song with words by Dave Reed, Jr., 
and music by the leading ballad 
writer of the period, Ernest R. Ball. 
Said the catalog: “Mr. Werrenrath 
makes his first appearance as one of 
our soloists in this song, and it is 
safe to prophesy that he will soon 
become a prime favorite. He starts 
off well with his first song, for ‘My 
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Dear’ will be as popular as its com- 
posers’ great success, ‘Love Me and 
the World is Mine.’ . . . The melody 


is very tuneful, and Mr. Werren- 
rath’s sympathetic, full baritone 
voice is admirably suited to the 


” 


charming sentiments of the words. 
The young singer recorded for 
Edison for two or three years and 
made some four-minute Amberol 
records, later incorporated into the 
unbreakable Blue Amberol series. 
He also sang baritone occasionally in 
the Knickerbocker Quartet, whose 
personnel varied according to what- 
ever singers were available when a 
quartet record was scheduled. For 
instance, “The Old Oaken Bucket” 
was by Young, Werrenrath, Harvey 
Hindermeyer and William F. Hooley. 
Hooley is dead, but the other mem- 
bers of this group are all expected 
to be on hand for John Bieling Day. 
But it was with Victor that Wer- 
renrath was longest and most in- 
timately associated. He says that, 
after the Worcester Festival, deGo- 
gorza arranged for him to have a 
Victor audition, which resulted in his 
singing for the company from 1908 
to 1929. His first Victor solo was 
listed in the supplement for July, 
1909, and was No. 31738, a twelve- 
inch, single-faced record of ‘Danny 
Deever,” a number with which he 
has been identified since almost the 
beginning of his career. The catalog 
editor, Sam Rous, wrote: ‘It is with 
pleasure that the Victor announces 
an arrangement which enables it to 
present records by this well-known 
baritone. Mr. Werrenrath has chosen 
for his first number Damrosch’s well- 
known setting of the famous Barrack 
Room Ballad of Kipling’s, which he 
delivers in a highly dramatic way; 
giving one of the most graphic and 
realistic renditions which has ever 
been heard on the concert stage.” 
The baritone’s long and prosper- 
ous association with Victor was now 
well under way. He soon became an 
exclusive Victor artist. But here is 
something he wrote me which I 
hadn’t suspected and which will 
come as a surprise to practically all 
record collectors, especially those 
who cherish Hayden Quartet discs: 
“The name of Johnny Bieling evokes 
some of my best and oldest memories. 
You may not know that in my ear- 
liest days with the Victor Company, 
Sam Rous, the baritone of the Hayden 
Quartet, was made editor of the 
catalog. Finding his new job was a 
busy one, I was made the baritone, 
with Johnny, Jack Macdonald ®(Har- 
ry Macdonough) and Bill Hooley, and 
sang with them for several years. 
This makes me the sole survivor, as 
Sam is gone.” The Victor company 
never announced to the public that 
the quartet personnel had _ been 
changed, and the picture in the cata- 
log always showed “Dudley” as the 
Hayden baritone. However, several 
records, such as “Dear Delightful 
Women,” “The Orange and Black” 
and “Old Nassau,” were issued as 
by Werrenrath and the Hayden 
Quartet, and I have a few records, 
listed only as being by the quartet, 
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in which Werrenrath takes the lead. 
But I had always assumed that, 
through some slip-up, he ‘wasn’t 
given label credit, and hadn’t sup- 
posed that he was actually the Hay- 
den’s baritone for several years. 
This information comes as a real 
collector’s item! In those early days, 
Werrenrath was also the duet part- 
ner of that excellent tenor, the late 
Reed Miller. 

Singing with the Hayden was only 
a small part of the concerted work 
Mr. Werrenrath did for Victor. For 
15 years he was the baritone of the 
Victor Light Opera and Opera Com- 
panies (or the “Uproar Companies,” 
as Olive Kline, another member, 
jokingly refers to them.) He was al- 
so the baritone of the Orpheus Quar- 
tet, whose other members were Lam- 
bert Murphy, Macdonough and 
Hooley. He sang in the Trinity 
Choir and in the Lyric Quartet (Mac- 
donough, Werrenrath, Kline and El- 
sie Baker.) And he is the only artist 
who started on the lowest-priced 
Black Label records, and worked his 
way up through the single-faced 
Purple and double-faced Blue Labels 
to the dignity of being a Red Seal 
star. It’s worthy of mention, too, 
that for a good many years a Wer- 
renrath record was the last to ap- 
pear in the Victor’s alphabetical 
catalog. This was a German version 
of a Hugo Wolf song, “Zur Ruh’, 
Zuh Ruh’,” whose title was trans- 
lated as “To Rest.” 

The baritone’s first Blue Label 
record was issued in August, 1915. 
It ‘was sung in Italian and, like many 
of Werrenrath’s records of that per- 
iod, was intended especially for edu- 
cational use in public schools. Previ- 
ously, however, he had appeared on 
a Red Seal record—a version of the 
Rigoletto Quartet, issued in Novem- 
ber, 1914. The other artists were 
Lucrezia Bori, soprano; Josephine 
Jacoby, mezzo-soprano, and John 
McCormack, tenor. Incidentally, Mr. 
Werrenrath says he was told that, 
among the higer-priced records, his 
sold second only to McCormack’s. 

For four years Mr. Werrenrath’s 
records appeared in the Blue Label 
series, although he _ occasionally 
made a Black Label offering under 
the nom de disque of Edward Hamil- 
ton. Then in December, 1919, he be- 
came one of the giamorous Red Seal 
galaxy, when his single-faced record 
of “Molly,” an Irish love song by

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with stirrups ‘which moved alternate- 
ly back and forth. 

Velocipedes came into use in 1857 
when the Prince of Wales ordered 
one and they later appeared for hire 
at the Crystal Palace. In spite of 
their rough riding and iron tires, one 
velocipedestrian attained a record 
speed of 526 miles in 20 days. Mr. 
Willard Sawyer received awards 
both at the Exhibition of 1851 and 
the American Exposition in 1854. 

Henry Michaux tells the story of 
May, 1861. A certain Brunel left a 
“draisine” at the forge for repairs. 
Young Ernest took a ride on it but 
said it was as tiresome as walking. 
From this ride developed the wooden 
crank with a large nail acting as a 
pedal. Thus, the first vehicle dubbed 
“velocipede” was born in the little 
forge. 

By 1870 the wooden wheel had dis- 
appeared and we find no record of a 
successor until David Stanton and 
John Keen brought racing bicycles 
to this country for exhibitions. 

People thought .dobbin was surely 
doomed when the “Ordinary”, a 
high-wheeler was imported from 
England in 1877. This was a heavy, 
cumbersome contraption with a front 
wheel as much as 65 inches in 
diameter and the rear one from 12 
to 16 inches. It weighed approxi- 
mately 60 pounds. However, due to 
its unstableness, it was short lived 
but its career was colorful. 

In 1877 Cunningham Heath & Co. 
began importing wheels to _ this 
country. James Stanley (1831-1881) 
was instrumental in evolving the tri- 
cycle. Mr. Terry crossed the English 
channel on a marine bicycle leaving 
Dover at 9 A. M. and arriving at 
Calais at 5 P. M. on July, 1883. 

In 1884 the invention of a machine 
with a “diamond frame” and low 
wheels of equal size was known as 
the “Rover.” Soon all machines of 
this type were nicknamed after it. 
This soon became the “safety” and 
after 1890 the “ordinary” retired to 
the curio shops and museums. 

The tandem appeared about 1888 
and the side-car, although popular in 
England, was not a success in this 
country. In 1889 came the pneumatic 
tire, which had been invented 20 
years before. 

The bloomer costume of 1850 was 
composed of Turkish linen panto- 
loons fastened at the ankles, a skirt 
to the knees, a man’s waisted jacket 
and a wide straw hat. 

The American cyclist of the ’90s 
did not wear bloomers, but a Nor- 
folk jacket, knickers fitting to the 
knee with elastic, woolen stockings 
and a “Trilby” hat. 


Most women wore _ shirtwaists, 
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men’s ties, short leg-o-mutton sleev- 
ed jackets and a “sailor” draped with 
a scarf, colored or dotted veil. The 
“drop frame” and the divided skirt 
enabled the lady to ride without ex- 
posing more than an inch of her 
ankle. Later the startling invention 
of Miss Amelia Bloomer exposed the 
leg half way to the knee. 

The first Ladies’ Club to join the 
L. A. W. was the Providence Ladies’ 
Cycling Club organized February 4, 
1890. 

Every club had its colors. Jackets 
and knickers of startling fabrics. 
Thick turtle neck sweaters, worn 
even by men in the hottest weather, 
that came to their ears. In those 
days a “century” meant a 100 mile 
ride. 

Doctors issued warnings as to the. 
“bicycle stoop” and curvature of the 
spine, but the craze continued and 
reached its height at the turn of 
the century, when American factor- 
ies were turning out nearly a million 
bicycles a year, to say nothing of 
coaster brakes, lamps, bells, and 
fancy handle-bars. 

There were meets and cross-coun- 
try races throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, and no circus nor 
vaudeville act was complete without 
the cyclist.

STILTS

Probably the origin of stilt-walk- 
ing ‘was in low-lying Gascony and 
the sunny lands south of Bordeaux. 
Peasants dressed in well-worn sheep 
skins used to travel over the land on 
stilts. Usually they carried a long 
staff which served both as a balanc- 
ing pole and arm rest. 

In certain lowlands practically 
everyone used this type of locomo- 
tion at one time; and the women who 
always wore black have been said to 
resemble “large ravens perched on 
dead branches.” 

The City of Namur in Belgium has 
been celebrated for stilt-walking for 
centuries. About 1600 the Governor 
of Namur vromised Archduke Albert 
a company of soldiers which would 
neither ride nor walk. The sstilt- 
walkers so pleased the Archduke that 
he bestowed upon the city perpetual 
exemption from the beer tax, a great 
privilege of that time. — D. Tudor 
Harrell.

The sardonyx, birthstone for Au- 
gust, has been a favorite jewel since 
the beginning of the Christian era, 
for we find frequent allusions to it 
by the poets of that time. Juvenal 
says, of a celebrated lyre player of 
the period, that as his hand passed 
over the strings the whole instrument 
was lighted up by the sheen of his 
many sardonyx rings. Pliny tells us 
that all kinds of precious stones were 
imitated in Rome, not only in colored 
glass but also by a selection of stones 
that, though rare, were of less value 
in comparison to the types they copied. 
The most treasured kinds of sardonyx 
were counterfeited by joining various 
pieces of the cheaper jaspers or onyx, 
skillfully alternating red, white and 
black, and joining the pieces in such 
a manner that it was difficult even for

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a connoisseur to detect the fake. 
Pliny adds, “no fraud brings so much 
money as the sardonyx.” Further 
proof of the regard for rings set with 
this stone is that they were parti- 
cularly associated with the gems of 
greatest value, such being differenti- 
ated from those “worth but four gold 
pieces each.” We are also told that 
so highly was the stone prized that 
it was called the first of gems (gemma 
princeps sardonychus) and ivory cas- 
kets were regarded as fit receptacles 
for them. The precious ring thrown 
into the sea by the tyrant of ancient 
Samos, Polycrates, was a sardonyx. 

We all remember, and some of us 
may have seen the old movie portrayal 
‘with Sarah Bernhardt and Lou Telle- 
gen, the tragic story of the love token 
of a gold ring, set with sardonyx cut 
with her portrait, which Queen Eliza- 
beth gave to her favorite courtier, the 
Earl of Essex. The Queen had be- 
stowed the ring upon him as an as- 
surance of her leniency and aid in 
case he was ever in difficulties. When 
the Earl was imprisoned for treason 
and condemned to be beheaded, he 
attempted to send the ring to the 
Queen but it fell into Lady Notting- 
ham’s hands, whose husband was a 
malignant enemy of Essex, instead of 
her sister’s, to whose charge the Earl 
had intended to entrust the delicate 
mission of claiming the Queen’s aid. 
Influenced by her evil husband, Lady 
Nottingham did not deliver the ring 
and message, and Elizabeth, thinking 
Essex too proud to ask her mercy, 
allowed him to be executed. When 
Lady Nottingham, on her deathbed, 
confessed her outrageous act, it broke 
the Queen’s heart and it is believed 
that remorse for the death of her for- 
mer favorite caused Elizabeth’s death 
a few weeks later.

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Among the Empress Josephine’s 
famed jewels was a magnificent neck- 
lace composed of twelve antique sar- 
donyxes engraved with ‘classical sub- 
jects and surrounded with brilliants, 
the sardonyxes linked together by gold 
filigree gemmed with pearls. And 
among the effects of the Marquis de 
Dree was a marvelously fine antique 
sardonyx cameo of five strata, rep- 
resenting the bust of Faustina. 

In our modern times the sardonyx 
has not been especially appreciated. 
Many are not too sure of its appear- 
ance and it is sometimes confused with 
other stones. It is of a deep rich 
brown, inclining to orange, and, when 
held against the light, exhibits a 
deep-red hue. The name is derived 
from the union of the sard and the 
onyx, which were formerly considered 
to be different stones. The sard is 
supposed to have acquired its name 
from the ancient Sardis, or from the 
Greek word meaning flesh, on account 
of its color, which somewhat resem- 
bles raw flesh. Both onyx and sar- 
donyx are much used in jewelry, espe- 
cially for signet rings; the different 
layers of the stone affording good 
contrasts for the display of the en- 
graving; they are also cut into cups, 
vases, knife and sword handles, and 
are much admired in beads for neck- 
laces. From a very early period they 
were used for cameos: the darker 
shades usually left to form the back 
ground, and the lighter shades cut 
into figures.

Curious Superstition 


The ring of which we here give a 
sketch has been selected as a subject 
for engraving and comment, because 
it embodies a curious superstition 
which was very prevalent in England 
in the 15th and 16th centuries. 

The setting is of silver, and the 
jewel which it carries is called a toad- 
stone. This stone was popularly be- 
lieved to be formed in the heads of 
very old toads, and it was eagerly 
coveted by sovereigns, and by all per- 
sons in high office, because it was 
supposed to have the power of indicat- 
ing to the person who wore it the 
proximity of poison, by perspiring and 
changing color.

in 1569, says—“There is to be found 
in the heads of old and great toads a 
stone they call borax or stelon;” and 
he adds—“They, being used as rings, 
give forewarning against venom.” 
Their composition is not actually 
known; by some they are thought to 
be a stone—by others, a shell; but of 
whatever they may be formed, there 
is to be seen in them, as may be 
noticed in the engraving, a figure re- 
sembling that of a toad, but whether 
produced accidentally or by artificial 
means is not known, though, accord- 
ing to Albertus Magnus, the stone al- 
ways bore the figure on its surface, at 
the time it was taken out of the toad’s 
head. Lupton, in his “1000 Notable 
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Things,” says—“A toadstone, called 
crepaudina, touching any part en- 
venomed, hurt, or stung with rat, 
spider, wasp, or any other venonom- 
ous beast, ceases the pain or swelling 
thereof.” The well known lines in 
Shakespeare are doubtless in allusion 
to the virtue which Lupton says it 
possesses :— 


“Sweet are the uses of adversity; 
Which like a toad, ugly and venemous, 
Wears yet a precious in his head.” 


Ben Jonson also in the Fox, has,— 


“Were you enamoured on his copper rings. 
His saffron jewel, with the loadstone in’t?”’ 


and Lyly, in his Euphues— 
“The foule toad hath a faire stone in his head.”

cause it had been founded by the in- 
dependent Quakers it had a charac- 
ter of its own, and copied old world 
— less than any other early large 
city. 

lt was the Philadelphia of Benja- 
min Franklin, when it was the capi- 
tol, of Robert Morris, of Aaron Burr, 
and often visited by Lafayette. 

To serve tea was as fashionable as 
to give cocktails to one’s friends to- 
day. 
Helen S. Foote, assistant curator 
of decorative arts of The Cleveland 
Museum of Art, Cleveland authority 
on silver, says that the teapot would 
be known anywhere as a piece of 
Philadelphia silver by the little 
pierced gallery railing which goes 
around the top of the pot. Early 
American silver of no other Jccality 
has this feature. 

According to tradition, when Dr. 
Edwards was an old widower, he lived 
with a family named Robertson who 
had come to Philadelphia from Scot- 
land, had been naturalized and was 
connected with the U. S. Mint. At 
Dr. Edward’s death he bequeathed his 
teapot to the Robertson family. It 
was from a direct descendent that 
The Cleveland Museum purchased it. 

You can see it in the Museum, (any 
day but Mondays) in the northeast 
alcove of Gallery I, where are quan- 
tities of fine silver pieces of the Mu- 
seum’s collections.

Rida Johnson Young and Victor Her- 
bert, came out. And he remained one 
of the most popular Red Seal singers 
during the remainder of his record- 
ing career. Several other singers, in- 
cluding Kline, Baker, Murphy and 
Lucy Isabelle Marsh, also appeared 
on Red Seal records as well as on 
Black and Blue labels, but became 
Red Seal artists only after the Blue 
Label had been discontinued. Wer- 
renrath was the only one to work 
his way up in the manner of an Al- 
ger hero while all types of labels 
were still in use. 

With all his achievements, Reinald 
Werrenrath is a modest man. He 
humorously says that he has “the 
typical old gaffer’s love of remin- 
iscing,” and adds that he “certainly 
got all the breaks, and was more or 
less a pet of Cal Childs,” who was 
for many years the head of Victor’s 
Red Seal recording activities. His 
career has been one of the most in- 
teresting and outstanding of any 
American singer of his time, and I’m 
earnestly hoping that nothing occurs 
at the last minute to deprive me — 
and many of his other admirers — 
of the pleasure of having him with 
us at Garden City .

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GEORGE BELLOWS

On August 19, 1882, the man was 
born in Columbus, Ohio, who was to 
lift American art from the slough of 
banality and sentimentality in vogue 
at the turning of the century. Des- 
cended from a long line of New Eng- 
and ancestors, with a grandfather 
who had been a whaler and a mother 
of the strong pioneer type who gave 
America its sturdy background, 
George Wesley Bellows was an ath- 
lete with a brilliant mind who would

have been a success in any field he 
chose. It is our good fortune he 
wanted to become an artist. 

After graduating from high school 
in 1901, he entered Ohio State Uni- 
versity where he not only distin- 
guished himself in athletics, sang in 
the Glee Club and played the drum, 
but also began his career as an ar- 
tist by illustrations in the college 
papers and the Columbus Dispatch. 
Encouraged by friends, he left the 
University in 1904 and went to New 
York to study art-where he soon be- 
came pupil and friend of Robert 
Henri, an electrifying and inspiring 
teacher with the ability to impart 
those qualities. 

Bellows worked furiously and 
within two years established himself 
in a studio and began to exhibit his 
work. By 1908 his paintings had won 
awards, had sold for amounts vary- 
ing from two to three hundred dol- 
ars, and by 1909 he was honored by 
election as Associate Member of the 
National Academy of Design. In 
1910 he was made a Life Member of 
the National Arts Club and had a 
one-man exhibition at the Madison 
Galleries. During the summer of 
1910 he rehabilitated a house on 
East 19th Street, which he had ac- 
quired, and in September married 
Emma Louise Story, who had been a

fellow student at the Chase School. 
His next years were very productive 
and the amazing variety of his sub- 
jects with authentic delineation of 
emotional and dramatic power have 
not been equaled by any other Amer- 
ican artist. He was uninterested in 
the fashionable type and preferred 
to picture the native American scene; 
he never went abroad. Thought by 
some to be “brutal” and lacking in 
gentility, his inherent strength and 
delicate sensitivity are realized more 
fully with the passing years. To this 
admirer, one of the poignant pictures 
of the century is his The Murder of 
Edith Cavell. Some criticized it, 
among them Joseph Pennell who, 
when he accused Bellows of being a 
slacker for painting the execution 
without having witnessed it, was an- 
swered with quick wit that, though 
he had not witnessed the execution, 
neither had Leonardo da Vinci been 
present at the Last Supper. 

One of the most individual phases 
of Bellows’ work .was the dynamic 
power which he showed in the fam- 
ous series of fighters’ pictures. His 
studio was near the Sharkey Athletic 
Club and he spent many hours watch- 
ing trained athletes and absorbing 
this superb first hand life class 
background for his skill in the por- 
trayal of anatomy. One of these 
paintings, Both Members of This 
Club, was given to the National Gal- 
lery of Art in Washington and placed 
on view there on the 20th anniver- 
sary of the artist’s death. 

In appearance, Bellows was tall 
and vigorous. He possessed a most 
elevated character and was enthusi- 
astic and honest almost to the point 
of bluntness. He was a family man 
and loved entertaining parties where 
he was a great favorite with his zest 
and love of life. The celebrated ar-

tists of his time were among his 
closest friends for he was never petty 
nor jealous of another’s ability. 

Though he ‘was checked by death 
at the height of his creative powers, 
when a ruptured appendix and peri- 
tonitis killed him on January 8, 1925, 
we are, nevertheless, grateful for the 
magnificent paintings the world will 
admire more deeply with the passing 
of time.

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Portraits, Jewels and Accessories 


New York’s glamourous society of 
fifty years ago glitters again in a 
fascinating collection of famous por- 
traits, jewels and costume accessories 
placed on view recently in the Cos- 
tume Institute of The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, to mark the Golden 
Anniversary of the City of New York. 

The central part of the show is 
the group of seventeen portraits of 
the day, including six by John Singer 
Sargent. They are arranged on the 
mauve and green walls of the In- 
stitute’s entrance gallery and are a 
striking indication of revival style 
trends for the coming year’s fall fash- 
ions. Related costume accessories and 
precious jewels displayed in cases 
complete the picture of gracious liv- 
‘ng that flourished in the early days 
of the Stanley Steamers and electric 
horseless carriages. 

A typical Gibson girl outfit for ac- 
tive sports may be a sign of things 
to come. The starched tennis costume 
with tucked shirt and neat black 
jacket was worn by Mrs. Isaac New- 
ton Phelps Stokes in the lively por- 
trait of the lovely lady with her hus- 
band, painted by Sargent. Her little 
sailor of straw shows the gradual 
simplification of style at the turn of 
the century to meet the increased in- 
terest in outdoor sport. 


The gently flowing black nets and 
tulles of the more evening fashion 
may be seen in the rich and elegant 
portrait of Consuelo, Duchess of Mar]l- 
borough with her second son Lord Ivor 
Spencer Churchill, painted by Giovanni 
Boldini. The graceful study shows 
the ultra-feminine turn that styles 
took at the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The Boldini portrait was re- 
cently given to the Museum by the 
subject, Consuelo Vanderbilt Balsan, 
and is being exhibited here for the 
first time. 


As if to offset the strides toward 
suffrage and independence that women 
were making in the period, fashions 
were delicate and frilly with many 
dainty pleats and bows. The popular 
tea gown cut in a slim princess line 
with chiffon trains was a “tender 
triumph” over the puzzled male. 
Every detail of clothing—undergar- 
ments, capes, and stockings was beau- 
tifully made and decorated by hand. 
Three charming pairs of silk stock- 
ings on display show insets of black 
chantilly lace on black and appliqued 
gold bees streaming down the fronts 
on wine silk. They were popular for 
use with period costumes at the bril- 
liant cotillion given in the early 1890’s 
by New York’s 400. 

Hair styles were “a la Pompadour” 
with soft puffs on the sides and in 
the back, formed by winding the hair 
over “rats.” Suitable tortoise-shell 
combs, hairpins, bow knots and an 
amusing pink feather bird illustrate 
the varied hair arrangements achieved 
beneath the feather and bead-trimmed 
hats. 

Among the most interesting acces- 
sories on display are the white pencil- 
pointed satin shoes trimmed with 


heavy appliqued Venetian lace that 
belonged to Mrs. Philip Lydig, a 
famous patroness of the arts. irs. 
Lydig had one hundred and fifty pairs 
of shoes, all made by hand for her by 
the master boot-maker, Yantorny, in 
Paris. The pair on display are about 
two inches wide at their widest point 
and are on three-sectioned shoe trees 
made of fine violin wood. For travel- 
ing, Mrs. Lydig used special Russian 
leather trunks fitted with white plush 
velvet with space for twelve pairs of 
shoes. 

The unusual period shoes in the 
Costume Institute’s collection are an 
important source for today’s design- 
ers. The slim pointed toe, the curved 
Louis Quinze heel and the double strap 
in advanced fall shoe styling may be 
traced back to the hand-made shoes 
of fifty years ago. 

A vanishing elegance seen in both 
the portrait display and an actual 
example is the soft feather boa worn 
about the arms and shoulders like a 
light, long fur piece. A white one is 
in a case and a black one is depicted in 
The Green Bodice by J. Alden Weir. 

A lovely furling ostrich fan with a 
mother-of-pearl] handle is very much 
like the graceful one held in the por- 
trait of Ada Rehan, noted actress of 
her day. Sargent painted the beloved 
star of “The Taming of the Shrew,” 
“As You Like It” and “Sehool for 
Scandal” in a heavy white satin gown 
with a low-cut neck and off-the-shoul- 
der line. The silhouette with its slight 
train, back fullness and bared shoul- 
ders was typical of the period. Two 
original dresses designed by Worth of 
Paris, from the Costume Institute’s 
collection of 1898-1899 dress show a 
similar line. 

One of the Worth gowns is made of 
magenta velvet with a train and net 
sleeves, trimmed with strands of 
rhinestones. It has a laced and boned 
under-bodice such as the ones coming 
into fashion today. The other Worth 
dress is of peacock blue velvet, pressed 
to make a pattern. A pink cape of 
cut and uncut velvet in a floral pat- 
tern was made in a Regent Street 
shop in London in 1898 and later 
worn in Pittsburgh. It is trimmed 
with ninon ruffles and accordion pleats. 

A similar pink cape is carried over 
the arm of Theodore Duret, whose 
portrait called Arrangement in Flesh 
Color and Black was painted by James 
Abbott McNeill Whistler. Men’s styles 
when considered by fashion, followed 
a “slim not burly line,” according to 
a woman’s magazine of 1898. “A 
quick brisk walk was affected, al- 
though a few freaks affected the Pic- 
cadilly stoop and the languid gliding 
walk.” 


A lady’s watch made by Tiffany 
and Company at the end of the 19th 
century, is set with a row of diamonds 
and has blue numerals on: a white 
enamel dial. Rings in gold, enamel 
and diamonds were most popular, and 
a fine collection, signed by the famed 
goldsmith of Paris, René Jules Lali- 
que, echoes the precious jewels in

13i in Nutting’s Old Clock Book you 
will sce just how it operates. It has 
the same principle as ihe Old Eng- 
lish Fusee watches. 

‘here seems to be some confusion 
as to the daies that Birge & Fuller 
made clocks. One author claims it 
was from 1844 to i847. Another 
writer says 1830 to i835. Be that as 
it may, this man Birge was an en- 
terprising fellow. ile was connected 
with a lot of other men in the clock 
business. I list a few of them: 

Birge, Case & Co., Bristol, Conn., 

1833-1834. 

John Birge & Co., 1830-1860. 

hirge & ives, undaied. ‘The Ives 

was probably Joseph. 

Birge, Giloort & Co., 1885-1837. 

Birge, Mallory & Co., “1838-1843. 

You will understand from this list 
that Mr. Birge must have been a 
man of means, as he paid Joseph 
Ives, ten thousand dollars, for the 
patent on the “Roller Pinion,” and it 
shows he wasn’t afraid to spend his 
money, if he saw an opportunity to 
gain by the deal. Evidently, he was 
a prominent man in Bristol, Conn.

Farewell to the Sundial 


The forefather of the clock — the 
sundial has passed into oblivion, 
and today its value is only that of a 
museum piece. 

History tells us this unique “meas- 
urer of time” had its origin in the 
early Greek period. Herodotus, the 
“Father of History,” and Suidas, a 
Greek philosopher, both claim. the 
first sundial was invented by Anaxi- 
~~ in the period around 550 


The gnomon, a crude instrument 
resembling the sundial is also at- 
tributed to Anaximander. It con- 
sists of a simple vertical rod of a 
given height attached at the base to 
a horizontal plane. The shadow of 
the rod thrown on the plane, was 
measured by means of a_ graphic 
construction, and the value of the 
angle formed by the rays of the sun 
or moon, was deducted from the hor- 
izontal plane. The height of the 
astral body was the supposed result. 


Eventually, this instrument ‘was 
rejected by the philosophers of the

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Greek school and was replaced by a 
miniature obelisk mounted with a 
ball. This permitted the length of 
the shadows to be measured from 
the center of the base of the obelisk; 
the meridian of the circle was there- 
by traced on the plane, and it neces- 
sitated only the measurement of two 
equal shadows in order to construct 
a triangle. 


The Greek philosopher Eratosthen- 
es, later constructed the “Scapha” 
which was made of a verticle stylus 
attached at the bottom to a hollow 
sphere. By means of a graduated 
circle he was able to determine the 
angle formed by the rays with the 
horizontal plane. 


The gnomon made its appearance 
during the Renaissance in Europe. 
Since then, thousands of sundials of 
all sizes and shapes were invented.

This engraving represents a fancy 
silver watch of the time of Queen 


Elizabeth. It is shaped like a duck; 
the feathers chased. The lower part 
opens, and the dial plate, which is 


also of silver, is encircled with a gilt 
ornamental design of floriated scrolls 
and angels’ heads. The wheels work 
on small rubies. It has no maker’s 
name. It is preserved in the original 
case of thin brass, covered with black 
leather, and ornamented with silver

The Stars— 
A Near-Perfect Clock 


So you think the sun is a perfect 
timepiece? If so, you’re in for a dis- 
appointment. Old Sol arises at a 
different minute almost every day of 
the year. Our ancestors had to de- 
pend upon the sun to give us the right 
time, but today the astronomers at 
the Naval Observatory use something 
that is virtually fixed with respect to 
the earth—namely, the clock stars. 


The transit telescope used in “clock- 
ing” these stars, are mounted rigid'y 
on shafts of stone sunk to the natural 
rock bed and pivoted so that they can 
be rotated from north to south, but 
not from east to west. Thus a star 
is visible only when it is on the celes- 
tial meridian. 


A micrometer apparatus breaks an 
electric current as the star passes 
certain points in the field. These 
breaks are graphically recorded by an 
instrument called the “chronograph,” 
which also notes the ticks of.a stand- 
ard clock. The observer then meas- 
ures and compares the two sets of 
notations, and ascertains the correct 
time to two one-hundredths of a sec- 


ond.

If you’ve never hedrd of the tooth- 
ache tree, or if you stumble over the 
spelling of such jawbreakers as 
Xanthoxylum clavaherculis, then 
you’re probably not a devotee on one 


of America’s unusual hobbies of 
wood collecting. 
Actually, Xanthoxylum, etc., is 


scientific terminology for the tooth- 
ache tree, so called in some parts of 
the South because its bark is sup- 
posed to alleviate the pangs of both 
tooth misery and rheumatism. 

Wood collecting adherents confi- 
dently expect their hobby to grow by 
logs and bolts as more and more 
people discover its fascination. It 
will probably always be centered in 
the United States, for this is the 
ideal country for such a hobby. The 
forest lands of the U. S. cover more 
than 625 million acres, an area half 
the size of Europe outside Russia. 
We have more than 1,100 species of 
trees, while Europe has only 85. 
Ohio alone has twice as many kinds 
of trees as Germany. 

King pin of American wood col- 
lectors is W. F. Opdyke of Cleve- 
land, president of the relatively new 


formed in April, 1947. When the 
new group started, its sponsors 
thought they might manage to 
round up about thirty members. To 
their amazement, they now have 85, 
with 17 members of the society in 
such far-off places as England, 
Ecuador, Holland, Scotland, Chile, 
Ceylon, New Zealand, India and the

the paintings. The brooch was an- 
other favorite ornament and was usu- 
ally worn in the center of a low-cut 
evening bodice. Earrings for pierced 
ears were coming into fashion again, 
and a pair with single large diamonds 
are displayed. 

The six Sargent paintings represent 
the largest group of his works to be 
exhibited together at the Museum 
since the memorial show over twenty- 
five years ago. This is a splended 
opportunity to see such famed beau- 
ties as the three Wyndham Sisters 
and the satirical portrait of Ma- 
dame X. 

The three sisters were luxuriously 
painted by Sargent in creamy white 
satin gowns before a portrait of their 
mother. The huge painting, more 
than nine feet high and seven feet 
wide, almost reaches the ceiling of the 
gallery. Madame X, the Parisian 
beauty, is painted in sharp contrast. 
Her. low-cut black satin gown is start- 
lingly modern with its glittering thin 
straps and tight bodice. The portrait 
first appeared in a Paris salon in 
1884, causing a storm of protest. 

Still another side of life in the 
turn of the century is the pleasant 
little domestic scene painted in Wil- 
liam M. Paxton’s the Tea. Leaves. 
The two young ladies in simple day- 
time dresses tell fortunes over after- 
noon tea. Their slim waists suggest 
the dictum of the day—‘“22 inch cor- 
sets for 24 inch waists.” — : 

The exhibition, which is predomi- 
nantly portraits not actual costumes, 
is in the 83rd Street entrance gallery 
of the Costume Institute. It will con- 
tinue through the summer.

DOLL HATS 


One of the most delight ful phases 
of doll col ecting and of researches 
into dollology is the great number of 
side-lines that are divulged. 

An interesting example of the latter 
is revealed in a book published a few 
years ago by Lippincott, the inspira- 
tion of whi c2 was doll hats, a hobby 
born sevezal ycars ago in a millinery 
shop in Ohk io. 

At that time, a widow left with the 
huge task of supporting her seven 
chi dren was operating a millinery 
store to keep her family together. 

‘The two little girls of the brood, 
showed a decided likcness for mil- 
linery, and they were permitted to 
pick ‘Up scraps of ribbon, straw, fruit 
and flowers, from which they started 
to make doll hats. Encouraging their 
hobby for miniature hats, their mother 
gave them space of their very own for 
the display of their creations. In no 
time at all children in the community 
were bringing their mothers to the 
store just to see the hats made by the 
two little girls. Undoubtedly the tiny 
spccimens had much to do with the 
popularity of the milliner’s store, and 
business flourished. 

One of the sisters, who later became 
Mrs. Gertrude Newman, of Chicago, 
continued with her hobby, finally writ- 
ing the book, Poliy Poppingay, Miul- 
liner, telling the story of a Kittle girl 
and her love of miniature hats. 

Mrs. Newman’s hats have been ex- 
hibited throughout the country, in 
millinery stores, and in libraries. The 
collection was also used to promote 
book sales when the book was first 
introduced.

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“IMITATIONS” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


In my Button Glossary, the term “Imitation” has 
nothing to do with the term “Reproduction.” As I see it, 
“Reproductions” are modern versions of older buttons: 
either restrikes from old dies or molds, old findings newly 
assembled, or new buttons made from new dies or molds 
and materials which are copies of older buttons. 

‘“Imitations,” as I use the term, are buttons (old or 
new) which are made of one material in imitation of some 
other material. There are many such buttons, in which 
varied materials are used and simulated, sometimes so 
cleverly that the imitation is hardly noticeable, and at 
other times so poorly that the pretense is recognizable 
only as a pretense. Primarily, such imitations are made 
to save money, as in all cases where a cheap substance 
replaces a valuable one. The practice of substituting 
brass for gold, and glass for precious stones is not con- 
fined to buttons! Occasionally, the imitation materials 
are more attractive than the originals. Sometimes the 
original material was subject to disadvantages which the 
imitation can overcome: fabric buttons, for instance, fray 
and are hard to clean; hence they are imitated in non- 
fraying, easily-cleaned. black glass, etc. Sometimes, the 
substitutions are hard to understand, but the button 
makers knew their business and doubtless had excellent 
reasons for what they did. Makers of Hard Rubber 
buttons, for example, probably wanted to “cash in’ on 
the popularity of Jet! 


iit 
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The following “Imitations” are only a few out of 
many: i 

No. 1 is made of transparent plastic, to imitate glass, 
One of a set of four Bird buttons, it is convex with raised 
design, painted on the back. (The four cost ten cents at 
Kresge’s, back in 1936!) Many modern plastics imitate 
glass; Lucite, probably, is the most effective. But none 
of them look quite like glass, any more than the best 
paste or strass looks quite like the jewel it imitates, to 
the experienced eye. But if you cannot tell these plastic 
— by their looks, you can usually tell them by their 
‘feel. 


No. 2—Hard Rubber was used extensively to imitate 
fabric; in some cases, so successfully that it is difficult 
to tell the two apart, except by “feel.” This button 
shows a common “basket-weave” pattern. Shelf-shank, 
Reverse: “Goodyear’s P=t.—1875.” 


No. 3—The characteristic Horn-tip has been imitated 
in other substances, notably Composition and Vegetable 
Ivory. This “Tip” is made of Celluloid, convex with tin 
back. 

No. 4 is such a good imitation that it fooled me com- 
pletely, when I first showed it in BUTTON PARADE 
(p. 82). I thought it was made of Vegetable Ivory and 
said so! Later and more careful examination showed me 
that it is, made of some ceramic material, to imitate 
Vegetable Ivory! Even the characteristic markings are 
cleverly simulated, so that only experiments with a knife, 
made on the back of the button, persuaded me that I had 
been fooled. 

No. 5—Paper is used to imitate wood in this brass- 
bordered button. In the original, the grain and knots are 
realistically colored and easy to recognize. Tin back,

No. 6—Silver Lustre Jet is presumed to have been 
made to imitate steel. It proved so successful that it 
became a “material” in its own right; perhaps the most 
attractive of all silvered surfaces, for it is free from 
rust or tarnish; it flatters-all types of designs, however 
intricate; and it has a soft yet glittering brilliance. ‘This 
button, which came to me recently from England, is a 
fine example of Lustre, in perfect condition, but pen and 
ink cannot do it justice. Four-way shank. 

No. 7—Perhaps the neatest imitations extant are the 
black glass buttons made to look like fabric or needle- 
work. This one, which appears to be made of mauve 
braid and satin, is so good that it fools everyone—until 
they look at the back! Four-way shank. 

, No. 8 is made of Composition. Resembling a woven 
leather button in shape and color, only its self-shank 
gives it away. Wood is also used to imitate leather. 

No. 9—Because of their tendency to show dirt and 
wear, fabric buttons have been imitated in many other 
materials: glass, Hard Rubber, Horn, Plastic, Composi- 
tion, china and metals. Vegetable Ivory buttons, too, 
were often used on garments, whose woven patterns they 
copied in color and general effect. This transfer design 
imitates tweed, in an orange and grey-blue check. Self- 
shank, 

No. 10—Similar in size and shape to No. 9, this V. I. 
button simulates wood; but while there is no mistaking 
what it pretends to be, it could never be taken for the real 
thing. In this case, the pretended material merely serves 
as a design, with no deception intended. 


Report On Fourth Annual Show Of 
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No. 11 is made of Plastic Horn, to imitate needle- 
work. (The same design is found also on shank buttons.) 
Imitation fabric buttons have different “finishes”: silk, 
satin, woven and embroidered. 

Besides the “Imitations” already described, the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned: china made to imitate fabric 
(e.g. “Calicoes” and “Ginghams”); Celluloid, to imitate 
glass; steel, tin, nickel, pewter and other white metals, 
to imitate silver; steel studs, to imitate marcasite; tin, 
Hard Rubber and Composition, to imitate “Jet.” (So- 
called “Jet,” of course, is an imitation of the real thing, 
in black glass.) Transparent horn and colored glass, to 
imitate tortoise-shell; plastic to imitate pearl (which is 
itself a misnomer, being actually “shell,” if one insists 
on being accurate!) Celluloid or plastic to imitate buck- 
horn; papier-maché to imitate lacquer, etc., etc. I have 
examples of all these “Imitations,” and doubtless there are 
many others which I haven’t seen or imagined. 

This branch of collecting may be of special interest 
to those who are intrigued by button materials; also to 
those who, like me, are attracted by the odd, the unusual, 
the not-immediately-obvious. Most buttons of this class 
are not showy nor intrinsically valuable. But they are 
interesting; and also, although “imitations,” they are 
genuine imitations, if I may employ a paradox. Their 
deception, if any, is naive; and they are not reproduced 
for profit nor misrepresented by the unscrupulous. Since 
button collecting has grown into a business—sometimes 
in danger of becoming a racket—it is fortunate that col- 
lectors of modest means can still find interesting and 
inexpensive buttons to enjoy.

Addie Hotz, our capable and ener- 
getic chairman in charge of arrange- 
ments, was tireless in planning her 
campaign, assisted by her willing 
committee.

The “iXate Greenaway” exhibit 
was in charge of Agnes L. Sasscier, 
whose collection of Greenaway ma- 
terial is extensive. Many of the rare 
books illustrated by Kate Greenaway 
were on display, among them a num- 
ber of her Almanacs. The 1883 Al- 
manac, from which the adorable de- 
signs “Summer” and “Spring” have 
been drawn, was shown together with 
the buttons bearing the designs. 
Many cards were shown helping to 
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identify other buttons. There were 
salts and peppers, figurines, napkin 
rings and napkins, table cloth, all 
bearing her little figures. A length 
of wallpaper showing the designs 
from the 1893 almanac, and a hand- 
painted tile with an original Greena- 
way design bearing the words; “In 
go-cart so tiny, my sister I drew.” 
A beautiful bisque plaque with a bust 
of a Greenaway child, in a frame of 
gold with red liner was lent by our 
President, Edna McKeage. As _ the 
Piece de Resistance, a set of junior 
size dishes, each bearing a design 
from Kate Greenaway, held all eyes. 
There are six cups and _ saucers, 
plates, sauce dishes, butter chips, 
platters, small oval vegetable and a 
pair of perfectly enchanting covered 
tureens. 

This exhibit lead right into the 
wonderful trays of Greenaway but- 
tons so generously lent by our mem- 
bers. These trays were arranged ac- 
cording to the fancy of their owners. 
One tray, a shadow-box, really con- 
tained a pair of salts representing a 
Greenaway boy and girl. Above 
these were arranged a number of 
Greenaway designs from Mother 
Goose, and Under the Window. In 
the upper hight hand corner was a 
picture of Kate Greenaway, set with- 
in a frame of laurel leaves. This 
kind of display helps immeasureably 
to clarify the Greenaway picture. 
Another tray displayed numerous 
buttons in the design “Summer”. 
One could specialize in a single de- 
sign and have endless pleasure. A 
number of our members have done 
this with “Bo-Peep”. There were 
ever so manyrtrays of beautifully ar- 
ranged, handsome Greenaway but- 
tons, showing practically every au- 
thentic “Greenaway that has 
come to light”. Collectors of these 
buttons are legion and thei owners 
most enthusiastic.

The use of gold and silver was not 
unknown to the Welsh in 842, when 
their laws were collected.

The river Conway, in North Wales, 
was of considerable importance, even 
before the Roman invasion, for the 
pearl mussel (the Mya Margaritifera 
of Linnaeus) and Suetonius acknowl- 
edged that one of his inducements for 
undertaking the subjugation of Wales 
was the pearl fishery carried forward 
in that river. According to Pliny, 
the mussels, called by the natives 
Kregindilin, were sought for with 
avidity by the Romans, and the pearls 
found within them were highly val- 
ued; in proof of which it is asserted 
that Julius Caesar dedicated a breast- 
plate set with British pearls to Venus 
Genetrix, and placed it in her temple 
at Rome. A fine specimen from the 
Conway is said to have been presented 
to Catherine, consort of Charles II, 
by Sir Richard Wynne, of Gwydir; 

pth it is further said that it has since 

contributed to adorn the regal crown 
of England. Lady Newborough pos- 
sessed a good collection of the Con- 
way pearls, which she purchased of 
those who were fortunate enough to 
find them, as there is no regular fish- 
ery at present. Sir Robert Vaughan 
obtained a sufficient number to appear 
at Court with a button and loop to 
his, hat, formed of these beautiful pro- 
ductions, about the year 1780.—From

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Notes On Shawls 


By GERTRUDE H. THOMPSON 


Shawls! Shaws! Shawls! Much has 
been written about them, but it is 
hard for the present generation to 
realize what a large and important 
industry it was in an earlier day, 
giving occupation to both men and 
women from the rural districts where 
the raw materials were produced to 
the finished products from the looms. 

It is thought by many that in the 
27th Chapter of Ezekial, 7th verse, 
it alluded to the shawl. In some 
countries the men, as well as women 
wear them. 

In the Northern part of India, at 
the foot of the Himalaya Mountains, 
lies a country known as Kashmir and 
here the Kashmir or Cashmere 
shawls originated. The “shawl- 
goat” was raised here, and its coarse 
outer hair was but the covering for 
the very finest and softest curly 
hair from which these shawls were 
made. After the wool was sheared 
from the goat, the long hair was dis- 
carded and the soft goat hair was 
sold from $9 to $12 per pound, and a 
good goat produced about a pound a 
year. 

Two persons worked on the looms. 
One would begin at the side and 
weave to the center, then the other 
weaver would take the shuttle and 
finish to the opposite side. From 
five to seven shawls per loom a year 
was a good averages and they 
brought from $1,200 to $1,500 each, 
depending upon the design and color, 
and would weigh approximately 
seven pounds. Later they were made 
to sell as low as $75.00 to $100.00 
even so, this was quite a tidy sum, 
when the whole of Manhattan Is- 
land sold for $24.00! 

Early in the 18th century, British 
Officers stationed in India began 
sending these shawls home to their 
families in England. Swoon they be- 
came very popular there and every 
lady of fashion yearned for a Cash- 
mere shawl. Queen Victoria favored 
shawls to the extent of having a 
large collection of them, and it might 
be truly said this was the “Queen’s 
Hobby.” Josephine, Napoleon’s wife, 
also collected them, as it is stated 
Napoeon never allowed his wife to 
wear the same shawl twice. 

In the course of time, other coun- 
tries took up this industry and pre- 
vious to 1860, it was estimated there 
were 8,000 looms in Paisley, Scot- 
land, turning out shawls. Even as 


late as 1867 French looms were yield- 
ing several millions of dollars a year 


in this industry. It was two far 
sighted brothers living in Paisley, 
Scotland, weavers by trade, who first 
fully recognized the craze in Eng- 
land and other countries for shawls, 
took it upon themselves to copy the 
Cashmere shawl and made a most 
creditable and very beautiful “Pais- 
ley Shawls.” It was a great industry 
for Scotland, giving employment to 
men and women. The Paisley was a 
little coarser in texture than the 
Cashmere, but still it was made of 
wool, and sometimes combined with 
silk and cotton. 

Aside from pattern and _ shape, 
there are only two principal classes 
of shawls: One woven on_ looms, 
either in one piece or more often, in 
segments, which are sewn together 
with such intricate precision they 
look like they were woven in one 
piece, and the other type of em- 
broidered shawls on a plain back 
ground, the center of which could 
be either black, green, red, blue or 
white. The lace shawls also woven 
on looms are made in types of 
Valenciennes, Chantilla, and Point d’ 
Graze. The beautiful Chinese and 
Spanish silk shawls usually have 
long silk thread fringe and are em- 
broidered in brilliant colors, flowers 
and birds predominating, while the 


Cashmere, Persian and _ Paisley 
shawls took their designs from the 
Greek’s ionic classics and the con- 
ventionalized pine cone _ pattern, 
which was a great favorite, probably 
because the pine cone motif was a 
symbol of fertility and plenty. 

The square shawl usually measur- 
ed 63 by 72 inches, while the double 
shawls measured 54 inches wide by 
126 inches long. The real Cashmere 
shawl had as many as 14 to 16 dif- 
ferent distinctive colors, all vegeta- 
ble dyed, which seem to stand the 
elements of weather, wear and age 
to a remarkable degree. 

The genuine India shawls are 
marked in the border or center with 
the maker’s name, much the same as 
an artist signs his name to an etch- 
ing or painting. 

In our own country, much could 
be written about the American Indi- 
ans and especially the Navajo tribe 
who are noted for their beautifully 
woven blankets and shawls. Being 
the true artists that they are by na- 
ture, they never copy designs, but 
form their own patterns as_ they 
weave. 

Few people can “model” a shawl by 
draping it over their head or should- 
ers as gracefully as the Spanish 
people or our own American Indians. 

Most experts on shawls agree that 
when you discover one with a bold, 
clean cut design, you have found a 
real antique and should treasure it 
by giving it the best of care.

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LOUIS MARC SOLON, POET IN CLAY 


By THELMA SHULL 


Outstanding among the ceramic 
artists of the nineteenth century was 
Louis Mare Solon, a Frenchman who 
worked in England during half of 
his lifetime. He was born at Montau- 
ban, France in 1835. Early in life 
he evinced an interest in art, and 
study at Monsieur Lecoq de Bois- 
baudran’s studio proved to be a 
source of great inspiration to the 
young man. The director of the art 
school was a pedagog well in ad- 
vance of the times, for he believed 
that free expression of artistic talent 
was the inherent right of each one of 
his students. As a result of this 
broad teaching policy, many of his 
young scholars in later years be- 
came leading exponents in their par- 
ticular fields of endeavor. 


Young Solon did not care too much 
for painting. He chose. rather to 
work in the fields of design and 
creative expression. While at the 
school he made etchings of a series 
of his designs combined with figure 
drawings; and though only three sets 
were sold, one of the three was pur- 
chased by Frederick Leighton, presi- 
dent of the Royal Academy. 

Victor Regnault, chief admin- 
istrator of the Royal Manufactory at 
Sevres, admired the etchings pur- 
chased by Monsieur Leighton and 
immediately arranged for an intro- 
duction to the aspiring young ar- 
tist, whom he invited to become a 
member of the Sevres family of ar- 
tist workmen. Solon was given the 
opportunity of doing some research 
work on the process known as pate- 
sur-pate, or literally, paste upon 
paste, which had been lately intro- 
duced at Sevres. In this method, the 
clay is built up in relief upon a 
background of any desired color. 
Beautiful cameo effects are achieved, 
rivaling those of the glyptic art. 
The white porcelain paste or barbo- 
tine is painted on, much as an ar- 
tist in oils lays on his colors with a 
brush; then portions are scraped 
away so that part of the shading is 
obtained by the thinness or trans- 
parency of the design. It is more a 
process of sculpturing than molding, 


and requires the utmost in skilled 
handiwork. 

Time and money were of no con- 
cern in research at this national in- 
stitution, and the young man thor- 
oughly enjoyed his work. He counted 
these preliminary years of research 
as the real beginning of his art 
studies. 

As is often true with devoted 
students of the arts, Solon made his 
vocation his avocation also, spending 
many evening hours in sketching and 
modeling. Monsieur Rousseau, a 
dealer of some repute in art por- 
celains, asked Solon to make for him 
a few small plaques decorated by the 
new process. Rousseau defrayed the 
cost of the experimentation and some 
fine trial pieces were soon produced. 
Solon signed all these “Miles,” a 
name which contained his initials. 

Pate-sur-Pate was introduced at 
Sevres in 1847 under the direction of 
Jacques-Joseph Ebelmen; but the art 
was an old one, having been used 
both in China and in India for decor- 
ating porcelain. 

Solon found the pate-sur-pate 
process to be especially adapted to 
his artistic abilities. For twelve 


years he remained at Sevres and de- 
voted a portion of his time to tech- 
nical experiments and improvements 
in this method of ceramic painting, 





but his work was terminated sudden- 
ly by the Franco-Prussian War. All 
inhabitants had to leave the village 
on the eve of its being occupied by 
the invading army. 

In 1870 Solon went to England and 
became associated with the Minton 
firm. Among the magnificent ar- 
ticles on display at the Paris Exhi- 
bition in 1878 were large vases de- 
corated by Solon. A pair of amorini 
vases, thirty-eight inches high, in 
the style of Louis XVI, had a back- 
ground of celadon-green on which 
gold was applied lavishly. On a 
blue band encircling the vases Solon 
placed cupids breaking chains of 
iron and replacing them with roses. 
A group of cupids, or amorini, 
modeled in oxidized silver, formed 
a support for each vase. Another 
vase, copied from an Etruscan ex- 
ample in the Naples Museum, pic- 
tured cupid standing upon a central 
tribune or dias lecturing to a group 
of lovely maidens who were thronged 
about him. Every detail of the fig- 
ures, their expression, and the drap- 
ery of their gowns, was done in a 
superb manner. The experts ranked 
this piece as a chef-d’oeuvre. 


Solon added his deft touch to 
many articles other than vases, in- 
cluding plates, plaques, flasks, paper- 
weights, candlesticks, and trays. He 
was commissioned to make a dessert 
service of twenty-six plates with 
fruit dishes, flower holders, and can- 
delabra to match. Solon placed a 
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cameo in the center of each plate. 
Maidens, cupids, and cherubs were 
favorite subjects of this master 
craftsman. 

In the illustration (fig. 1) cupid is 
depicted standing on a block driving 
four young women with silken cords 
which tie around their wrists. This 
plaque has a dark green porcelain 
background. A similar plaque (fig. 
2) shows cupids sitting on high 
stools with a young woman in the 
center feeding one child with a 
spoon. Another winged baby is on 
the floor and bending over his sup- 
per eating greedily. Plaques were 
particularly adapted to this decora- 
tive process because of the flat 
surface available for working upon. 

Pilgrim bottles which Solon paint- 
ed were usually made of either dark 
green or dark red porcelain. In the 
illustration (fig. 3) cupid is string- 
ing hearts and is looking carefully 
at one he has just pulled from the 
basket as though in doubt whether 
or not to add it to the others. On 
the companion bottle he is plucking 
hearts from a basket and tossing 
them over his shoulder. Pictures on 
other typical plaques and vases 
painted by Solon include Cupid’s 
Fireworks, The Webs of Venus, 
Cupid’s Prison House, An Allegory, 
The Prophetic Muse, and similar 
titles. No picture was ever duplicat- 
ed since he seemed to have had al- 
ways at hand an abundance of new 
ideas. 

Colors used as backgrounds for the 
reliefs, which were usually in white, 
were celadon, sage green, bright 
chocolate, ferruginous brown, pezx- 
cock blue, olive-green and _ several 
others. By 1880 eighteen background 
colors had been successfully intro- 
duced. Black was occasionally chos- 
en by Solon. After each cameo pic- 
ture was completed, a glaze was 
placed over the entire piece. Some 
believe that Solon’s monogram with 
the combined letters M and § dis- 
tinguished his best works. The ex- 
quisite loveliness of the semi-trans- 
lucency of draperies and the general 
contour of his modeling were enough 
to cause a mild sensation in the cer- 
amic world eighty years ago. 
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Worcester adopted the pate-sur- 
pate method of ceramic decoration, 
as did many other potteries, after it 
had been proven commercially prof- 
itable at Minton’s establishment; but 
none of them were as successful with 
this porcelain as the firm they 
copied. 

In contrast to Solon’s work in 
cameo or relief was his accomplish- 
ment with the grafito or incised 
method of decoration. Grafito or 
sgraffito is a method of scratching 
through the surface layer of one 
color to a body of another color. 
The figures or designs are outlined 
by a sharp steel point, and for the 
backgrounds and shadows the slip 
covering is scraped away. The de- 
sign left upon the surface is a mere 
film. not much thicker than a card. 
The entire surface is then enameled 
with a fusible lead glaze which in- 
corporates itself with the body and 
slip and gives a mellow softness and 
finish to the piece. 

A series of grafito tiles were made 
by Solon for a mantel belonging to 
Mr. Campbell, proprietor of the 
Campbell Brick and Tile Company. 
The subjects chosen for representa- 
tion on the tiles were international 
in character, emblematic of pottery 
making in England, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Morocco, Greece, Egypt, 
Persia, China, and Japan. Two are 
illustrated (fig. 4 & 5). 

The reprint below of Solon’s letter, 
dated September 26, 1893, is taken 
from the original. This letter was 
probably written to Henry Wallis, 
whose book, Typical Examples of 
Persian and Oriental Ceramic Art, 
was published in that year and was 
later recommended in the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica as an authentic pub- 
lication on tiles. 

After working for the Minton firm 
for thirty-four years, Solon retired 
in 1904. His death occurred nine 
years later.

Historical association adds distinction to glassware 
By BESSIE M. LINDSEY 


OCTOPUS BOTTLE 

When pioneer settlements had 
been developed, all over the country 
there were many communities de- 
tached from each other. Machinery, 
iron products and textiles were made 
in the Atlantic States but needed in 
the west too. Western farms pro- 
duced grain and food supplies needed 
in the East. The South had cotton 
to sell in the North, and needed sup- 
plies made in the North. There must 
be some way to create machinery 
for interchange, united under one 
flag. The railroads were developed. 
They pressed through the wilderness, 
crossed rivers and mountains, joined 
seacoast with interior, and the whole 
course of civilization was changed. 


The story of the railroads is not 
all of great and happy evolution. 
One of the bitter chapters was writ- 
ten in the State of California where 
financial trouble developed between 
ranchmen and the nedivends. 


In 1901, Frank Norris. published 
a book: “The Octopus” a novel that 
dealt with the war between the 
wheat grower and the Railroad 
Trust. 


A small bottle refers to this sub- 
ject. It has the shape of a large 
American dollar. An _ eight-armed 
octopus has secured a strangle-hold 
on the coin. On the obverse the 
head of Liberty is shown with her 
mouth open as though screaming 
with pain. The reverse shows the 
American eagle under which the date 
1901 is moulded in the glass. 


The octopus figuratively repre- 
sents the organized power of the 
many-armed railroads and their far 
reaching capacity for harm to the 
financial welfare of the producer. 


Capacity of the bottle is four 
ounces. Color: milk white opaque 
glass originally decorated with gold 
and red, the coin being gold, and the 
octopus red. 
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MAIL BOX BOTTLE 


A quart bottle made in the shape 
of a mail box in which to drop let- 
lers, furnishes a measure of uncer- 
tainty as to meaning. An inscrip- 
tion: “Patented Ent. Dec. 15, 1891” 
gives information about the time of 
production but affords no clue con- 
cerning why. 

In 1691 (according a Funk & 
Wagnalls) the first official system 
for transporting mail began. At 
that time, Thomas Neale was given 
the privilege of carrying all letters 
throughout the American Colonies. 

In 1791, the Post Office Depart- 
ment (an outgrowth of the office of 
postmaster general created in 1789) 
was attached to the Treasury De- 
partment as a bureau. The post- 
master general was not a member of 
the President’s Cabinet until 1829 
under President Jackson. 

In 1891, the mail box bottle was 
produced. Whether it was designed 
as a centennial item, or a bi-centen- 
nial item, or both, or neither, is a 
subject for discussion. 

The only design on wbverse and 
reverse of this bottle is a plain rec- 
tangular panel. On each end is the 
inscription: “U. S. MAIL” and an 
eagle shown in flight. It was made in 


crystal glass.

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THE GAY GLASSMAKER 
(Henry William Stiegel)

There never was a more romantic 
or more tragic figure than “Baron” 
Henry William Stiegel, the gayest 
glassmaker to set foot in the new 
world. 

The “Baron,” although he was 
never officially enobled, earned his 
respected title from the vast enter- 
prises he undertook, and perhaps be- 
cause he was, in a way, the baron of 
the little realm of Manheim, Pennsyl- 
vania, of which he was part founder. 

Stiegel was born in a famous 
glass center—Cologne on the Rhine 
—on May 138, 1729. At the age of 
twenty-one, he came to America and 
two years later married Elizabeth 
Huber whose father operated a 
huge iron furnace in _ Lancaster 
County, Pennsylvania. His wife died 
in 1758, leaving him with two in- 
fant daughters, and shortly there- 
after he married Elizabeth Holz. 

For a time Stiegel operated sev- 
eral furnaces and became famous for 
the stoves he built. The funds he de- 
rived from this enterprise enabled 
him to invest in glass making, and 
in September, 1763, the first piece of 
Stiegel glass was blown at Eliza- 
beth Township furnace in Bricker- 
ville, Pennsylvania. Subsequently 
he built a glass house at Manheim in 
1764, and followed it with the fam- 
ous Manheim factory, which was to 
become the shrine to his immortality 
as a glass maker. Here some of the 
most exquisite and unrivaled Amer- 
ican glass was blown. 

The earlier pieces were mostly 
bottles and window glass. Later, 
Stiegel imported skilled glass blow- 
ers from Europe who blew the mag- 
nificent table pieces which collectors 
sigh for today. Some of these pieces 
can be seen at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum in New York City. The Penn- 
sylvania Museum at Philadelphia, 
and in the Garvan Collection at Yale 
University. 

The best Stiegel glass is made of 
flint. Although it is unusually dur- 
able, it trills with a musical ring of 
the finest European glass. Stiegel 
cherished a great love for music, and 
there is music, indeed, in his glass. 
In color and grace, the glass is un- 
excelled. Many of the pieces are 
rich blue, his favorite color, for that 
was the shade of his wife’s eyes. 
There is also an abundance of clear 
glass as well as some in amethyst, 

reen, amber and opaque white. 

any of the more exquisite pieces 
are engraved, or enameled in colors. 

It is not easy to distinguish Stiegel 
glass from the fine European pieces 
of that period. The ledgers which he 
kept, however, give some clues, and 
many of the pieces existing today 
are positively identified. Neverthe- 
less there are still many pieces listed 
in the books which must be unbroken 
and undiscovered and probably lying 
in some dark corner cupboard or 
even in a second hand shop. 


Although Stiegel was fun-loving 
and gay, and his house always rang 
with laughter and music, it is be- 
lieved that he had a violent temper, 
and was particularly emotional about 
the quality of the glass he produced. 
One day, it is said, Martha Washing- 
ton made an appearance at the Man- 
heim Glass Works and asked to see 
some of the pieces. Stiegel looked 
over his display of glass to find 
something that would be especially 
pleasing to the great lady, then un- 
expectedly flew into a rage. He 
picked up piece after piece and 
smashed them against the floor. “I 
will not have imperfections in my 
glass!” he shouted. This temper- 
ment resulted in the production of 
only the finest specimens of glass. 
However, it must have been hard on 
the poor glass blowers, for the ledg- 
ers show they were paid by the piece 
rather than the hour. 

Stiegel’s investment in his last 
glass house was too steep a plunge. 
He sacrificed the major part of his 
holdings to build the plant, despite 
the heavy British duties imposed on 
commodities manufactured in the 
colonies at that time. 

In 1774, when the glass baron was 
only forty-five years old his famous 
works failed and the pieces he pro- 
duced fell into disuse and were for- 
gotten. Stiegel, himself, became ob- 
scure and poverty stricken, and it 
is said he was humbled to the posi- 
tion of a janitor in his final years. 
Toward the end he found refuge in 
the home of his nephew, George Ege. 

The great glass maker died on 


‘January 10, 1785, and he was buried 





97 


in a grave that is unknown today. 
He was a great philanthropist and 
was particularly generous to chari- 
ties. The one gesture that stands out 
above all others is an incident con- 
nected with the building of a church 
in Manheim. He financed the pro- 
ject, and when the congregation in- 
sisted that it pay him a perpetual 
annual stipend his eyes twinkled as 
he promised to name a fee in his will. 
Years later, after his death, the 
musty will was found in the church 
basement and read to the congrega- 
tion. The fee the gay glass maker 
requested was—one red rose.

The fake glass manufacturers 
have again got into production and 
the sales boys and sales girls are 
out over the country loading up the 
antiques dealers who are inexperi- 
enced enough or gullible enough to 
take them on. 

A woman wrote us almost hysteri- 
cally: “Three dealers are selling re- 
productions in my town. Can’t HOB- 
BIES do something about it?” 

We do so much for you people that 
is is a wonder you don’t expect us 
to sweep out your store every morn- 
ing. 

We never were elected a public 
prosecutor nor were we ever ap- 
pointed a law enforcement officer. 
We couldn’t do any thing if we were. 

“Is there a law against selling 
reproductions?” some wiseacre de- 
mands. 

That’s just the trouble. The time 
has come to demand such a law. We 
need a law like the gold and silver 
stamping act. The law should re- 
quire that glass, china, furniture 
and anything in the antique line, 
if reproduced after 50 years, must 
have the date of manufacture in 
sunken or raised letters. 

No honest manufacturer would ob- 
ject to that. We doubt if a single 
voice would be raised against it. 
It would be a great boon to the 
antiques trade. Penalties should be 
provided to deal with any one tam- 
pering with the date mark and it 
couldn’t be done withoyt detection. 

Such a law will be passed by Con- 
gress as soon as the Roosevelt in- 
fluence is out of Washington. Mrs. 
Roosevelt ran a reproduction furni- 
ture factory on the Hudson even 
after she moved to Washington. She 
was either an astute business wom- 
an or some politician whispered to 
her that it might be embarrassing to 
her if she had a strike. when the 
Wagner act went into effect. Lots 
of us had strikes who were paying 
help more than she was. 

A Democratic congress or a Demo- 
cratic president would be on the 
spot sponsoring or aiding a bill to 
stop reproductions, fearing to offend 
Mrs. Roosevelt, but if the Republi- 
cans get in, which they may not, 
something can be done. There are 
a good many members of both 
houses of Congress who are collec- 
tors and know what it is all about, 
some Democrats and some Republi- 
cans. This would be the best and 
easiest way to end the evil. 

In the meantime nothing is being 
done outside of HOBBIES. The 


other magazines run ads of repro- 
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ductions openly. We_ send their 
checks back every week and when 
evidence comes of an advertiser sel- 
ling them, his ad goes out. We have 
refused more money from _ this 
source than any one will ever know. 
Some might have advertised them 
innocently in which case, if we are 
inclined to believe them, we take 
their ads provided they advertise no 
more glass. 


We have heard of dealers saying 
“We could make a lot of money if 
it wasn’t for HOBBIES”. And they 
knock HOBBIES every time they 
get a chance. 


They try fictitious names to get 
ads in HOBBIES. Often we have 
caught them faking references. 


The manufacturers of this stuff 
are morally guilty. They know very 
well the demand for the fakes is 
among conscienceless peddlers who 
sell it to antiques dealers who want 
it to push off on the unsuspecting 
at an enormous profit. The manu- 
facturer himself sells it for double 
price over his regular line. Maybe 
he eases his warped conscience by a 
larger divy in the church collection 
plate. He would quit making it, per- 
haps, if his fellow townsmen knew 
the truth about the racket. 


This issue will be circulated in 
two towns where these reproduc- 
tions are made, one in Pennsylvania 
and one in West Virginia. We want 
every citizen there to know how 
they are making their money. 

We are designating ‘“Reproduc- 
tion Sunday,” asking the pastors to 
preach a sermon on “Ill-gotten Gains 
in Glass.” It will all be a surprise 
to the smug manufacturer. His 
face will turn red: when he walks 
down the street and hidden children- 
shout “reproductions!” and giggle. 


The labor unions in his trade will 
demand extra wages for making 
“gouge-goods” because they know 
his profits are a racket. They will 
want their cut — or no make. The 
tax assessor will double the figures 
on this part of the inventory. 


And now for you dealers who 
are fools enough to sell the stuff. 
You ‘won’t be in business long, and 
it won’t be HOBBIES that puts you 
out. All we can do is keep you from 
advertising it. Your dealer friend 
will quickly brand you. She will 
call you “dearie” and slop over you 
with honeyed words but she will un- 
mercifully give you a knocking to 
everybody she contacts. “She may 
not know it,” your dealer friend ex- 
plains in hurt and painful voice, “but 
if she doesn’t I’d hate to buy any 
antiques at all from her”. Other 
dealers will join. They will all knock 
you. They will hammer you until 
they destroy you and drive you out 
of business. I never knew a repro- 
duction dealer to stay in business 
but in my time I have seen hundreds 
of them driven to failure because 
the buyers lost confidence in them— 
and your brother and sister dealer 
did their share to undermine their 
confidence. You just simply allowed 
yourself to become known as a 
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cheat. Don’t try to beat that game— 
you can’t do it. 


Question—I am in a place where 
I can’t pay rent if I do not sell other 
things. Is there any reason why an- 
tiques can’t be sold with gifts, garden 
pottery, etc? 

Answer—There is no harm what- 
ever in that. But your gifts should 
not be reproductions. There is plen- 
ty of gift merchandise outside of 
those. And never mix them. Keep 
them in separate parts of the store. 
Show good faith and common sense 
and don’t try to put anything over. 


In the meantime there are ways 
we can stop most reproductions get- 
ting into the trade. 

First, send us the names of an- 
tiques dealers who buy from these 
peddlers. 

Follow the peddler in your car 
when you spot him, keeping at safe 
distance until you have him trapped 
selling an antiques dealer. We will 
publish their names. 


Secondly, a criminal prosecution 
will almost kill it dead. All glass 
advertising in HOBBIES must offer 
original old glass. Any selling of 
reproductions is a misrepresentation 
through the mails and is securing 
money under false pretenses. Don’t 
argue with the seller. Keep the 
item as evidence and we will tell 
you how to proceed. We will sooner 
or later get the evidence to secure 
a criminal conviction that will throw 
fear of the law into these gyps. We 
will deposit $1000 cash in any bank 
you designate, this sum to be paid 
to you as a reward for furnishing 
the evidence to convict. 

—-0O-— 


But American glass is not. all we 
have to contend with when it comes 
to reproductions. There has been a 
lot of Continental junk brought into 
the country lately, made in imitation 
of Dresden, Capo de Monte, Sevres, 
and other classic china and porcelain. 

It is quite crude to the expert but 
the novice will fall for it and pay 
for his experience. Beware of it 
and save grief because there is more 
coming and if the warning gets 
around the importers will be left 
holding the bag.

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MINISTER’S HAVEN OF BEAUTY 


That beauty and religion go hand 
in hand needs no justification. Min- 
isters have long realized this, and it 
is not uncommon to find that the 
more prosperous of them like to aug- 
ment their homes with those fine 
arts ‘which give, not only personal 
satisfaction, but point the way to 
a better life among the parishoners. 

Among those who practice the 
better way of life as well as preach ° 


it, is Reverend Wilfrid A. Tisdell, of 
New Hampshire, whose home is on 
Lake Monomonac. It is called the 
“Santa Maria”. The front is a copy of 
a ship, the sides and back are fash- 
ioned like a lodge, made of field 
stone with inserts from all over the 
world. 

Figure 1 shows a corner of the 
50 by 20 foot living room. The round 
window is five feet across, and is

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covered with thirteenth century grill- 
-work. The center portion is a stained 
glass medallion bearing the United 
States coat-of-arms. Above the win- 
dow is a heavy hand carved wooden 
panel from. an old Maine mansion. 
It represents a French crest. The 
deeply carved teakwood chest before 
the window is from China. hand- 
carved urn and candlesticks are from 
India. The chairs, inlaid with mother- 
of-pearl, depicting birds and flowers 
are from Santo Domingo. The very 
large hand-carved cabinets are of 
Italian origin. They contain 12 doors 
depicting ‘the life of Columbus from 
his childhood to his death. The 
cabinets were separated for many 
years and finally bought from two 
different parties by a dealer in Bos- 
ton. On the left cabinet is an origi- 
nal bronze by Saint-Narceaux. It is 
“The Spirit of the Tomb,” which was 
on exhibit at the Chicago World’s 
Fair. The right cabinet bears a bust 
of Columbus from Tiffany’s. 

The studio of the Santa Maria has 
a unique fireplace (Figure 2). The 
elaborately carved, Italian mantle 
has four large statues, and the top 
and bottom contain drawers, which 
are only revealed upon close exami- 
nation. The andirons are bronze and 
most unusual in design. A little 
French tile, more than 200 years old, 
is inlaid in Grecian marble. The 
statue of St. Joan of Arc presides. It

The shield is an old English wood- 
carving on which is hand-painted 
the owner’s personal coat-of-arms.

Daisy Compote 


In the June issue of HOBBIES ap- 
pears an article on the Daisy pattern 
glass, stating no compotes had come 
to the surface of the collectors’ sea. 

The writer found an open compote in 
the rear of a shoe repair shop in an 
Oklahoma town. It has a pie crust 
edge, is eight inches across top, five 
inches at bottom of bowl, eight inch- 
es tall, including a five inch, pewter- 
like decorated base and stem. 

If all footed articles in the Daisy 
pattern were of metal base they 
were not very substantial. The glass 
stem is only one and one-half inches 
long, fitted loosely into the metal 
container. This may account for the 
scarcity of footed pieces in the Daisy 
pattern.—Harry Elkins, Okla.

Other magazines 
publish openly that they accept no 
responsibility and will take no part 
in disputes. 

Your lawyer will advise you that 
we are in no sense liable for the acts 
of our advertiser any more than is 
your local paper.

Broken Merchandise 


_ The first instance has come to 
light where the express company has 
refused to pay damages for broken 
glass, claiming it was packed care- 
lessly. 

We advised the buyer that the ex- 
press company could not refuse un- 
less the package was specially taken 
at the shipper’s risk and so marked 
on the receipt. 

We have printed warnings here be- 
fore that the time was drawing near 
when the express company would 
adopt that policy. 

Ignorant and careless people com- 
ing into the business will ruin the 
other dealers if they are not stop- 
ped. We are only too glad to co-op- 
erate with the express company in 
an educational campaign and they 
should be willing to hold off drastic 
action that will affect the innocent 
as well as the guilty. 

At least a million dollars worth of 


goods are sold through HOBBIES 
each month and from that the ex- 
press company probably collects 
close to $100,000 for services. 

Only a handful of careless people 
can injure this whole prosperous 
business. If the express company 
will start a policy of refusing pack- 
ages except at shipper’s risk after 
two or three claims, it will stop 
most of it. 

HOBBIES will agree to leave out 
ads from such shippers and publish 
their names so that they can’t first 
get the money and then leave the 
buyer to take the loss in case of 
breakage. 

The express company has also said 
something about fake claims made 
for articles that were quite apparent- 
ly broken before shipping. Such 
acts are criminal and a few prose- 
cutions would soon stop it. The ex- 
press company has powerful legal 
and detective departments’ that 
should be able to stop this. We 
agree to publicize the cases so as to 
stamp out the racket. 

Normal times are fast approaching 
when all interests will have time to 
drive crooks from the antiques busi- 
ness. They had better start knock- 
ing HOBBIES because it will catch 
up to them soon. Some people were 
telling about a couple who go all 
over the state of Michigan knocking 
HOBBIES. 

They know that we know they 
stole that stuff. They are afraid we 
would tell it or even print it and 
wanted to try to discredit us be- 
forehand.

This is a racket that has not come 
to our attention, unless the writer 
means the evil of substitution. Send- 
ing unsolicited stuff through the 
mails, and then demanding payment, 
is a racket that we thought was 
about played out. Back in the ’20’s a 
representative of the Post Office De- 
partment, in addressing an adver- 
tising men’s convention, said the 
only way to stop it would be for the 
recipient to refuse to pay for it, 
and refuse to return it. In that way 
the perpetrators would soon be out 
of business. The stamp trade was 
bothered to death with it, but finally 
managed to eliminate it largely. 

Substitution, without consent, can 
get to be a nuisance. If it is done 
without permission send it back at 
the shipper’s expense. If any HOB- 
BIES advertiser does it, let us know, 
and we will eliminate the party’s a¢- 
vertising.

MAAAAAAAAAAL 
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GLASS AND CHINA NOTES IN THE NEWS 


Chinese Porcelain Gift to 
Toledo Museum 


J. ARTHUR McLEAN, 
Curator of the Toledo Museum of Art 


At the time of the late Renaissance 
in Europe, about the year 1600, there 
was a comparable period among the 
major nations of the Orient that af- 
fected their artistic output in a sim- 
ilar way. Particularly in China the 
whole field of crafts was tremend- 
ously accelerated. Outstanding among 
the crafts was the fabrication of 
porcelain. At one site alone, the city 
of Ching-te Chen, it was said that 
“the smoke from the many kilns rose 
to the skies like that from a great 
forest fire.” 


The practical application of por- 


celain is an interesting story in it- 


self, but China produced great ce- 
ramic masterpieces as well as com- 
moner tableware. European and 
American museums for years have 
sought for and acquired Chinese 
porcelains, especially those repre- 
senting the greatest peak of excel- 
lence in the eighteenth century. The 
Toledo Museum of Art has_ been 
fortunate in having a generous friend, 
who very recently added to the col- 
lection several masterpieces of this 
best period of porcelain fabrication 
in China. The gift of this friend, 
Harry A. Fee, of Adrian, Mich., has 
just been installed in the museum’s 
Oriental gallery. 


Outstanding among the various 
examples is a group of so-called 
monochromes. The very best of these, 
produced during the first half of the 
eighteenth century, were solid colored 
glazed vases imitating in color apple- 
green, the green of young apple tree 
leaves as they appear in early spring; 
mirror black, like the deepest parts 
of still water pools; aubergine, the 
color of the eggplant; turquoise blue, 
with the beauty and depth of color 
of the stone itself; liver red, and 
milk white. All of these types are 
represented by the superb examples 
in Mr. Fee’s gift. 


The decorators of porcelain pro- 
duced patterns which at the same 
time were successfully used in mag- 
nificent silk fabrics. 

One example is considerably earlier 
than all the others. It is the earliest 
type of pure porcelain known to a 
scientific formula. It is pure white, 
a thin-walled, beautifully shaped 
bowl, sonorous and translucent; all 
the salient characteristic of pure por- 
celain. It was made during the Sung 
Dynasty (907-1280 A.D.) some five 
hundred years before China began to 
produce porcelain on a large scale. 


Another group, a pair of porcelain 
vases, is of special interest. This 
pair, perfectly matched, was at one 
time in the collection of a French 
conncisseur, who, as was often the 
custom in France in the eighteenth 
century, had metal mounts added to 
the tops and bottoms of the vases.

New Pennsylvania Pottery 

Reading, Pa.—A new type of 
Pennsylvania-Dutch pottery is emerg- 
ing from this center of the art that 
dates back to the late 18th and early 
19th centuries. One of the originators 
is Mrs. Olive G. Zehner, ceramics 
artist of the Reading-Berks county 
bicentennial, and a member of the 
Berks Art Alliance and the Penn- 
sylvania Guild of Craftsmen. 

“The new form follows the old 
Pennsylvania-Dutch decorative pat- 
terns, but adds modern colorations,” 
Mrs. Zehner explained. “We do not 
imitate. We love the old antiques, 
but believe they belong in museums 
and in the hands of collectors. Our 
work is typically Pennsylvania-Dutch 
of 1948 instead of 1808.” 

Since Reading announced observ- 
ance of its 200th anniversary, there 
has been a growing boom for Penn- 
sylvania-Dutch pottery.

NOTES ON BOTTLES 
MARY GOREY 
in The Cincinnati Enquirer 
vust a century ago America’s first 
collecting hobby was generated by 
the vogue for “fancy” bottles which 
persisted from 1840 to 1860. 

Glass factories prospered as collec- 
tors increased the demand for flasks 
and bottles which had been origin- 
ated to provide a cheap means of 
transporting whiskey distilled from 
great grain crops _in at least 22 
states. New colors, new shapes, and 
varied decorations were evolved to 
pay tribute to General Lafayette, 
Washington, Jenny Lind, the success 
of the railroads, political parties, im- 
portant events, the army and navy, 
lodges, etc. 

With enactment of the prohibition 
amendment renewed impetus was giv- 
en to the collecting of bottles which 
had been hoarded by six generations 
of Americans. Historical bottles were 
sought again in the grain states; 
many were recovered from far corn- 
ers of the earth where travelers of 
old had carried American vintage 
liquors in novelty bottles and fine- 
blown flasks created especially for 
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more opulent individuals whose fine 
tailored suits were fitted with the 
concealing long-tailed coats fashion- 
able in their day. 

Dr. Parke Smith, who has been 
collecting bottles of varied types 
since his childhood, now has a re- 
markable collection of 3,500 speci- 
mens at his: home, which offer an 
interesting cross- section of American 
bottles and flasks. 

Typical of the broadened vision in- 
spired by such a collector’s hobby, 
this development of Doctor Smith’s 
original interest in his grandfather’s

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NOTES ON BOTTLES

camphor bottle has led to the collec- 
tion of an amazing variety of fine 
glass. His collection includes a beau- 
tiful green Cramer crested bowl and 
other rare Stiegel pieces. A chest of 
inscribed powder horns, and his own 
father’s collection of Currier & Ives 
horse prints is rivalled only by Mrs. 
Smith’s collection of several hundred 
dolls. 

This study of American bottles re- 
minds one that Americans never have 
been a particularly abstemious people, 
and a greater artistic and commer- 
cial energy was spent upon the color, 
form, and design of the whiskey flask 
than upon any other kind of Ameri- 
can-made bottle. The idea of the pic- 
torial flask was derived from the 
English custom of modeling a mask, 
bust, conventionalized design, or scene 
upon pottery. . 

Distilleries and breweries sprang 
up everywhere in the newly opened 
Western country, shortly after the 
close of the Revolution. and a great 
number of bottle glass houses almost 
immediately followed in their wake 
along the Monongahela, Ohio, and 
other mid-Western rivers. Corn grew 
so abundantly in this virgin soil that 
the pioneers had to choose between 
letting it rot or converting it into 
whiskey. It usually was converted. 

A century ago nearly all Ameri- 
eans drank, and, in addition to the 
domestic trade, great cargoes of 
whiskey containers were shipped 
down the Mississippi to the Louisi- 
ana territory and reloaded for foreign 
ports. Thus, any American-made bot- 
tle or flask may logically turn up in 
almost any part of the world. 

Writing at the close of the nine- 
teenth century, Dr. Edwin Atlee Bar- 


ber, in his “American Glassware” 
(1898), classified the bottles and 
flasks then known into six types. 


There now are at least 14 types. 
In 1900 only some eighty-odd 
flasks had been listed, whereas today

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the number runs to several thousands. 


Dr. Barber recorded only 29 “Eagles,” 
19 “George Washingtons,” and 13 
“Zachary Taylors.” Scarcely a collec- 
tor of that time (there were not 
many) had seen a mid-Western bot- 
tle or flask. This Western section has 
furnished at least four additional 
types. Between 1922 and 1925 a new 
variety of bottle turned up on an 
average of one in every two weeks. 
Now, only 10 or 12 “previously un- 
known” specimens are found in a 
year.

Two qualities are essential in a 
resist corrosion. The scarred base, 
good bottle—strength and power to 
where the pontil has been broken off, 
is a characteristic of all bottles made 
before the 1850-60 period, when the 
“snap-case” began gradually to come 
into use.

The Famous Wedgwood 


“Paper Doll” Patterns 


By GENE BERTON in April, 1927, 

_ _ Issue of the Mentor 

_Josiah Wedgwood had a curious 
niggardly trait that did not agree at 
all with his many commendable char- 
acteristics. Throughout his long life as 
a producer of supremely beautiful 
pottery he refused to make acknowl- 
edgment of the invaluable contribu- 
tion of the sculptors who made the 
graceful and delicate ornamentation 
that distinguishes his blue and white 
jasper ware. John Flaxman, in his 
time the best sculptor England had; 
the Hoskins brothers; other English, 
Italian and French artists; all did 
work for him—Flaxman for many 
years— but no tribute was ever paid 
to them by word or in print, with one 
exception, and that exception was the 
gifted and beautiful Lady Temple- 
town. To her “exquisite taste univer- 
sally acknowledged” Wedgwood made 
reference in his last catalogue, pub- 
lished one hundred and forty years 
ago. 

The signature of the designer never 
appeared on the decorated pieces 
turned out by the Wedgwood works, 
but anyone who has had opportunity 
to see a number of typical pieces bear- 
ing this famous pottery mark will re- 
call vases, teapots, medallions adorned 
with the composition called ‘Domestic 
Employment,” showing a girl with 
distaff and two children. The design, 
with slight variations, repeatedly ap- 
pears on Wedgwood products, past 
and present; none is more popular. 
This and many other familiar decora- 
tions are the work of Elizabeth, 
daughter of an English baronet, Sir 
William Brouthton, and wife of Bar- 
on Templetown of County Antrim, 
Ireland. ; 

The pattern of Lady Templetown’s 
industrious maiden and her two small, 
ever-constant companions was chosen 
by discerning, peg-legged old Josiah 
Wedgwood for the jasper teapot that 
is appraised by connoisseurs as the 
finest piece of its kind that ever came 
from his knowing hands. 

Lady Templetown drew with pen 
and ink; she painted and she modeled; 
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but her usual method of reproducing 
the airy creatures of her imagination 
was by cutting the figures from India 
paper with a pair of scissors. The 
first designs that she submitted to 
Wedgwood were executed in this way. 
“Cut-outs” of children—“paper dolls” 
she called them —were her specialty, 
and the master potter was extrava- 
gantly pleased with them and took all 
she would send. With Lady Temple- 
town’s cut-outs as models, bas-reliefs 
were made by craftsmen in the Wedg- 
wood studios and reproduced with 
modifications on the pieces they were 
intended to adorn. Titles of some 
favorite groups are “An Offering to 
Peace,” “Family School,” “Maria and 
Her Dog” (recalling Sterne’s “Senti- 
mental Journey”), “Charlotte at the 
Tomb of Werther” and “Sportive 
Love.” 


Much of the vogue enjoyed by 
Wedgwood’s charming collaborator 
was due to her facility for making 
even classical groups seem alive and 
human. Her children were elfin and 
mischievous, her ladies of a most ex- 
quisite grace. She lived to be very 
old and died in Rome in 1823. 


Wedgwood’s greatest pride was his 
jasper ware, defined by him as “a 
white porcelain bisque of exquisite 
beauty and delicacy, possessing the 
quality of receiving color through its 
whole substance. This renders it pe- 
culiarly fit for cameos, portraits and 
all subjects in bas-relief, as the 
ground may be made of any color 
throughout and the raised figures are 
in pure white.” 


The first pieces that came from 
Wedgwood’s shop—tortoise-shell and 
agate pottery and bright green glaze 
—were formed by his own hands. 
Only in one instance did he patent a 
process; in all other «cases he per- 
mitted free use of his models and 
ideas by rival makers. A potter from 
the time he was a small boy, he rapid- 
ly surpassed all others of his craft, 
and at his death in 1795 he left for- 
mulas and designs that gave him first 
place among the potters of his age.

NEW STAMPS 


On July 8 the 3c William Allen 
White and the 8c United States-Can- 
ada Friendship commemorative post- 
age stamps were announced for deliv- 
ery on July 31 and August 2, respec- 
tively. 

The William Allen White stamp has 
as its central motif a portrait of the 
famous author and editor arranged 
in an oval frame against a_ back- 
ground of colonial design. At the 
base of the portrait is shown a closed 
book, scroll, quill pen and an inkwell, 
the symbol of authors. The words 
“William Allen White” appear at the 
base of the stamps in a narrow panel 
with white ground. The denomina- 
tion designation, with the numeral 3 
above and the word “Cent” below, ap- 
pear in two lines in_an ornamental 
shield-shaped panel, partly bordered 
with laurel leaves, in the lower right 
corner. Across the top of the stamp 
is the wording “United States Post- 
age.” All lettering is solid Gothic in 
the color of the stamp. ; 

The stamp is 0.85 by 0.98 inches 
arranged vertically, printed by the 
rotary process and electric-eye per- 
forated. It will be issued in sheets 
of 70 and is purple in color. 

The William Allen White stamp was 
scheduled to be placed on first-day 
sale at Emporia, Kansas, on July 31. 

The United States-Canada Friend- 
ship commemorative stamp has as its 
central design the old bridge known 
as the Niagara Railway Suspension 
Bridge. Above the bridge arranged 
in three lines of dark Gothic lettering 
is “A Century of Friendship United 
States-Canada 1848-1948.” Across the 
lower border appears the wording 
“United States Postage 3c” in white 
Gothic. = 

The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 inches 
arranged horizontally with a single 
outline frame, printed by..the rotary 
process and electric-eye perforated. 
The stamp will be issued in sheets of 
50, and the color will be announced 
later.

New 5-Cent Anniversary 


Air Mail Stamp 


The Post Office Department an- 
nounced details of the new five-cent 
Golden Anniversary of New York City 
Commemorative Air Mail Stamp 
which was scheduled to be placed on 
first-day sale on July 31 at New York, 
New York. 

The new stamp, which is red in 
color, is .75 inches by .87 inches, ar- 
ranged vertically. Its central motif 
comprises the five New York City 
Boroughs on a dark background, 
around which is a ring bearing the 
inscription, “1898 The City of New 
York 1948 Golden Anniversary” in 
dark Roman. Circling the ring are 
seven modern airplanes. The word- 
ing “United States Postage’ appears 
across the top of the stamp in one 
line of white Modified Roman.. In the 
same style across the bottom appears 
“5e U. §. Air Mail 5c.” 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
a limited number of addressed en- 
velopes, not in excess of 10, to the 
Postmaster at New York City, with 
postal note or money order remittance 
to cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed.

Norway 


A new work from Europe is worthy 
of more than passing mention. The 
Oslo Club (Oslo  Filatelistklubb) 
“Catalogue of the Postage Stamps of 
Norway” and dated 1947, has now 
appeared in English translation by R. 
King-Farlow and published by the 
“Norsk Filatelistisk Tidsskrift,” the 
major Stamp paper of Norway. 

Not only is it easily understand- 
able to the ordinary collector, but it 
is chronological, and explains papers, 
the paper makers, the watermarks 
(some being positional and unknown 
here) and it is priced in Krone and 
with easily checkable prices for shades 
and plate varieties. 

Beyond that, some novel things like 
the price table for “blocks and pairs,” 
mint and used. The list of marginal 
dates of issue (similar to our plate 
number efforts), photos of the plate 
varieties and many features never be- 
fore listed for the ordinary collector. 
Of course it exposes many plate va- 
riety rarities, and as the prices are 
wholly different from those of our 
catalogs it will make some troubles 
in stock books, not to say in collec- 
tions. 

If the real Norway collectors can 
get a copy of this unusual catalog, 
and it is unusual in everything from 
paper and printing to contents and 
prices, they will be amply repaid for 
their effort. 

Comment by one expert—“I wonder 
why other countries that have similar 
authoritative non-dealer Clubs, do not 
copy this.” 

That has been previously remarked 
here. Don’t hurt to again repeat, 
plus great approval. 

The Conestoga 

Query from a collector in Pennsyl- 
vania sort of racks the memory, even 
though it should be easily answered. 
“What was the name of the springless 
wagon that is shown on the new im- 
migration issue, and where did the 
Bureau get the original photo from?” 
That seems to be a “Conestoga” wag- 
on, and Conestoga is in Pennsylvania. 
Whether it is a correct view, whether 
it is correctly called  springless, 
whether Conestoga was its original 
birthplace, is here merely memory. 

And maybe the older collectors will 
be just as unsure of the basis for the 
name and the type. Many called that 
“the covered wagon” somewhere in 
English literature, maybe Dickens, it 
was called that and spelled (as they 
spell it) “a covered waggon.” But

Back a few issues some remarks 
were made about numbering. This 
was a forward look as possibilities. 
We got the number change this time, 
and plenty of it. At that time we 
recommended use of any system that 
places the numbers in the left margin 
and where the mounted stamps would 
not be disturbed by erasures, changes 
.r corrections. Many evolved some 
such system. 

Of course it applied to blank paged 
albums, or mounting on blank pages, 
any kind, and in your own way. Your 
album is one place where you can be 
boss, if it is a blank page album.

“I tried several 
plans on single pages and discarded 
most because my eyes don’t function 
into the binding side margin. I am 
using your idea and the right side 
margin in pencil and the pencil of 
course will rub off after the page is 
completed. But, if I had not re- 
mounted under this system, I think I 
should have to remount at least two 
hundred pages to get correct (?) 
sequence. And is it now correct? I 
am inclined to think not, and the 
pencilled | notes -will help future cor- 
rections.” 

Why not print the numbering right 
the first time and why not in order of 
issue?

Question from a little girl collector, 
it may amuse. “Please tell me why 
the feet on the figures on the Greek 
“Winds” set of Air Mails are so big.

Always did 
wonder about that foot size as well as 
why the warm South wind needed as 
much wrapping on feet, as for the 
cold North wind. Rather unusual 
costumes. 


“Fournier Fakes’ 


A thoughtful collector who plays 
with figures when he works—(an 
Insurance table builder and calcu- 
lator) asks another tough one. 

“What are my chances of getting 
a “Fournier fake” in these issues 
(he names several) .. . one would 
think from the ballyhoo that I might 
get one every second stamp.” 

Well, if you knew the issue of the 
item by the P. O. and the possible 


production by Fournier, he made- 


more in quantity as the prices showed 
greater profit, you could figure the 
percentage likelihood. | Remember 
Fournier had to find a buyer and 
couldn’t issue quantities. If some 
item was printed in a half million 
lot by the government issuing it— 
likely the faker would print a dozen 
sheets—(500000 to 600) or about, al- 
lowing for wastages, etc., 5000 to 6, 
or better 5000 to 5. Who thinks there 
are likely more? And why the circus 
conversation in the press? Other 
things they could do better maybe. 
Things that would aid and not dis- 
courage. 
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Of course we have some of the 
fake peddlers with us and have since 
1914—or 1937. But the fake stock 
is pretty well run out now and such 
as turn up are from old accumula- 
tions. It is not healthy for anyone to 
peddle such things in quantity. 

Of course there are still mint East- 
ern Roumelias and the fancy Emper- 
or Franz Joseph of 1910 (10 kronor— 
regular and birthday) to be found as 
“bargains” and the guess would be 
the plates are still in use somewhere 
in mid-Europe. But most of us con- 
sider this 'whooppee about Fournier 
and his doings as a dis-service to 
youthful collectors.

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PENNY POST’S ADDRESS 


Recently the original of this ‘‘Address’’ was found in Providence, R. I., in almost its original condition.

The relationship to philatelic his- 
tory is rather obvious. Some of us 
perhaps remember the use of the 
words “Penny Post” by our parents. 
A habit formed maybe by their de- 
pendence on these early carriers who 
delivered to rural addressees such 
mail as the Post Office in town had 
for them, and for a fee, varying with 


distance, quantity and possibly season- 
able weather, for in winter it must 
have been often quite a bit of work 
to deliver anything to lone farm 
houses. 

This specimen is dated January Ist, 
1839. It must, like the then standard 
Farmers’ Almanack, have been printed 
in 1838. This is eight years before 
the first adhesive issued in 1847.

Life's blessings crown the path of every one. 
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We have a mass of surmise as to 
the reasons for these “Addresses,” 
which, because of their self borne 
story, may well be the precursors of 
the Happy New Year effort of your 
elevator man, or your janitor or other 
“universal employee” in your business 
office building. 

We are also told that John Green- 
leaf Whittier wrote at least ‘one such 
“Address” for his Penny Post man 
and that the copies of that are an 
extremely rare collector’s item, as well 
as having more than usual philatelic 
interest. 

Whether the idea was universal, or 
whether it was devised by some 
smart post man, for reasons of his 
own, is not clear. 

Prior to stamps some were charged 
to the account of the sender, and at 
the current rate for P. O. to P. O. 
earrying the 5-cent ’47 would pay 
carriage of 300 miles. And other 
senders preferred to have the ad- 
dressee collect, which is mentioned in 
the “poetry.” 

“He smiles—remarks a word 
about my trouble 
Presents a—and pays 
postage double.” 

The indications are that some ex- 
tended travels were paid a “broad 
copper” extra for the delivery motion, 
and this in addition to the postage 
charge for the 5-cent travel rate. 

In any event, the term “Penny Post- 
man” hung for a long time due to 
habit, daily use perhaps. And was 
surely used well along to the late ’70s 
but whether the delivery was paid for 
the extra service after 1847 must be 
a matter for historians to check up. 

This especial address will probably 
finally rest in one of the great New 
England Society libraries, as its con- 
dition and content makes it rather 
unusual, 

The first and last paragraphs of 
the poetry (?) seem to be beyond the 
plane of the storied parts and may 
have been borrowed—even written for 
the Postman by a more learned per- 
son. The wood-cut of the coach and 
four with “Mail” on the door panel 
must have been a standard cut, or 
made for this or a similar purpose. 

In any event, the historical part is 
of interest.

America’s Contribution to 
Religious Coins 
_ Now that the building of type sets 
is so in vogue, those forming a reli- 
gious set should be reminded not to 
overlook America’s contribution to reli- 
gious coins, the gold pieces of the Mor- 
mons (Latter Day Saints) from the 
Mint of Salt Lake City, Utah, 1849-60. 
Brigham Young was the instigator 
of the Mormon mint and its coinage. 
It is to be borne in mind that these 
were not just tokens, not medals, nor 
commemorative coins struck in com- 
memoration of a religion long estab- 
lished; they were regular coins struck 
for circulation that played their part 
in the establishment of the religious 
sect by whom issued. When you think 
of religious coins think of America 
first, the coins issued at the mint in 
the Desert (now Utah) Territory, 
not just token coins issued in honor 
of an old established religious sect 
but coins that played an important 
role in establishing a new religious 
sect, the Mormons. 

The Mormon gold currtncy ranks 
high as a religious coin.

A Mail Order Course 
In Numismatics 


A good and easy way to secure a 
general common school numismatic 
education is to subscribe to dealers’ 
auction sale catalogues and fixed price 
lists. Through them you learn of all 
the coins of the world, foreign and 
domestic, ancient and modern, with 
their approximate values, with a brief 
history of many of the uncommon 
ones. The information is dependable 
because the dealers compiling the 
Sales Lists, owing to the very nature 
of their business, must know their 
coins. They keep you up-to-date on 
various numismatic terms and their 
meanings. You read of a crenellated 
coin being offered for sale. You look 
in your dictionary for the definition 
of “crenellated” and conclude it was 
a design placed on the coin by the 
original designer and minter. Your 
take-it-for-granted is wrong. Then 
what is a crenellated coin? Friend 


David M. Bullowa says, “It refers to 
the scalloped fashion in which a seg- 
ment has been cut from the center 
of the coin, and the term has nothing 
to do with the design of the obverse 
or the reverse, and is not peculiar to 
any particular nationality.” 


For a general education in numis- 
matic science, take a mail order course 
via the Auction Sale Catalogue Route, 
and the Fixed Price Lists issued regu- 
larly by various dealers. 

AN EAST WIND that blows money 
makers no good. The Bureau of En- 
graving in England, like in the United 
States, prides itself on the few num- 
ber of bills that get spoiled during 
printing. The TIT BITS of London, 
speaking of English printing of 
money, says: “Occasionally of course 
a bank note gets spoiled during print- 
ing. This happens more often in dry 
weather with an East wind which 
causes bank note paper to curl up.” 


A TIMELY SUGGESTION. Now 
that the collecting of paper money is 
becoming so popular, and so many 
recommendations are being made to 
better the looks of our paper bills, 
the suggestion of a young woman, a 
beauty expert of Philadelphia, is very 
timely. The young lady who would 
not, as her friends say, look bad on a 
fin herself, claims there should be a 
greater variety of portraits on United 
States currency. She is getting tired 
of seeing the same men appearing on 
our green-backs. Among the several 
women she selected for the honor, the 
best known are Betsy Ross, Mollie 
Pitcher, Evangeline Booth, Harriett 
Beecher Stowe and Florence Nightin- 
gale. 

DOWN ON THE FARM. Cecil W. 
Means, Omaha Chamber of Commerce, 
proposes that the picture of a chicken 
be printed or every $1 bill, that of a 
hog on the $5, and a steer on the $10. 
“It would be a lot better” he says “to 
let the people know that there is some 
livestock and food behind the bills, 
rather than a pile of gold at Fort 
Knox.” 

PARADOX. In 1849 Uncle Sam is 
to make more money by making less 
money. In other words he will save 
money by using less paper, less ink, 
less labor. A Washington AP report 
says “The department ordered 99 
fewer tons of paper for its 1949 
money-printing job than the 1,503 
tons ordered for 1948.” 


RIGHT AT HOME with his coin 
collecting hobby is John W. Snyder, 
Secretary of the Treasury, with his 
valuable coin collection. He also col- 
lects “folding-money” and has a large 
collection of the “rags.” He has been 
at it for twenty-five years. Treasury- 
ship and numismatic-ship should make 
a team hard to beat, both being so 
interested in money-ship. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT. The ques- 
tion is always being asked why so 
many (or few) of certain coins were 
struck in a certain year of our early 
history. In years to come the same 
question will probably be asked about 
the 1948 dime. A North American 
Newspaper Alliance item of April 
23rd 1948 says: The Federal Reserve 
Bank has ordered 10 million 10-cent 
pieces from the Philadelphia mint 
and has asked that as many again be 
made ready for immediate shipment 
to forestall a dime famine when the 
New York sub-way fare changes from 
a nickel to a dime July 1st. The mint 
will have to strike new coins to meet 
the demand. 


OCCUPATION CURRENCY of the 
United States is being revised. Paper 
money collectors, especially those spe- 
cializing in war issues, will be inter- 
ested in this news item from Tokyo. 
The AP says the U. S. Army has 
effected a worldwide exchange of its 
occupation currency for a new issue, 
it is announced here. Officers said the 
exchange was to frustrate counter- 
feiters and to discourage inhabitants 
of occupied countries from regarding 
the military currency as legal tender. 
Changes at intervals, they explained, 
also discourages hoarding. This will 
be a boost to paper money collectors 
as it will add impetus to the paper 
phase of numismatics. Interest in 
paper money has made great strides 
in the past few years, and it a back- 
ward collector indeed that hasn’t a 
paper set to go along with his old 
coins. Numismatists in the past have 
called themselves “coin” collectors, 
and clubs have been named “coin” 
clubs, but if the present increased 
interest in paper continues and holds, 
the appellation “coin” collector and 
“eoin” club will have to be changed 
to “money.” 


SAW MILLS working again. Those 
collectors interested in “wooden” mon- 
ey, and who isn’t, who concluded that 
the “coining” of wooden nickels had 
been permanently discontinued, will 
be interested in this May 23rd news 
item from Port Arthur, Texas: Per- 
sons who don’t want to take any 
wooden nickels better avoid Port 
Arthur for awhile. They will be legal 
currency there shortly. The wooden

The March of Dimes 


The annual March of Dimes on its 
errand of mercy to eradicate infantile 
paralysis has popularized the ten cent 
piece as a collector’s item. The Roose- 
velt dime is not just another coin, it 
is a symbol, a symbol of American 
humanitarianism. It is a war coin, 
yes, but not of a militaristic war be- 
tween peoples, but a humanitarian 
war against humanity’s peace-time 
dreaded enemy, infantile paralysis. 
Roosevelt’s likeness on the coin has 
no political significance; it is there 
in remembrance of his leadership in 


establishing the annual “March,” he 


himself a casualty of the dread dis- 
ease. Each nation has some special 
historical or symbolical coin that is a 
favorite to collectors of other coun- 
tries; our symbolical Roosevelt Dime 
will soon become America’s favorite 
coin by collectors in all of the other 
nations of the world, and, taking in- 
spiration from our initiative, the 
March of Dimes may become a world 
custom. 


Our first dime was minted in 1796, 
and has skipped but a few years since 
then. One can hardly conceive of a 
monetary system without a ten cent 
coin; it is a necessary convenience. It 
is an ideal coin for a type set, there 
not being an inartistic dime in any 
of its types. The early dimes, al- 
though usually struck in large num- 
bers, are growing scarce, more so than 
collectors realize; proven by the pre- 
sent high price compared to the low 
prices of a few years ago. Dimes 
being small and thin, their designs 
and lettering are necessarily delicate 
and very susceptible to friction. The 
scarcity of our early dimes is due in 
part to their having been carried in 
large pocket-books or in large leather 
pouches along with big silver dollars 
—friction took a heavy toll. 


The American dime is becoming, 
not just a member of our monetary 
system, but a symbol, a symbol of the 
Great War, the war against infantile 
paralysis; a war in which it is safe 
to prophesy that all the nations in 
the world will be come allies, each 
country with its own March of Dimes.

Monticello 
in Italian is pronounced MONE-tee- 
CHELL’oh (first syllable rhymes with 
bone). The “chell” is often heard in 
America, and it has the sanction of 
the dictionaries ‘which pronounce 
Monticello as MON-ti-SELL’oh or 
MON-ti-CHELL’oh. Survival of the 
“chell” after so many years would 
seem to be vretty good evidence that 
Jefferson himself preferred it.

art, and in its design highly classical. . 


Hercules, according to the ancient 
mythology, was said to have strangled 
whilst in his cradle, two serpents 
which had assaulted him, having been 
assisted by the protection of the god- 
dess Pallas. Infant AMERICA, like 
Hercules in his cradle, had destroyed 
two British armies. The two epochs 
of those exploits are marked in the 
Exergue 17 Oct. 1777—Burgoyne’s 
Surrender at Saratoga—and 19th 
October 1781— Cornwallis’ Surrender 
at Yorktown, Va. The motto is from 
Horace, Ode 4, Book III. v. 20. The 
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allusion is highly appropriate.1 The 
Medal was struck by the French 
Government. 

The smaller engraving on this plate 
is a representation of a rare Copper 
cent, struck soon after the Treaty of 
peace. The Device on this coin is a 
laurelled head of WASHINGTON.

Reverse, A wreath inclosing the 
words “One Cent”

The coin from which this engraving 
was made, belongs to the Albany In- 
stitute, to which it was presented by 
Mr. William McElroy. It has been 
declared by some to be the WASHING- 
TON CENT, but the probability is that 
it is a token manufactured at the 
time in England by some private spe- 
culator, and sent for circulation to 
America, and that the portrait of 
Washington, (which is very well ex- 
ecuted,) was selected to give it 
greater currency. It is mentioned by 
Felt, Mass. Currency, p. 252, who 
adds that it is not mentioned in the 
Journals of Congress.

Reverse, a large double Rose, sur- 
mounted by a crown. 

Legend, RoSA AMERICANA, 1723.

The inscription on the farthing is 
merely, Georgius D. G. Rex; on the 
Reverse, ROSA AMERICANA UTILE 
Dutci, 1722. On the half penny the 
inscription is, GEoRGIUS. DEI. GRATIA. 
Rex. The reverse of the farthing and 
half penny of 1722 wants the crown, 
which was added in the following 
year. 

These specimens of ancient colonial 
currency, belong to the collection of 
the Albany Institute. There is a 
notice in 3 Mass. Hist. Soc. Coll. vii., 
282, 283, of the half penny and penny 
(the latter of 1722) by Dr. Mrasz, of 
Philadelphia, who conjectures, though 
erroneously, that they were probably 
coins of the Old Thirteen Colonies. 


No such coin as this was struck by 
any of the old colonies. Its history, 
though not much known, is very curi- 
ous and particularly interesting, espe- 
cially when found to be intimately 
connected with the “Wood’s haif 
pence,” immortalized by Swift. 


About the year 1722, a patent was 
granted to William Wood, of England 
to coin a large amount of copper cur- 
rency for Ireland, and on investiga- 
tion it leaked out that the profits of 
the patent were to be shared with the 
Dutchess of Kendal, one of the court 
favorites.1 It seems that Wood suc- 
ceeded in procuring, about the same 
time, a patent for coining small 
money also for the English colonies in 
America, in pursuance of which he 
had the conscience to make thirteen 
shillings out of a pound of brass.2 

We have not been able to ascertain 
which, if any, of the Court favorites 
had a share in this patent. ‘We have 
been informed,” says Snelling,’ “that 
Kingsmill Eyres Esq., Mr. Marsland, 
a hardwareman in Cornhill, and sev- 
eral others, were concerned in the 
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scheme; the dies were engraved by 
Mr. Lammas, Mr. Standbroke and 
Mr. Harold, some of which were in 
the possession of Mr. Winthorpe, who 
went to New’ York; his father lies 
buried at Beckingham. They were 
struck at the French Change, in Hog 
Lane, Seven Dials, by an engine that 
raised and let fall a heavy weight 
upon them when made hot, which is 
the most expeditious way of striking 
Bath metal, of which they were 
made.” 

Leake adds,‘ that “they were of a 
mixed metal resembling Brass: one 
nearly as broad as a half crown, an- 
other about the size of an English 


‘half penny, and a third about the size 


of a farthing, all bearing the same 
stamp, namely, on the obverse his 
majesty’s head. The largest piece 
had this legend, GEorGrus D. G. Mac. 
3R1. Fra. ET Hip. Rex. Reverse, a 
large double Rose, and over it, ROSA 
AMERICANA 1722. In a scroll under 
it, Utme Dutcr. Others of 1723,5 
have the Rose crowned.”

Ruding, says ‘1720,"’ but this is a typo- 
graphical error, as his paragraph is 
copied from Leake. 

This speculation and its fate are 
thus alluded to in the third of the 
Drapier’s letters, written by Swift in 
1724:—“He (Wood) has already tried 
his faculty in New England, and I 
hope he will meet at least with an 
equal reception here; What that was 
I leave to public intelligence.” 

The influence of government was 
brought to bear on New England in 
the hope that it would receive the 
coin; and the Duke of Newcastle, then 
at the head of the Board of Trade, 
wrote to Lt. Gov. Dummer in Oct. 
1725, informing him of the authenti- 
city of Wood’s patent for coining half 
pence, pence and two pences “for the 
use of his Majesty’s dominions in 
America,” and recommending the pat- 
entee, to the favour of the Massachu- 
setts colony.1 But we presume that 
the scheme was a failure as well in 
New England as in Ireland, for the 
author of “the Defence,” already 
quoted, says, “The money was rejected 
in a manner not so decent as that of 
Ireland;” whilst Marsland, the Corn- 
hill hardwareman, had such quanti- 
ties of it in his cellar that he was 
ruined by it, and died housekeeper of 
Gresham College.2 It is probable, 
however, that though discarded in 
New England, it may have circulated 
in some other of the colonies, to a 
limited amount, as some specimens 
have been dug up as far south as 
Virginia, and even as Charleston, S. 
Carolina.’

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‘For years we have admired, at a 
distance and usually through glass 
case tops, the examples of fore-edge 
painting which we have seen display- 
ed — the finest specimens noted were 
those given to the Chicago Art In- 
stitute by Mrs. James Ward Thorne. 
We anticipate the time when we may 
add at least one to our library. For 
others who are interested in these 
books with their “lost art”, as one 
collector described it, we have gath- 
ered together the following notes. 


This artistic work, little thought 
about today, was known as early as 
the 14th and 15th centuries when it 
was customary to place books on the 
shelves with the edges of the pages 
exposed to view rather than the 
backs. This led to decorating the 
fore-edges of the book with designs 
worked out in the process of gilding; 
or, tooling a design into the edges 
of the paper itself. A book treated 
in the latter manner was known as 
“gauffered.” Still later, pictorial 
scenes were painted on the fore- 
edges, sometimes under a thin, trans- 
parent coating of gold. 


Edwards of Halifax, who founded 
his bindery in 1785 and was famous 
for his use of vellum, besides achiev- 
ing fame as a binder, is credited with 
the invention of fore-edge painting. 

During the latter half of the 18th 
century a new form of fore-edge 
painting developed, one most often 


seen today. With this type the il- 
lustrations placed on the fore-edges 
of the book were not visible when the 
book was closed; only the gilt edges 
were apparent. However, if the book 
“fanned”, 


were that is, if its back

were bent back so that each page 
underlapped the one before very 
slightly, then the picture appeared. 
Sometimes a “double fore-edge” 
would be discovered, for by turning 
the book over and “fanning” it in the 
opposite direction, another scene 
‘would be found. Usually these fore- 
edge paintings are of landscapes, 
churches, and famous castles. 

Following are a few examples of 
this painting which we have noted. 

Matthew Prior. The History of his 
Own Times. 2 vols. London, 1740. 
There is a painting on the fore-edge 
of each volume, one depicting Pen- 
rhyn Castle, the other, Rhaalan on 
the Clwyd, the paintings said to be 
by John Beer. 

The Holy Bible. 2 vols. Oxford, 
1774. With a painting on the fore- 
edge of each volume, each depicting 
a sporting scene, with men, horses 
and dogs in action. 

Robert Bloomfield. The Farmer’s 
Boy. Illustrated by Thomas Bewick. 
London, 1820. This has a fore-edge 
painting depicting a farmer at rest 
beneath a tree, with a dog at his side. 

Thomas Moore. Lalla Rookh. Lon- 
don, 18382. This has a fore-edge 
painting depicting a marine scene off 
the Irish coast. 

Sarah Stickney. Pictures of Pri- 
vate Life. London 1834. This is an 
unusual specimen of fore-edge paint- 
ing depicting the four seasons, each 
in a separate panel. 

Samuel Rogers. Poems. London, 
1839. With a double fore-edge paint- 
ing, as follows: 1. A country stream, 
with house in the back-ground. 2. 
Two swans in a lake, and a boat.

lugged it home wishing it were twice 
as cumbersome—and when you pre- 
sented it to me—and when we were 
exploring the perfectness of it (collat- 
ing you called it)—and while I was 
repairing some of the loose leaves 
with paste, which your impatience 
would not suffer to be left till day- 
break—was there no pleasure in be- 
ing a poor man?” 

Besides his love for books and fond- 
ness for possessing them, Charles 
Lamb had many Hogarths which he 
liked to put in old fashioned ebony 
frames; Chelsea china was another 
passion of his.

Strange Book Marks 


We have heard of strange objects 
which readers had left as bookmarks 
but the unique article, we feel sure, 
is a piece of bacon which the librar- 
ian of Romford, England, found 
when a reader returned a volume to 
the public library. 


Some of our favorite authors had 
certain ways of marking passages in 
books: It was John Selden’s habit, 
when disturbed in his studies, to put 
his spectacles into the book as a 
marker. He must have been a whole- 
sale purchaser of these “other eyes,” 
for when his valuable library, which 
he bequeathed to the University of 
Oxford, came to be examined, these 
curious markers were found by the 
dozens.

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TEMPLATIVE MAN’S' RECREA- 
TION, was first published and, as 
we know, is a discussion among an 
angler, a fowler, and a hunter as to 
the merits of their respective sports, 
and its ingenious spellings have con- 
fused or delighted thousands. Wal- 
ton was quietly learned and unaf- 
fected, and his book is as fresh as a 
handful of wild violets and as fra- 
grant as the mountain pines. He has 
been called the first English bi- 
ographer for he wrote delightful 
lives of three close friends: John 
Donne, 1640, Sir Henry Wotton, 1651, 
and Bishop Robert Sanderson in 
1678. Walton was so peaceful and 
friendly in his disposition that few 
writers have spoken ill of him. He 
died in 1683, when 90 years old, and 
must have been sorely missed by his 
friends. 

John Dryden, whose _ favorite 
amusement in the country was ang- 
ling, and who was proud of his skill 
in that sport, was said by some to 
have been of a placid disposition 
and rather diffident. This we find 
difficult to believe in view of tne 
scathing satire he could command 
and inflict at will. 

Dryden was the outstanding writer 
of the Restoration period and chang- 
ed his politics whenever it was 
strategic for his purposes. He suc- 
ceeded Sir William Davenant as poet 
laureate and was also made histori-

Dryden’s friendship with Sir 
Robert Howard was of great assis- 
tance to Dryden and he married this 
patron’s sister, Lady Elizabeth, 
about 1665. ‘The following is an 
anecdote of his domestic lite: Lady 
Elizabeth Dryden coming one morn- 
ing into his study, and finding he 
did not attend to her, exclaimed, 
“Lord! Mr. Dryden, you are always 
poring upon these musty books; I 
wish 1 was a book and then I should 
have more of your company.” — 
“Well, my dear,’ replied the poet, 
“When you do become a book, pray 
let it be an almanack; for then at 
the end of the year I shall lay you 
quietly on the shelf, and shall be 
able to pursue my studies without 
interruption.” Dryden was a great 
taker of snuff and it was considered 
a great honor to have a pinch out of 
his snuff box. He was also a be- 
liever in astrology, even to the point 
of foretelling some of the tragic in- 
cidents concerning his son. 

Among other literary works, he 
published in 1674 his “State of Inno- 
cence,” an opera, founded on the 
story of Paradise Lost after he had 
requested Milton’s permission to put 
his great poem into rhyme. The 
blind bard had answered him “Aye, 
you may tag my verses if you will.” 

Dryden began his translation of 
Virgil in the summer of 1694 and it 
was published in July 1697; a rare 
instance of facility and industry. It 
was published by subscription and 
by it Dryden gained about 1300 
pounds. Soon after this he was solic- 
ited by the stewards of St. Cecilia’s 
musical festival, to furnish them 
with an ode for the occasion. For 
this he produced his incomparable 
piece entitled “Alexander’s Feast,” 
said to be the first lyric poem in our 
language. 

In 1699 he was attacked by ery- 
sipelas and gout and died May 1, 
1700. His remains were interred 
with more pomp than solemnity, in 
Westminster Abbey.

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“LITTLE KNOWN SITES” 


Bear Rock Canyon, Colorado 

Thirty five miles south east of La 
Junta, Colo., is Bear Rock canyon, an 
oasis in an almost barren desert, 
and it is almost impossible to find 
without explicit directions. This dif- 
ficulty is due to the flat terrain, 
therefore it is almost impossible to 
see the canyon until one is on its 
brink. It is a sharp defile in a flat 
country, some ten square miles in 
area, including all the various ar- 
royos. It contains an excellent year 
’round spring, some game and trees. 
It was used as an old Indian camp 
site in the buffalo hunting days, also 
as a hideout for raids on the Santa 
Fe trail. : 

Heiroglyphics are still found on 
the cliff walls, but it’s really tough 
going to come close to them. 

On a recent trip, however, we did 
not see one snake, nor did we find 
any relics, and this is Yuma and 
Folsom country. 

The “Pot Hunter” standing on the 
. prairie is Christian Sinding, Presi- 
dent of the Rocky Ford, Colo., Co-op- 
perative Creamery. Rocky Ford is 
also the melon capitol, and home of 
the famous cantalope. 


Bent’s Fort, Colorado 

Bent’s Fort played an important 
part in the earlier days of Colorado’s 
history, especially for the “Moun- 
tain Men” trappers. 

The fort is seven miles east of La 
Junta, on a good gravel road. The 
site ‘was recently cleared, and an en- 
trance built, all financed by the 
D. A. R., who are restoring many 
old historical sites across the coun- 
try. 
Today Bent’s Fort is merely an 
outline of disintegrated adobe and a 
few marked graves, but there is a 
thrill in standing on the spot, where 
real men lived and died. 

Fort Quindaro, Kansas 

This little known site is located in 
Northwest Kansas City, Kans., about 
one mile north of Quindaro Boule- 
vard, on the Missouri River Valley 
bluff. Only remnants remain of its 
rock walls. 

Fort Quindaro was an early trad- 
ing post for the pioneer and the In- 
dian. It was on the route from West- 
port, Kansas City, Mo., to the Platte 
Valley in Nebraska.

Also in Kansas City, Kans., is lo- 
cated an old Mission Indian school, 
dating back to the days of Santa 
Fe freight hauling by wagons; also 


the Kaw river, separating the two 
cities of Kansas is the name of the 
tribe inhabiting this area at that 
time, later called Kansa or Kansas.

PAUL L. SUMMERS - STAMFORD, TEXAS 
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INDIAN LORE: ANCIENT AND OTHERWISE 


By WILSON STRALEY 


Medicine men of the Cohuhilla, So- 
baba and Agua Calienta Indians of 
California predicted much rain in 
Southern part of the state. Fortu- 
nately the tribes moved to higher 
ground just before the deluge set in. 

A monument, a memorial to the 
Sioux Indians, is to be erected near 
Thunderhead mountain in South Da- 
kota, the statue to bear the likeness 
of Chief Crazy Horse; the sculptor 
will be Korezak Ziolkawski, Boston- 
born descendant of Polish nobility, 
who will employ the next 30 years in 
completing the project. 

A Smithsonian Institution report 
states that “Tzintzuntzan, in the state 
of Michoacan west of Mexico City, 
long since has passed into a peaceful 
oblivion, but at the time of the Span- 
ish conquest it was the center of the 
Tarascan empire, second in impor- 
tance only to the Aztecs.” Today the 
population is about 1,000 people, of 
mixed Spanish and Indian blood, sup- 
posed to have descended from the old 
Tarascans. 

Aer-Wuth-Take-Um, the last sur- 
viving wife of the late Chief Quanah 
Parker, of the Comanche tribe, was 
buried at Anadarko, Okla., June 2. 
Her age is not definitely known, but 
best estimates place it in the 90s. De- 
ceased was the sixth wife of the well 
known Comanche chieftain, who died 
in 1911. Parker’s father was Pert- 
Tah-Ne-Co-Nie and his mother Cyn- 
thia Ann Parker, a white woman 
taken captive when a child by the 
Comanche Indians on one of their 
raids in Texas. 

From Russell, Kansas, comes a re- 
port that the Smithsonian Institution 
will send a party of archaeological in- 
vestigators into the Saline river valley 
near that city, under the direction of 
Dr. Frank H. H. Roberts, Jr., as- 
sociate chief of the institution’s Bu- 
reau of American Ethnology. These 
explorations are to be hurriedly com- 
pleted before the area is inundated by 
the waters to be impounded by the 
proposed federal dam to be built near 
Russell. Dr. Roberts states that he 
hopes to secure more data about pre- 
historic man and an early tribe of 
Paduca Indians supposed to have in- 
habited that section of Kansas. 

To a great extent, we of the United 
States do not appreciate the cultural 
offerings of the Nation or that of the 
Americas—we still have a yen for 
things with the Old World label. This 
was brought forcefully to mind re- 
cently while perusing a story in the 
February issue of “Arizona High- 
ways” entitled ‘Paintings by Leigh.” 
Mr. Leigh completed his art studies 
in Europe, altogether spending some 
12 years on the continent, finally con- 
cluding that the United States offered 
a virgin field for expressions from his 
brush, and after years of discourage- 
ment gained renown and today is one 
of the outstanding delineators espe- 
cially of life and scenes of the South- 
west, the Indians and ranching. Many 
of his pictures portray Indian life 
with an appeal to the students and 


collectors of Indian lore material. 
Another well-known professor and 
anthropologist, Otis Tufton Mason 
(1838-1908), who early in his career 
contemplated “making a culture-his- 
tory of the peoples of the Eastern 
Mediterranean,” says the American 
Anthropologist (Oct.-Dec., 1908), who 
followed the advice of Joseph Henry, 
abandoned his Oriental studies and 
took up that of the aboriginal peoples 
of America; became a member of the 
staff of the Smithsonian Institution, 
and curator of Ethnology of the Na- 
tional Museum.

Ancient Mexico would seem to have been 
the pottery-making center of the hemisphere. 
Most all of the prehistoric cultural areas in 
Mexico show evidence, in whole and in shards, 
‘of a very high degree of skill in shaping, model- 
ing and moulding clay objects. Basically, a pot- 
tery dish, bowl or bottle was for daily use, to 
hold food or water. In Mexico, pottery-making 
went far beyond this stage. They had reached 
an artistic peak hundreds of years before the 
Spanish arrival, modeling human figures, faces 
and animal forms in large and small sizes. This

800 A. D.

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RED MEN OF THE TROPICAL FOREST 


Scattered through the vast river 
jungles of South America are several 
score of Indian tribes with a wide 
variety of folkways and political and 
economic systems who have remain- 
ed for centuries among the world’s 
least-known peoples. 

These red men of the tropical 
forests are described in a volumin- 
ous work just issued by the Smith- 
sonian Institution in cooperation 
with the Department of State — a 
third volume of the comprehensive 
Handbook of South American Indi- 
ans, which summarizes all available 
information on the aboriginals of the 
continent. 

The Indians of interior Brazil, the 
Guianas, eastern Bolivia and Peru, 
parts of Paraguay, and the basin of 
the Orinoco have remained obscure 
throughout history, owing largely to 
their enviroment. White men have 
made few permanent settlements in 
their habitats, small groups have 
been isolated by rivers so that they 
have developed their own peculiar 
cultures, and few competent ethnolo- 
gists have made systematic studies 
among them. 

Nevertless, says Dr. Julian H. 
Steward, editor of the handbook, 
general patterns of cuture are found 


widely permeating the area. These 
patterns — embracing such elements 
as religion, mythology, warfare, 
methods of agriculture, and charac- 
teristic clothing and houses — have 
tended to spread along rivers and 
their tributaries which were the na- 
tural means of transportation. 

Fairly general, for example, is the 
idea of blood revenge and the pre- 
serving of trophies of a slain enemy. 
The best-known example is probably 
that of the Jivaros, most studied and 
publicized tribe of the jungle region, 
with their former practice of shrink- 
ing and preserving the heads of foes. 

Throughout much of the region 
cannibalism once was fairly general, 
and the handbook contains accounts 
of the weird sacrifice practices once 
followed by some of the tribes — 
practices, strange to say, in which 
the prospective victim of the barbe- 
cue entered in a spirit of good clean 
fun and willingness because it was 
considered a high honor to be cooked 
and eaten. 

Steward divides the region into ap- 
proximately five basic culture areas 
— the Guianas, the Northwest Ama- 
zon, the foothills of the Andes in 
Peru and Ecuador, eastern Bolivia, 
and a variety of marginal areas. 





WARREN K. MOOREHEAD ADDENDA 


The good works of Warren K. 
Moorehead, noted archaeologist live 
on, and today his writings are as 
popular as ever among collectors of 
Indian relics. Your correspondent, 
while browsing recently in old copies 
of Art and Archaeology, a publication 
now out of print, found this interest- 
ing, review relating to The Cahokia 
Mounds in the May, 1923 issue. 

In southern Illinois, about four 
miles from East St. Louis, there 
stands a group of mounds declared to 
be the greatest prehistoric earthworks 
in the world and yet, except to the 
archaeologically intelligent, they are 
almost unknown. Not only is this 
true, but because of it, the industrial 
aggressiveness of the city—the de- 
mand for factory sites—offers a grave 
and immediate menace to their exist- 
ence. 

Mr. Warren K. Moorehead, the well 
known archaeologist, who began ex- 
ploratory examination of these pro- 
files in September of 1921 has re- 
corded his findings in a paper called 
“The Cahokia Mounds.” He estimates 
that 1,000 acres covers the area of 
Indian occupation, comprising, per- 
haps, originally sixty-eight mounds. 
It is his opinion that practically all 
the tumuli remain though cultivation 
has reduced some of the smaller ones 
and altered the conformation of 
others. They range from a few feet 


in height to a hundred. The largest 
of these, Cahokia Mound—also some- 
times known as “Monk’s Mound”—is 
a truncated pyramid in form rising 
to an elevation of a hundred feet by 


four terraces, the first of these com- 
prising about two acres. The mound 
covers sixteen acres. In several of 
the lesser mounds which he investi- 
gated by means of test pits to deter- 
mine the character and extent of the 
village site he found level, clayburned 
floors from 20 to 30 feet in diameter 
and one “circular, altar-like burned 
basin.” More than 1,000 broken arti- 
facts were secured and from these 
and other collections made from the 
site he concludes that the builder of 
these mounds had developed in their 
arts “fixed types,” arguing long, and 
continued, residence. 

Mr. Moorehead feels that so brief 
an examination does not justify the 
expression of any opinion as to the 
origin of these mounds—beyond the 
fact that they are human-made—the 
ethnic derivation of their builders, 
nor the status or development of their 
arts. He thinks that at least ten 
years would be required for a thor- 
ough understanding of their culture. 
His avowed purpose is to arouse in- 
terest on the part of the public in 
preserving to posterity these vastly 
significant and interesting relics of a 
departed race.

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The Deringers: 
A Review of Biographical and Contract Data Available 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


Probably few names or arms have 
received as much abuse as the Der- 
inger, most often corrupted into 
derringer. The name has also been 
found spelled as Doeringer and Dar- 
inger, the former in church records 
of Easton, Pa., and the latter in the 
Official U. S. Census Records of 
1790. The long controversy and pos- 
itive statements issued by some to 
the effect that the spelling Der- 
ringer (with two r’s) always refers 
to imitators does not always hold 
water. We find for example that 
Henry Sr. is listed and spelled with 
two r’s in the Federal Tax List of 
1786 and 1788. It. is conceded, how- 
ever, in view of the reliable church 
records (one r) and the markings on 
his gravestone (one r) that one r 
should be considered correct. 

The name Deringer stems from the 
High German “Thuringer,” which 
means “native of Thuringia,” a 
province of central Germany. In the 
Thuringian dialect the name is re- 
gularly pronounced and spelled “Dor- 
inger, Doeringer and Deringer.” 
These latter spellings support the 
one r theory admirably. 

The elder Deringer ‘was born in 
Germany in 1756 and was among the 
many gunmakers to migrate to this 
country from the Palatinate in the 
latter part of the eighteenth century. 
We are not certain as to just when 
he came to this country and/or just 
when or where he married although 
somewhat hazy Easton church re- 
cords would set this date of his mar- 
riage to Catharine as sometime prior 
to 1771. The earliest known records 
list him as living in Richmond, Va., 
prior to 1769, at which date he is to 
be found in Frankférd Township, 
Philadelphia Co. Sometime between 
1769 and 1771 he moved to Easton or 
Eastontown, Pa., where on March 7, 
1771 his first child, Ana Elizabeth, 
was born, the first of seven children, 
three girls and three boys following, 
the most important of which (to us 
at any rate) being Johan Henrich 
(alias Henry Jr.), born on October 
6, 1786 and baptised on October 23, 
1786. The family remained here until 
about 1806 at which time it moved 
to Philadelphia where Henry Sr. 
fathered one more child, Catharine, 
and remained until sometime about 





1829 after which he returned to 
Easton where he died December 6, 
1838. His wife, Catharine, died on 
January 11, 1829. 

The first U. S. Census of 1790 
lists a Henry Daringer as follows: 
Henry Daringer: Free white males of 

16 yrs. and upward, including head of 

family, 1; Free white males 16 yrs. of 

age, 2; Free white females incl. head 

of family, 3; All other free persons, 0; 

Slaves, 0 

There is no doubt but that this is 
the Daringer family in question be- 
cause he definitely lived there in that 
period and because there were six 
members in the family at that date. 

He does appear to have been a man 
of some property and though not to 
be found in the tax list of 1772 or 
1785 for Northhampton County it is 
felt that he did live there at the time. 
He is found in the tax list of 1786 as 
follows: 

Name: Derringer, 

Lots, 1; Tax, 2.9 
and for 1788 as follows: 

Name: Derringer, Henry, Acres 0; Hors- 

es 0; Cattle 1; Tax 2.6 

It would seem that in those days 
taxes did occasionally go down. 

In assigning various pieces to the 
elder Derringer one treads on uncer- 
tain ground. There is some evidence 
that he may have made some of the 
so-called Kentucky rifles and there 
is a slight chance that he may have 
enjoyed some government contract 
work. Some authorities such as 
Gardner assign the contract of March 
17, 1814 for 2000 rifles and that of 
December 1828 for 600 Hall Breech- 
loading muskets (later changed to 
muskets) to him. If his date of birth 
be correct he would have been 58 
years and 72 years old respectively 
for the contracts and it seems diffi- 
cult to believe he would have main- 
tained work, particularly at the lat- 
ter age. He was certainly of mili- 
tary age at the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War and was “encumbered” 
with only one child at the time. The 
Committee of Safety of Northamp- 
ton County passed a resolution which 
debarred all gunsmiths and armour- 
ers from military service and in view 
of his absence from any military 
service record it is quite possible 
that he was affected by this resolu- 
tion. Little is known of what he 
made and it is quite probable that 
the majority of undated pieces he did

make are/or have been assigned to 
his son. 

According to available record Hen- 
ry Deringer, Jr., was apprenticed as 
a gunsmith’s helper at an early age 
in Richmond, Va., and made rifles 
and other firearms there until 1806 
when he moved to Philadelphia. It 
has never been explained just why he 
moved to Richmond for his appren- 
ticeship .at_a time when his father 
resided in Pennsylvania and why he 
was apprenticed outside the family 
as long as his father was already a 
gunmaker. The former question 
might be answered by reason of the 
elder Deringer having lived there 
and possibly having gunsmith friends 
living there, all this is mere suppo- 
sition on the author’s part, however. 
At any rate he completed his ap- 
prenticeship and in 1806, started a 
factory in Philadelphia; this being 
located on 374 No. Front street. 
Available directory listings give the 
following factory and residence list- 


ings:

Attention should be called to th 
fact that his name was spelled with 
one r in 1814, with two r’s from 1833- 
1848, and with one r to the time of 
his death. He is successively listed 
as gunsmith, rifle and pistol manu- 
facturer and finally in 1868 as a 
gentleman. The T. T. Derringer may 
possibly have been some relation 
especially since he lived on Green 
above Front, in the vicinity of Hen- 

ry’s home and factory. 

Deringer’s first government con- 
tract was received in 1808, only a 
short time after his factory had been 
established and he received this as a 
result of the passage of the National 


‘Armouries Act whereby six private 


armouries were given government 
arms contracts on a standing basis. 
It is somewhat surprising that he 
should obtain so large a contract 


*Tamarind Street—North from 115 Green 
to 108 Coates. Front Street runs along 
the Delaware River, Coates and Green 
run perpendicularly to Front. It has 
been stated by some that Deringer 
dealt quite extensively with fur and 
lumber traders who came down the 
Delaware and that he sold many squir- 
rel rifles to these men. The return of 
these to unsettled regions caused furth- 
er demand for his product. 
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after having been in business only a 
few years. In 1808 he was but 22 
years old and just beginning. 

In order to facilitate a more order- 
ly breakdown of the various con- 
tracts issued to Deringer, as well as 
records of government payments, 
these will be treated in a chronologi- 
cal listing.

Is listed by Gluckman as having 
made fewer than N. P, Ames who 
made 2000 per year. 


Possessed of one of the largest 
private arms manufactories of the 
day Deringer missed the boat during 
the Civil War and while he appeared 
to have profited as a result of that 
conflict he did miss his opportunity 
for becoming the leading arms man- 
ufacturer of his day. Perhaps it is 
not proper to criticize Deringer in 
this regard but rather his sons who 
were then actually in charge of the 
business, since he was 75 years old 
at the outbreak of the war. Despite 
his skill as a maker he was unimagi- 
native in later years and would not 
concede the superiority of the breech- 
loader. Only after his son Bronough, 
his son-in-law Dr. Clark and later his 
grandson, I. Jonas Clark successive- 
ly and in a very short period as- 
sumed control did the plant receive 
any modernization. It was too late 
however, as the period of cheaply- 
produced firearms was here and 
though the plant could reputedly 
turn out 1000 pistols weekly, keen 
competition caused its shutdown 
sometime after 1872. 

It has been variously stated that 
Deringer owed some of his contracts 
through the political pull he gainea 
by his acquaintance with Andrew 
Jackson but this claim has not been 
properly substantiated. There is no 
doubt, however, of the fact that he 
was a staunch Democrat and that 
such associations would not have 
been undesirable nor unprofitable 
for him. 
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He married a Miss Eliza Hillebush 
and raised a family of four sons and 
six daughters, the name of only one 
son, Bronough, being known. 

Deringer passed away in 1868 
leaving behind him many firearms, 
quite a few heirs, empty factories 
and a fortune estimated at several 
hundred thousand. His obituary as 
noted on page 5 of the PHILA- 
DELPHIA INQUIRER for Feb. 28, 
1868 is as follows: 

@ Some interesting side-lights on this 
contract are offered in letters_from 
Callender Irvine of the Commissary 
General’s Office to Deringer’s Surety 
Agents, and to Deringer, these being 
found on page 117 of Vol. II NOTES 
ON U. S. ORDINANCE by Major 
James Hicks. It appears that Der- 
inger accepted work from the State 
of Pennsylvania and as a result was 
unable to complete his U. S. Govern- 
ment contract work on time. A let- 
ter to his surety agents indicates that 
he was to have delivered by: 


the 17th of May, 1814 200 rifles 

the lst of Aug., 1814 300 rifles 

the lst of Dec., 1814 480 rifles 
980 

and that he delivered 51 rifles 

leaving 929 rifles 


to be delivered by Dec. 1, 1814 

In a very biting and sarcastic let- 
ter Irvine berates Deringer for pre- 
suming to choose what he (the lat- 
ter) considers the best course in sup- 
plying State Militia troops instead of 
the sorely pressed U. S. Government 
troops, who as a result of Deringer’s 


incorrect thinking are without arms. 

* According to a reference of 1842 the 
Laurel Hill Cemetery was _ situated 
four miles northwest of the city on 
the Schuykill River. It may well be 
within the city at the present time.

I did not know there was such a 
magazine as HOBBIES, until I saw 
January, February and "March issues 
on a second hand book store stand.

If it is at all possible, I certainly 
would like to see you print an ar- 
ticle on the “John Brown Pikes” 
used in Civil War. I saw a small ad- 
vertisement which stated that these 
weapons were supplied slaves in 
Maryland during the Civil War to aid 
them in protecting themselves from 
the Yanks. The advertised weapon 
was priced at $100.00. I have such a 
specimen that was purchased 18 
years ago at an Auction sale. The 
large picture of “Lee and his Gen- 
erals” was sold about the same time 
and both the picture and the weapon 
came from the. same old storage 
house. These two articles had been 
in storage there a very long time. 
The weapon is branded S. S. A. 1861. 
It has a six foot shaft of walnut, 
sawed in middle from end to end. 
It has a cast iron heel at bottom, 
and is banded with malleable hand- 
wrought iron bands at several points 
to upper end. The upper end has a 
bronze collar with a slot about one-

one-half inches long and one-quarter 
inch wide through which a two edg- 
ed knife slips. This knife is 16% 
inches long and locks in extended 
position, or can be retracted and 
locked with blade entirely inside the 
shaft. I think this may be a John 
Brown Pike named after the gov- 
ernor of Georgia during the civil 
war, of the John Brown that was at 
Harpers Ferry? Perhaps a subscrib- 
er can answer this.—L. P. O’Neal, 
Virginia.

The fascination of miniature hous- 
es and their furnishings makes its 
appeal to the casual observer and the 
serious collector alike. The artistic 
ability, ingenuity and _ resourceful- 
ness of the furniture-maker in par- 
ticular are appreciated to the full 
in small scale models. The object in 
constructing them is to capture, in 
three-dimensional form, the mode of 
life of a given period—much as the 
artist does with brush and paint on 
canvas. 

Many arts and trades are brought 
into play in constructing small hous- 
es and in furnishing them. Each. one 
presents its own problem to the

craftsman when he works to so re- 
duced a scale as is necessary in this 
field. 

Before starting a miniature house 
the worker should decide upon the 
scale to be used and adhere to it as 
closely as possible. In the furnish- 
ings, the period chosen should be 
followed just as carefully. The seas- 
on of the year should also be taken 
into consideration since this will 
have a bearing on the choice of 
furnishings. Faithful adherence to 
scale, period and season are requisite 
for a harmonious result. 

It is most important to possess the 
proper tools in making miniature 
houses and their furnishings. The 
most useful of these are a 6-inch 
coping saw with blades of several 
thicknesses, wood carving knives, a 
package of razor blades (single 
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edge), tweezers—varying from. three 
to six-inches in length, one of them 
to be of the offset type. It is neces- 
sary to have a scale ruler, large and 
small hammers, a brad-pusher, a set 
of jeweler’s screw-drivers, a three- 
inch jeweler’s loop, a variable angle 
square, large and small try-squares, 
compasses, long nose and cutting 
type pliers, a glass-cutter and some 
small files. 

A flexible-shaft motor-tool ‘will be 
found to be more convenient than the 
hand-motor type. This tool can also 
be used as a lathe for small turnings. 
The tilt-table, power-saw is essential 
in work of this type and an oil stone 
is an asset in keeping the knives 
sharp. A block of marble, eighteen- 
inches square and one-inch thick, will 
be useful as a solid and level base on 
which to work. 

Woods of various kinds may be 
used, depending upon the manner in 
which they are employed. The wood 
most frequently used is white pine, 
a soft wood of clear grain and easily 
carved. This wood is best for the 
general construction such as house 
sides, partitions and roof. Veneer 
is best for the base of the house and 
the floors as it is rigid and will not 
warp. Five-ply veneer is suitable for 
the base of the house and three-ply 
veneer for the floors. 

For miniature furniture white 
pine, mahogany, ash, maple and oak 
may be used. Yew is the most satis- 
factory when it is necessary to make 
a sharp bend. Cut green, it will not 
crack or split while bending and re- 
tains its shape when dry. This wood 
also drills ‘well and takes a good 
polish. There are other woods which 
may be used for this purpose, but 
those listed will be the most in de- 
mand. 

In making the furniture the best 
results are obtained by using the 
same kind of wood as found in the 
original full-size model. Take, for 
example, the making of a Windsor 
chair. In the construction of the 
Windsor chair there is strength and 
noble simplicity portrayed. The re- 
sourcefulness and ingenuity of the 
colonial craftsman will be appreciat- 
ed in reproducing this chair. 

The wood for tne seat should be 
pine, spindles and legs of oak, and 
yew for the bow. The first step is to 
make a form, then bend the green 
yew over it and allow it to dry. It 
will retain its shape when removed 
from the form. Next, the rough 
shape of the seat is cut from a block 
of white pine of the proper thick- 
ness. The saddle, peculiar to the 
Windsor chair, now can be carved 
in the seat. The flexible-shaft tool 
is useful for this purpose. 

Thirteen holes are drilled in the 
seat for the spindles that support 
the bow back. Drill the back-center 
hole first and space the other holes 
at equal distances on each side. The 
third and sixth holes, on each side of 
the center hole, go all the way 
through the seat. 

Holes for the legs can now be 
drilled from under side of the seat. 
These also go all the way through 
and are to be notched and wedged. 
A variable angle square at this point

will be useful, to give the proper 
splaying. When all the holes are 
drilled, sand the seat smoothly, The 
next step is to turn out the spindles 
and legs on the lathe to the proper 
shape and length.

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place the legs in the holes of the 
seat. Stretchers for the legs can 
now be measured and cut to length. 
When they are finished they should 
be placed against the legs and the 
legs marked where the holes are to 
be drilled to receive the stretchers. 
Now remove the legs from the seat 
and drill the holes. When drilled, 
put back into the seat.and fit the 
stretchers with a little glue on the 
end of each—the plastic, waterproof- 
type of glue is best for this work. 
Wedges can now be driven into the 
legs from the top of the seat and the 
seat sanded again. 

After the chair has set for twenty- 
four hours the bottom of the legs can 
be trued by rubbing the chair on its 
legs over fine sandpaper which has 
been placed on a level surface. This 
method is quick and accurate. The 
chair, which may be stained, waxed 
or painted, depending upon where it 
is to be used, now is complete. 

The making of miniature furniture 
calls for patience and extreme care, 
both in the accuracy of measure- 
ments and the handling of tools. But 
the satisfaction the craftsman ex- 
periences upon finishing a_ project, 
more than compensates for the hours 
of exacting work. °

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TELEPHONE BOOKS IN MINIATURE 


“Prize little things, nor think it ill

In December, 1927, the press of the 
country devoted much space to a min- 
iature edition of the New York teie- 
phone book made by William E. Rudge 
of New York. The impression given 
was the entire contents of that pon- 
derous volume had been reproduced 
in vest-pocket form. This was not 
the fact. Mr. Rudge did make three 
different pages by the offset process, 
all, however, on one sheet, duplicating 
one of the pages: so that there were 
four pages, 254x214 inches on a sheet 
6x4% inches. The pages produced 
were Mazza-McAuliffe; Owen-Park; 
Park-Paine. It was intended that, if 
completed, the telephone book would 
be used with the aid of a reading 
glass invented by Admiral Fiske, who 
conceived the idea of reducing the 
space and the weight of paper re- 
quired for any given amount of read- 
ing matter about 30 to 1. The reduced 
characters were so magnified that 
they appeared larger than ordinary 
type when viewed in every-day read- 
ing. 

But recently the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
eperating in Boston, Massachusetts 
issued for advertising purposes a re- 
duced edition of some of the pages of 
their classified telephone directory, 
bound in heavy red paper, and in size 
5%x4 inches, twenty-four pages. 


In our News-Letter No. 10, issued 
from New York City, under the head- 
ing, “Japanese Miniature Books,” we 
described two little telephone books. 
One was a Japanese theatrical tele- 
phone book, 2%x1% inches. It con- 
tained the telephone numbers of ac- 
tors, theaters, dancing teachers, wrest- 
lers, arenas, and taxicabs in the cities 
of Tokyo and Yokohama. It was used 
by the geisha girls for their conve- 
nience in directing their patrons to 
further sources of enteytainment. The 
other book was the same in size and 
was a restaurant ’phone book, direct- 
ing the hungry wayfarer to food fill- 
ing stations. If there are other min- 
iature ’phone books known to readers, 
may we know of them that we may 
have the record complete?

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Curious Views on Birds 
The Swallow 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


The martlet in heraldry is describ- 
ed as a martin or swallow without 
feet, used as a bearing, a crest, or a 
mark of cadency to designate the 
fourth son. In Continental European 
heraldry it has neither feet nor beak. 


Charles Brockden of Philadelphia, 
the purchasing agent for the Moravi- 
an Brethren in Bethlehem, Pa., voic- 
ed his belief in such birds, the belief 
of his times, when speaking in 1747 
to the Rev. George Whitefield. He 
told him “you remind me of that 
species of birds in the Malacca Is- 
lands which, being destitute of feet, 
is compelled to be always on the 
wing.” 

” The idea that this bird of the swal- 
low family had no feet came, no 
doubt, from the: observation that 
swallows are perpetually on the wing 
and catch even in flying the insects 
on which they live. It has been cal- 
culated from the velocity of this bird 
on the wing, and its flight in the 
air, for 14 or 15 hours together, in 
search of food, that it flies from two 
to three hundred miles*in that time. 

The reference above to the Malacca 
Islands must mean more correctly 
the islands around Malakka. Here it 
1s where the swallow-like swifts, 
famed for their eatable nests, are at 
home. Their small feet are but poor- 
ly developed and early pictures show 
them without feet. A London publi- 
cation of 1874, “The Universe,” by 
F. A. Pouchet (translated from the 
original French edition of 1867), 
shows at that late date the swift 
without feet. 

Curious views were also held about 
the wintry retreat of those birds. In 
autumn they seemed to disappear all 
of a sudden and this gave rise to 
different explanations. Some _ sup- 
posed that they retired at the ap- 
proach of winter to the inmost re- 
cesses ‘of rocks and mountains to re- 
main there in a torpid state until 
spring. Others believed that these 
birds immersed themselves in water 
or at the mud of swamps from which 
they were roused by the warmth of 
spring. The Swedish naturalist, Car- 
olus Linnaeus (1707-1778), and even 
Frederic Cuvier, as late as 1829, be- 
lieved such stories. 

It is not surprising that martins 
and swallows of which such marve- 
lous tales were told are considered 
sacred birds and that to kill one is 
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considered a sin, greater than the 
killing of any other bird. In Eng- 
land, in the counties of Berks, Buck- 
ingham and Oxford, children were 


‘wont to repeat the following couplet; 
The Martin and the Swallow 
Are God Almighty’s Birds to Hallow.

Growth Phenomenon 


A mysterious emanation from dried 
wood slows plant growth. 

This hitherto unobserved phenomen- 
on has just been reported by Dr. Ro- 
bert L. Weintraub and Leonard Price 
of the Smithsonian Institution’s Divi- 
sion of Radiation and Organisms. 

It is a sort of suspended animation 
phenomenon. They first observed that 
oat seedlings in a tightly closed wood- 
en box stopped growth completely 
when they had reached a length of 
about one millimeter. They could be 
kept in this condition with no appar- 
ent change for about five weeks. 
Then, after they had been transferred 
to metal or glass containers, they re- 
sumed normal growth. There was no 
evidence that they had been injured. 

The interior of the original box 
had been varnished. Tests showed 
that plant growth was slowed down 
to some extent by the close proximity 
of varnish and also of certain oils. 
The major effect, however, seemed to 
come from wood alone. The same 
effects were obtained, although less 
pronounced, with sorghum, barley, to- 
mato, bean, lettuce, and radish seed- 
lings. Boxes were made of various 
sorts of wood. With all, the effect 
seemed to be about the same. 

When a block of wood was placed 
in the midst of seedlings in a metal 
or glass container the same effect was 
noted, but it differed for different 
clumps of plants, as though the inhi- 
bitory substance was unequally distri- 
buted in the air. 

It was found that the inhibiting 
material was present in air transfer- 
red from a glass chamber containing 
wood to another in which no wood 
was placed. It is probably, the two 
scientists conclude, some vapor aris- 
ing from the wood itself.

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can cornfield five years ago, among 
the earliest observers was Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Foshag, Smithsonian curator 
of mineralogy. 

Among his native aides was an In- 
dian farmer named Celadonio Gutier- 
rez, a man of education whose farm 
had been buried under lava. Foshag 
was impressed with the interest Gu- 
tierrez took in minute details—the ex- 
tent of flow from day to day, curious 
lava formations, colors, and the like. 

Since then the Indian has never 
missed a day. He has been given a 
job as caretaker of a small observa- 
tion station set up by the Geological 
Society of America. Each month Dr. 
Foshag receive a copy of his diary. 

Gutierrez’ observations in some 
ways are better than those of a pro- 
fessional geologist, Dr. Foshag says. 
He is essentially ignorant of science 
and so has no preconceived ideas. A 
better-trained man would be inclined 
to watch for things he expected to 
happen. The Indian is concerned only 
with what does happen with no ideas 
as to its significance. He reports 
voluminously and accurately what he 
actually sees. 

The great volcano continues active, 
and the depth of lava in the immediate 
vicinity now has reached a thickness 
of 1,000 feet in places.

Amusingly tiny bells are often 
seen on the elephants in circuses. 
In the jungles of Ceylon and India 
they are hung with larger ones so 
their drivers can find the elephants 
more easily after the animal’s night 
of forage. The camels of the deserts 
can be heard in their slightest move- 
ments for they sometimes wear as 
many as three at a time on their 
long treks. This reporter has an an- 
cient camel bell made in China.

Though so many uses of the bell 
seem to have disappeared with the 
passing years, we still find them, 
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sometimes in remote districts, used 
to tell the whereabouts of animals or 
other barnyard inhabitants. One of 
these, the turkey, usually was seen 
with a belled gobbler preceding them 
when they were found out on the 
roads or in the pastures. And as the 
turkey hen was fond of the open 
road when she had a newly: hatched 
brood, the miniature bell was al- 
ways put around her neck so shé 
could be quickly found when storms 
threatened, and thus be driven into 
dry quarters with her chicks. The 
turkey bells are greatly desired by 
collectors as they look like toys; the 
wide expanded bottom is about an 
inch and five eighths across with 
approximately the same distance to 
the top of the knob.

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Current News In 1884 


The year 1884 was not so long ago, 
yet some of the problems seem so 
remote from our times. Here are a 
few of the happenings of the world 
as reported in The Current, published 
in Chicago in 1884. 

“The Government has recently or- 
dered a new disposition of the mili- 
tary forces about the approaches to 
the Oklahoma reservation of 14,000,- 
000 acres in Indian Territory, indi- 
cating a purpose to prevent Captain 
Payne or any other person disposed 
to break the laws of the United 
States from leading emigrants to 
that fertile tract. There is much 
complaint on the part of some 
Kansas and Missouri newspapers, be- 
cause the Government, for once, at 
least, shows a disposition to keep 
faith with the Indians of Indian Ter- 
ritory. This Oklahoma tract was 
conveyed by the Five Nations to the

“One measure of reform, it is to 
be be hoped, may be effectuated be- 
fore many years, if Congressmen 
and politicians can be won over to 
it, which is doubtful. That measure 
is the abolition of the Congressional 
Record in its present form — full of 
speeches which have never been de- 
livered and trifling badinage of 
Congressmen and Senators. The 
printing of the Record is very ex- 
pensive, and there should be substi- 
tuted for it the mere journal of pro- 
ceedings. If any Congressman wants 
his speech printed to advance his in- 
dividual or party interests, he should 
have the work done by a job printer, 
at his own or at his party’s expense.

Majesty the Devil was the originator. 
But indications point to Oriental in- 
vention of great antiquity. Europe 
probably knew cards first in the 
thirteenth century. White men, on 
arriving in America, found the In- 
dians playing with painted sticks a 
game strangely resembling the card 
games of Asiatic countries. And 
from this seemingly insignificant 
fact wise deductions are drawn as to 
the origin of the first race that 
peopled the American continents. 
The National Museum at Washing- 
ton treasures a complete set of 
these aboriginal “cards” enclosed in 
a crude leather-pouch. The Chinese 
had similar decks of carved ivory. 

All of the earliest cards were, as 
a matter of course, hand drawn, and 
much time and labor were devoted 
to their designing. Often they were 
signed by the makers. Playing 
cards were actually the first wood 
engravings, and forerunners. of 
printing. With the development of 
the engraving art came a deluge of 
the colored cardboards, square, 
round, rectangular, triangular, ob- 
long. They came in all sizes, bear- 
ing pictures of every conceivable ob- 
ject that walked, swam, crawled, 
flew or grew. Each country tried to 
outdo the other in eccentric design. 

Miniature painters of first rank 
were employed by King Louis XIV 
and his courtiers to decorate playing 
cards for use in the royal salons at 
Versailles. 


In the United States, after the: 


Revolution, a Republican pack ap- 
peared bearing portraits of Wash- 
ington, Franklin, and other distin- 
guished Americans. Families that 
were so honored often sent out in- 
vitations for social events printed 
on the backs of these cards with pa- 
triotic adornment. 

The Japanese cards are the ‘most 
artistic and ingenious of those in use 
today. Each one represents a week 
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or month of the year, symbolized by 
a flower or vegetable peculiar to the 
season. 


Ponderous volumes have been writ- 
ten on card symbolism. Present day 
American cards are the outgrowth of 
centuries. Many nations have con- 
tributed to their design. The char- 
acters have different meanings — 
magical, philosophical, materialistic 
— in different countries. Invariably 
they are allied to the super-natural. 

To Napoleon a pack of cards was 
a sibyl, faithfully consulted for every 
enterprise he undertook. Shortly be- 
fore Columbus sighted land on his 
first voyage of discovery the mem- 
bers of his crew flung overboard 
their leatherbacked playing cards, 
holding them responsible for the mis- 
fortunes that had visited the ship. 
Their first concern on setting foot 
on the islands of the New World was 
to find material for another pack.

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“At the Sign of the Crest” 
Von ROSENBERG Coat-of-Arms

In 1849, the year known in the 
United States as the “Gold Rush,” a 
new family appeared on the scene, 
from Germany, and instead of land- 
ing in Philadelphia and settling in 
Pennsylvania, the usual procedure for 
about a hundred years before that 
time, the von Rosenbergs sailed 
through the Gulf of Mexico and set- 
tled in Texas. Most of the descend- 
ants are now residing in Texas, and 
at their annual reunion next May, 
will be celebrating the 100th anniver- 
sary of the arrival of their ancestor. 

The sponsor of this article is Mrs. 
Alma von Rosenberg Tomlinson of 
Houston, who has in correspondence 
over a period of years, written in- 
teresting stories of this emigration, 
and recently sent material which gives 
the foundation for these pages. She 
is the “genealogist of the von Rosen- 
berg family of Texas,” and holds the 
office of Historian in the society. She 
writes that at the 1949 Reunion, they 
will have a book in print giving three 
generations in Texas; a Pageant of 
the arrival of the family members; 
and all attending will be dressed as 
of 1849, with prizes for the most effec- 
tive costumes. 

Following are excerpts from the 
material Mrs. Tomlinson has sent, 
and it throws light on the conditions 
at that time, both in Germany and 
America. 


“On April 20th, 1842, fourteen Ger- 
man Princes met at Biebrich, on the 
Rhine, in a conference, the result of 
which was the forming of a provision- 
al association, for the purchase of 
land in Texas.” This group consist- 
ing of 21 noblemen, excluding all not 
noblemen, was called The “League of 
the Nobility,” or—in German, the 
“Adels Verein.” Duke Adolph of Nas- 
sau was made the Protectorate, Prince 
Carl zu Leinigen president. The so- 
ciety was incorporated March 8, 1844, 
and capitalized at $80,000—in 40 
shares. 

“The Adels Verein” had dispatched 
Counts Victor von Leinigen and Boos- 
Waldeck to Texas with ample funds 
and full power to purchase land from 
the Texas government. Count Leini- 
gen made the mistake of asking too 
much; he asked for exemption of taxa- 
tion for a number of years which Sam 
Houston would not grant, as the state 
was sorely in need of funds. If Count 
Leinigen had been better informed, 
all would have gone well for the Adels 
Verein—so Leinigen returned to Ger- 
many in 1848 and reported favorably 
—for a wholesale colonization in Tex- 
as. Wholesale, with not a foot of 
ground belonging to the Verein! Count 
Boos-Waldeck in the meantime, fol- 
lowing the advice of Mr. Ernst, the 
founder _of Industry, Texas, had 
bought a fine plantation in Fayette 
County, which he christened ‘Nassau,’ 
and which was destined to play an 
important part in the history of the 
Adels Verein. . . . Boos-Waldeck re- 
turned to Germany in 1844, and in his 
report advised against a colonization 
on an extensive scale because the ex- 
pense of such an undertaking would 
be too much. Unfortunately his warn- 
ing voice was disregarded and the 
vague proposition of Count Leinigen 
was adopted.” 

Then followed stories of unkept 
promises, swindling, and bloodshed. 
“The court records at LaGrange show 
more than a score of cases against 
the Verein. In 1853 they officially 
withdrew from Texas forever, assign- 
ing all their rights and properties 
here to their ever threatening cred- 
itors. There is an interesting after- 
math to the history of Verein-owned 
Nassau, which is connected with two 
prominent and widespread Texas fam- 
ilies—the von Roeders and the von 
Rosenbergs. Otto von Roeder bought 
Nassau plantation from the defunct 
princes for an unpaid debt of $18,000. 
Von Roeder then sold 800 of its acres 
and all the dwelling houses to Peter 
Carl Johann von Rosenberg, whose 
wife, Amanda, tells of the purchase 
and gives of the history of Nassau in 
her interesting letters to European 
friends and relatives.” 
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The von Rosenbergs 


You will notice that there are two 
similar Coats-of-Arms accompanying 
this article. The von Rosenbergs use 
both of them, and their reason unfolds 
in this abbreviated history of their 
German estates, and family. The line 
runs: Johann von Rosenberg, 1500, in 
Kurland (Baltic State); Otto von 
Rosenberg, 1550, owned the Garossen 
estate; Otto Jr., same estate in 1600; 
Wilhelm Dietrich, same estate, 1645; 
Gotthard Wilhelm, same, 1674-1772; 
his son Friederich Wilhelm bought 
“Raddelein near Memel and owned it 
in 1730; his son Sigismund Gustav 
owned that estate and bought Eckit- 
ten, about 1749, which seems to figure 
largely in the family history there- 
after. Otto von Rosenberg, son, in- 
herited both of these estates, owning 
them in 1798. His daughter Eleanore 
was given Raddeilen as part of her 
dower, and Eckitten was inherited by 
the son Peter Carl Johann who went 
to Texas. The old Garossen estate 
was inherited by the older brother 
Gustav. 

All of the Texas von Rosenbergs 
are descended from the Otto of 1600, 
who was knighted in 1631, and bore 
the KURLAND Arms. In 1786, the 
College of Arms changed the grant 
slightly as borne by another Otto, 
father of the Texas emigrant, and it 
was called the ESTHLAND Arms. 


The Coat-of-Arms 


The KURLAND Coat-of-Arms is 
described in German, in Siebmacher’s 
“Wappenbuch”: Golden Schild mit 
rothen Querbalken, begleited oben von 
2 and unten von 1 rothen rose. Helm: 
Gekront, 3 Strausfedern, gold, roth, 
gold. Decken: Roth und gold. 

Translated into English Heraldic 
terms: Or, a fesse gules between three 
roses of the second, seeded and barbed 
proper. Helmet crowned. Crest: 3 
ostrich plumes, or, gules or. Mant- 
ling, gules and or. 

Translated jnto non-Heraldic terms: 
A gold (or) shield across one-third 
the center of which is charged a hori- 
zontal band, or fesse. This fesse lies 
between three red (“of the second” 
color named) roses, with seeds and 
thorns of natural color, or “proper.” 
The helmet is crowned. The crest 
consists of three ostrich plumes, their 
colors in order, gold, red and gold (or, 
gules or). 

In every country, when one branch 
of the family moved from one section 
to the other, the grant was often 
changed by permission of the College 
of Arms—either in colors, or the ad- 
dition or change of position of sym- 
bols, with the basic one still left for 
any descendants to use if they desired. 

“Garossen, (the first estate named) 
became ‘Ex Sig.’ in 1786, for some 
cause leading to the beginning of the 
Krottungen War. ‘Ex Sig.’ meant 
‘Departure by Seal,’ loosing the right 
of a native by sale or emigration, 
known as a great indignity and an 
affront to an old home in a native 
land, which had been owned and loved 
for generations. Otto (of 1793), had 
fought in the War and granted more 
charges as military honors for the 
Coat-of-Arms, including the ‘lion ram- 
pant reguardant’—looking backward 


—giving up the right to an old in- 
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herited Manor as a home, and also 
giving up the native land of Kurland 
for Esthland. Instead of granting an 
entirely new Coat-of-Arms the new 
one was named ‘Esthland.’ ” 

The ESTHLAND Coat-of-Arms is 
described thus in English Heraldic 
terms: Argent a fesse or, between 3 
roses gules seeded and barbed proper. 
Crests: (1), On a wreath of the colors 
3 ostrich plumes or, gules and or; (2), 
On a helmet 3 crowned roses of the 
field, 2 and 1, between a pair of 
eagle wings sable. Supporter: Dex- 
ter, a lion rampant reguardant proper. 
Mantling: Dexter, gules and _ argent 
sinister, gules and or, as in Kurland. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield across the 
center one-third of which is charged 
a gold (or) band (fesse), between 3 
red (gules) roses with seeds and 
leaves of natural color (proper). 
There are for this grant two crests. 
The first one is like that of Kurland 
— ostrich feathers, alternating gold, 


red and gold (or, gules and or), rest-' 


ing on a wreath of the colors—not 
issuing from a crown. The 2nd crest 
issues from a gold crown. It consists 
of 3 roses like those in the shield or 
“field,” between a pair of black 
(sable) (eagle wings. 

The color code for these Coats: Gold, 
dots; red, vertical lines; silver, plain. 

The fesse is one of 9 so-called 
“honourable Ordinaries,’ straight- 
sided figures, one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used to iden- 
tify men encased in armor. The fesse 
is the military girdle of honor. It is 
against the Rules of Heraldry to 
charge metal upon’ metal, and color 
upon color, as in the Esthland Arms, 
where the gold fesse is charged on the 
silver shield. But very occasionally 
in Germany and Holland Heraldry 
such an exception is found, and usu- 
ally for some very good reason. 

Roses exemplify hope, peace, and 
joy. 

Ostrich plumes and eagle wings are 
granted only to men of high military 
rank. Any symbol placed between 
eagle wings denotes that they are held 
in deep reverence. 

The crown indicates nobility. 

It is very unusual to have a grant 
of one supporter—but the story has 
already been told, that this one lion 
(looking backward) was given as a 
token of one who had had the courage 
to leave his own home land and estates 
for another. The lion is emblematical 
of service to his country and death- 
less courage. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the original 
bearer, and granted only if he be 
worthy. God signifies generosity and 
elevation of mind; silver, sincerity 
and peace; red, courage and magna- 
nimity. 

Experiences in 1849 


From 36 typed pages of copies of 
letters written on board ship and after 
arrival in Texas, by members of the 
von Rosenberg family, here are some 
quotations; these had previously been 
translated. 

“Aug. 31, 1849, 8 am. My dear 
Hannchen: I am writing you on board 
ship on top an empty water barrel. 
There is joy and merrymaking as all 
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are well. . . .” (From the first boat 
they change to a train.) “The morn- 
ing so beautiful, the coach filled with 
30-50 people and about 30 coaches to 
the train, in front of the monster 
called locomotive. I have seen them 
later at the depots 2, 3 or 4 of them 
move back and forth to get the train 
in shape and on the right track. Soon 
the train moves faster and faster, so 
fast you can not make out close ob- 
jects, but the worst of it is when two 
trains meet and pass each other, only 
1% a yard separate them and you could 
join hands, but you have to turn 
away; it blinds you if you try to look 
out. 
(In Bremen). Mad. Koening is in- 
describably sweet, highly educated yet 
most active in her home and family. 
We were showered with the nicest 
attentions, there was no end of enter- 
taining us, we played, acted, took 
walks, and always wound up with a 
jolly dance. Bremen is a beautiful 
and happy city as perhaps none other 
in Europe—plenty wealth, no beg- 
gars, some transients. 

(On board ship) . . . Our company 
is quite interesting; I will describe 
them to you. Beginning with our 
Texan, Rev. Fuchs. ... Our man from 
Texas blows up some erroneous hopes, 
corrects many expectations, describes 
some as better than he thought: that 
the first step is not so expensive; one 
can hire transportation to any place 
one wants; you can lease farms at 
any time, the price in keeping with 
the tillable soil. Farm houses are 
small, one single room, front and back 
porch, all under one roof, kitchen and 
often pantry in separate house. Mos- 
quitos only in certain localities where 
no farmer builds. If mosquitos are 
there anyhow they soon move away; 
they move from civilzation as do 
wolves and other wild animals. (!!) 
. .. Across the hall is deputy Merkel 
from Austria. He carries water, 
cleans shoes, does the laundry, cares 
for the baby, always busy. There is 
a tanner from Odin, will farm— tan- 
nery business in Texas is poor; a Mr. 
Mereau whose father fought at Wa- 
tETIOO;, . s.< 

(After the English channel) “Im- 
agine our beautiful ship with sails all 
spread, fighting mountains of waves. 
(Then—about seasickness, and enter- 
tainments on boat.) “Never has sailed 
a ship with so many educated people 
on board: not only the 45 cabin pas- 
sengers, but even the steerage shows 
a number of high class people. 


Europe does nothing for her emi- 
grants, America protects them so 
much better. A ship which is not 
sufficiently provided with water for 
the passengers is subject to the law. 

Just then the bell called us to 
prayer, how nice it was again today, 
first a beautiful song, then the prayer 
from the same “Meerestempel” (Tem- 
ple of the Sea), so beautiful and well 
adapted, many tears came into our 
eyes. 

‘Aboard ship Franziska, 11/2/1849,” 
(cont.) “As many a one of you might 
have the strong desire to leave Eu- 
rope, the sooner the better, I shall 
write down for a number of points of 
importance regarding the trip and 
preparation therefore. . . . There is 
plenty of space in your room for your 
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baggage. If you want to take dogs 
or other live stock, contract in writing 
for feed and a dry place with hay, etc. 
.. . We had to register a complaint 
lately concerning the board and real- 
ized the different interpretations pos- 
sible in the case of that portion of 
our contract which reads ‘at the Cap- 
tain’s table.’ I therefore advise every- 
body to see to it that in the travel- 
contract, it is definitely stated what 
food and meals a cabin passenger is 
entitled to before paying your cash 
down. 

“Gulf of Mexico, 11/26/1849. Thank 
God—we expect to see the end of this 
trip now in a few days. On the 24th 
at 2 a.m. we passed between Cuba and 
St. Domingo and are now sailing 
along the southern coast of Cuba; 
have good wind now which should 
take us to Galveston in 8 days. With- 
out worries now, we yet desire to get 
through with the trip. It is my inten- 
tion now to go from Galveston to 
Houston by steamer. 


“Galveston, 12/8/1849. (8 weeks, 
3 days on ship.) We have come to 
the conclusion that it is foolish to 
make purchases in Germany for 
equipment here, as everything can be 
bought here, more expensive, it is 
true. . The smallest Texas coin is 5 
cents. A cigar costs 5 cents, but if 
you buy 6 you don’t pay more. There 
are no single cents, and copper coins 
are unknown. Silver money 5 and 10 
cents, 4, %, and 1 dollar. % dollar 
or 12% cent pieces are rare and go 
as 10 cents, two of these value 20 
cents, and as there are no 2% cent 
pieces, change can not be made. 

“Galveston passes by far my ex- 
pectations. Most houses built of lum- 
ber, a few brick brought over as bal- 
last in emigrant ships, two storied, 
rooms 10 to 12 feet high often fur- 
nished neatly and luxuriously. Stores 
contain mostly large stocks of goods, 
elegence prevails, as in Berlin and 
Leipzig, and you are well waited upon. 
I can not too much recommend to my 
worthy countrymen at home the im- 
portance of learning the English lan- 
guage as soon as possible, as this is 
most necessary to avoid failure at 
the start. We are well established 
with Mrs. Block, Hotel Wilhelm Tell 
for a half dollar per day, and I can 
well recommend -this place to those 


‘who have to look at their dollars twice 


before spending them. 

Everybody drives around in small 
buggies hitched to a small horse, with 
light top and open .back. . . . Here 
comes a little milk wagon, stopped in 
front of a house, a young woman ap- 
peared and had her pot filled with 
milk from a can through a faucet, 
the man got his money and continued 
across the street. Followed a wagon 
with a closed box: a baker selling his 
bread. 

“In Texas one is safe from thieves. 
Only poor immigrants steal when in 
distress but this rich country will 
soon support them all. Engelking says 
farms can always be had, but many 
have no land, air, water and wood; 
no good land, unhealthy air, no drink- 
ing water, no building timber. Some 
farms have a run where wild cattle 
is passing through; as the gentle 
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stock follows the wild, such a farm 
is worthless. 

“Farm Nassau, 3/29/1850. Inter- 
esting was the trip from Galveston 
to terra firma, and a bit frightening. 
We traveled by mail coach, a wagon 
with top, very light on very high 
wheels, 8 to 10 people facing each 
other, then the second wagon (our 
own) with horses, Eugen driving, 
along the sea coast and when the 
road went through deep water a more 
courageous person than myself would 
have been scared. . . . Then the ter- 
rifying trip with the waves on one 
side and mountains of driftwood on 
the other, over trees and through wa- 
ter . . . then we 5 ladies in a boat 
over to where the magnificent “Wash- 
ington” was all lit up. We heard 
much in Europe of the fine American 
steamers, etc., but look at the “Wash- 
ington” which plies the winding 
Brazos River—the glowing smoke- 
stacks, glass doors of the large parlor 
with 8 large windows, good service, 
meals, etc., these were the most pleas- 
ant days of my life. 

(She tells the history of the Verein 
as already given.) “The association 
had soon ceded their claims to the 
Mainzer Verein, another German as- 
sociation for the purpose of coloniz- 
ing tracts in Texas with people who 
were dissatisfied with political condi- 
tions in Germany. Their agents came 
to Nassau only to work for their per- 
sonal advantage and gave battle when 
asked to retire.” (It was this Nassau 
that the family bought.) 

“But now, the principal thing about 
our property, one negro $800, and a 
negress with baby, $700. These people 
are absolutely necessary with such 
extensive property as ours. Laborers 
are terribly high in price and yet are 
not obtainable. We have a young 
man like Eugen with us for $9 a 
month. During the first year, work 
accumulated so fast that this young 
German is to us a real God-send as 
he is acquainted with the country and 
able to talk English to the negro. 
The negress I have now 14 days and 
am not so well satisfied but there is 
improvement. The baby 3 months old 
takes up time. Also fortunately she 
is from Louisiana and talks French, 
otherwise there would be difficulties. 


(Her description of the house and 
crops and fruit is very interesting.) 
“R. says tell Theodore that all young 
men coming here with small means 
can make a living; when working for 
friends they receive 8 to 9 dollars 
per month and need so very little in 
the way of clothing. Now think dear 
friends, this house clean and pretty 
as a treasure chest, these fine cedar- 
wood gallery floors. But now comes 
a rain, an American one different 
from yours, in a half hour every- 
thing is flooded. The house stands 
inside the yard so stock can not get 
in, this yard all under water and mud 
being carried up on my galleries. 
Wind—much wind Texas is the wind- 
iest country—(in summer the great 
relief)—we do not like the wind. 

“Immense herds of livestock are 
around here which the owners have 
not_seen in a half year; all is branded, 
none is stolen, theft of cattle brings 
the death penalty. 
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_ “Mr. Rosenberg (her husband) likes 
it very well out here, has no worries, 
no debts, a fine piece of property and 
enough money left to buy a flock of 
sheep. He would not change back to 
the former status for any price. The 
2 little boys and Libussa are happy 
too; so are Lina and myself, Lina 
more so because I am afraid of snakes 
and spiders—have a good laugh on 
me—afraid of things which might be. 
We have the tarantula but it is scarce 
and never enters houses. . .. From 
what I can see the negroes are better 
off than you poor Lithuanian women. 
aie Cooking is not much trouble. 
Much is eaten cold with good hot 
coffee. Coffee the American drinks 
three times a day and does not know 
soup. ... Milk is plentiful—we fatten 
a hog with it. Hogs get acorns and 
pecans in the fall. Pecans are fine 
and taste like walnuts. 

“Texas has more culture than we 
expected; its development is remark- 
ably fast... . Well, we are well estab- 
lished now; our future is assured if 
God will protect us. My address is 
Master von Rosenberg, Nassau-Rosen- 
berg, LaFayette County, Shelby Post 
Office in Texas, and at the top: via 
Liverpool and New York.” Most of 
this was written by the wife, and— 
remember—in 1849 and 50. 

The 18-year-old daughter wrote— 
in part: “Of German entertainment 
there is nothing in Texas for a young 
girl, my biggest one horse-back rid- 
ing. Girls are a rarity, but many 
young wives—I visited one recently. 
And how I have worked here already 
—no work too hard for me. I am 
ashamed when I think how little I 
used to work and with displeasure; 
there I was the young lady and what 
I ordered done I have to do myself 
here.” 

No doubt this story of the von 
Rosenbergs, compiled from notes 
gathered in Germany and brought 
from there by the family, and from 
these translated letters written by 
them enroute to America and in their 
first months here, has been an eye- 
opener to many of you readers as it 
has been to the compiler. Texans 
probably know this history, but prob- 
ably not many from other sections of 
the country are familiar with it. God 
grant this land may always be a ref- 
uge, where people may be “content,” 
but our responsibility is to help keep 
it the kind of a refuge that it should 
be—one of culture and high ideals. 
From this story one can see that, as 
in the early colonial days on the east 
shore, people with wealth need a 
“haven” as well as those without the 
world’s goods.

_ You all have your stories of meet- 
ing with relatives you have never seen. 
Let me tell you mine— a recent meet- 
ing. It all started through a friend 
of this relative wishing to give him 
something concerning his family his- 
tory, and seeing these articles in 
HOBBIES, wrote me. Said his name 


was Dr. Keech, from a certain town 
in N. J.—did not know whether it was 
my branch or not. I at once recalled 

that I had had a letter given me by a 
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cousin, written by Dr. Keech’s father, 
and telling me some things I wanted 
to know about the family. So I be- 
gan correspondence with the said Rev. 
Dr. Finley Keech, a Baptist minister, 
in Falls River, Mass. . 

A few weeks ago came a letter say- 
ing he would be passing through 
Evanston and would stop to see me. 
We had a grand time. He had to 
be taught by charts that his great- 
grandfather Moses was a brother of 
my great-grandfather Aaron! And 
the more he saw of my studio and 
records, the more he wanted to know 
about the family. 

Then came the comparisons. He 
was about the build of my father, and 
several in the lobby of the hotel said 
they knew we were relatives! He has 
twin boys, my grandparents had 
twins. He said the upper part of my 
father’s face from the photograph was 
enough like his father’s to be the 
same, and that their handwritings 
were very similar. We think our 
fathers had never seen each other, 
though they did know about each 
other. 

When he looked over my Chester 
Co., Pa. records—he exclaimed: “Hep- 
zibah Baptist Church! Why—I have 
preached there—and the pastor said 
there were people of my name buried 
in the churchyard—but I did not 
think much about it.” “Well—your 
great grandfather Moses was buried 
right there!” Piss ; 

Ministers and missionaries have 
been in the various Keech families 
since the first arrivals in the early 
17th century. And you have noticed 
in the crest which I use as my trade- 
mark, that there is the ecclesiastical 
column granted many centuries ago 
to one who was respected for his serv- 
ice to the church. : 

This was an interesting and enjoy- 
able occasion—and we parted by call- 
ing each other by our first names, but 
both of us admitting we felt it was a 
“gamble” to attempt a first meeting. 
(Probably I did not have the fears he 
did—for I knew he was a minister, 
and he did not know I had been a mis- 
sionary!) “All’s well that ends well.

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The Kaleidoscope, an Ancient Toy 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


A curious bit of information about 
a kaleidoscope maker came from 
France and was printed in the Nor- 
ristown (Pa.) Herald of August 19, 
1818. It relates that a glazier, who 
made kaleidoscopes in Paris, bought 
a piece of crystal, covered with a 
crust of amethyst, the whole lump 
weighing almost 80 pounds, for two 
francs. When a jeweler offered him 
a thousand francs for it, he returned 
it to the former owner, who had 
found it under the threshhold of a 
door, while digging for a drain. He 
had kicked it out in the street, where 
it lay unobserved for several days. 

This is an interesting tale, and we 
hope that the glazier was_ properly 
rewarded for his honesty. Today we 
would call him a darned fool. But 
this is beside the point. A kaleido- 
scope maker in France as early as 
1818, was what arrested our atten- 
tion. 

It is usually assumed that Sir Dav- 
id Brewster, Scottish physicist, in- 
vented the kaleidoscope. He did ob- 
tain a British patent for a kaleido- 
scope on July 10, 1817, which was 
followed by a French ‘patent as- 
signed to a man with the same Win- 
sor, on May 25, 1818. 


For the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century the spread .of a new 
idea from England to France, and 
then the casual reference to a kalei- 
doscope maker in the American 
newspaper, as if that was something 
well-known, seemed too soon after 
the alleged time of invention, and the 
suspicion assailed us that the kaleido- 
scope may be much older than 
Brewster’s patent date. A little re-

light: 

The name _ kaleidoscope, derived 
from the Greek words, kalos-beauti- 
ful, eidos-form, and skopein-to view, 
was already established years before 
Brewster’s patent. Proof for this is 
the title of a German book, printed 
c. 1800 at Leipzig, “Das Kaleido- 
scope,” by J. C. Winkler. 


The principal of the instrument 
(or shall we say toy, for as such it 
is best known) was described long 
before. Giambattista della Porta, a 
wealthy nobleman from Naples, Ita- 
ly, published in 1558 a book about 
the wonders of natural history and 
curious phenomena, “Magia Natur- 
alis,” in which he speaks of mirrors 
placed at an angle to each other and 
the increased number of reflections 
produced thereby. He called it Poly- 
phaton. 

Almost a hundred years later, the 
learned Jesuit, Athanasius Kircher, 
a native of Bavaria, described in his 
work on optics, Ars Magna Lucis, of 
1646, the repetitions of pictures put 
between two mirrors which have 
been placed at an angle of 120 or 
less degrees. 

In the city of Nuremberg, famed 
for hundreds of years as a center for 
toy manufacture, J. B. Bauer, in- 
vented in 1798, a peep-show box, in 
which the principle of the kaleido- 
Scope was used. Colored or silhouet- 
ted figures were pushed past the 
mirrors placed at an angle and pro- 
duced the variegated and ever chang- 
ing configurations which surprise 
and delight us in a kaleidoscope. The 
inventor called it an optical rays box 
(Optisches Strahlenkaestchen). 

When in 1817 the news of David 
Brewster’s invention of the kaleido- 
Scope was spread about through 
journals and the scientific publica- 
tions, J. C. von Yelin, bethought him- 
self of the Nuremberg peep-show 
box, and wrote in protest a book, en- 
titled (in translation): The Kaleido- 
scope, a Bavarian Invention (Munich, 
1818). 

While it has been shown that the 
principle of the kaleidoscope was 
long established, it seems still the 
accomplishment of Brewster to have 
compressed the phenomenon into a 
handy tubular form, which by mere- 
ly turning the tube and looking 
through it gives the thrill to watch 
the colorful symmetrical stars which 
ever fall apart to immediately form 


following to 


‘new surprising forms. 


The thrill lost none of its force 
for the last hundred and thirty years. 
The toy counters in our department 
stores, bear witness to this fact, 
where kaleidoscopes, though in cheap 
cardboard tubes, demonstrate the 
same delightful principle. The real 
delight for the toy collector though, 
is to find an old sturdy specimen in 
wooden or metal tube, to add to his 
collection. Look around, it still can 
be done.

HAVE YOU A HOOKAH? 


A Collection Can’t Be Called Complete if it 
Doesn’t Have At Least One of These Pipes.

Briars, Corncobs, meerschaums, clays 
—no doubt you have several of each 
of these in your collection, but do you 
have a water pipe? These oddities 
of the smoking world are not as num- 
erous as one might believe—that is, 
the genuine variety that was actually 
used in the Orient many decades ago. 

Of course there are numerous mod- 
ern creations, designed to help you 
fill out your collection, but the real 
collector wants the genuine article, 
made to smoke and not to sell. 

Pictured here are three typical de- 
signs of water pipes, at least typical 
as far as the bowls are concerned. 
The one on the left is made of clear, 
transparent glass, with an etched de- 
sign around the center of the outside. 
The upper connection which supports 
the tobacco bowl is made of brass. It 
is a good example of the clear bowl 
variety. 

In the center is a water pipe of the 
dark glass variety. These are found 
in two general types, one in which 
clear glass has been painted over, and

material—brass. 


the other in which colored glass is 
used in making the bowl. 

You have no doubt seen this pipe 
in the center many times, and the 
next time you attend a movie show- 
ing a Turkish scene in which a water 
pipe is used, watch for it, for this 
pipe, a genuine article and more beau- 
tiful and ornate than most, has been 
used in numerous motion pictures. 

Both of these first two pipes are of 
Turkish design. They are character- 
ized by the large glass bowls and the 
ornamented upright support that holds 
the small tobacco cup. Obviously the 
tube leading to the mouth must pro- 
trude from above the glass bowl, or 
at least these pipes were made that 
way, for a separate opening in glass 
bowls is a rare sight on a water pipe. 

The third is an ornamented water 
pipe made entirely of brass. It is 
comparatively small, standing but nine 
inches in height, with a bowl diameter 
of some eight inches. Brass was 
widely used because it would not 
break, and even though it was more 
expensive, glass water pipes have al- 
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ways had more style and have been 
considered finer both by users and 
connoisseurs. 

This brass pipe is thought to be of 
Indian origin. The bowl is orna- 
mented simply but expertly. The to- 
bacco cup is very small, yet large 
enough to hold an ample supply of 
tobacco. 

Collectors who are continually on 
the prowl for water pipes report fine 
specimens are quite hard to discover. 
Junk and antique shops are good 
places, but a good pipe seldom lasts 
long in either one. Sometimes a long 
and diligent search is required ‘to un- 
cover one pipe. 

Such an experience was related re- 
cently by one of America’s most ac- 
tive collectors in search of the ex- 
cellent water pipe shown on -the op- 
posite page. While nosing around 
the shelves of a junk shop some time 
ago he came upon the top half of this 
pipe. Naturally he began hunting for 
the bottom half, and not finding it 
he supposed it had been broken. 

But to make sure he asked the pro- 
prietor where the rest of ‘the pipe 
was. He was told that the proprie- 
tor’s wife had taken the bottom part 
home and, since it was so beautiful, 
intended to make a table lamp out 
of it. 

Them’s fightin’ words to a real pipe 
collector. In a flash he had the pro- 
prietor’s address and a few moments 
later he was knocking on the door, 
all set to get that bowl or else. 

He decided against high pressure 
tactics as soon as he saw the pro- 
prietor’s wife, and thought possibly 
the best approach would be to go 
slowly. Upon stating his mission he 
was invited inside and looked all 
around for -the much sought-after 
bowl. Not seeing it he inquired where 
it was and thereupon learned it was 
safely put away in the attic until the 
owner would have time to get it made 
into the table lamp. 

No amount of salesmanship would 
persuade the proprietor’s wife that 
she should take the collector’s offer 
and forget about having the lamp 
made, for after all, he said, it would 
be very costly to fit the bottle with 
the necessary wiring, and drilling a 
hole in the side or base of the glass 
bowl for the electric cord would, in 
all probability, crack the glass and 
thus make it useless. 

No amount of argumentation would 
change the woman’s will. The collec- 
tor would have to try again another 
day. 

Not only once but several times did 
he call on the woman in an attempt 
to buy the glass bowl from her. For 
a year he made periodic calls before 
he was successful. Finally she gave 
in and sold it to him, and his water 
pipe, which he had been a year in 
obtaining, was now complete. 

This pipe is really a beauty, and 
any collector would say the new owner 
was justified in the time and patience 
employed to obtain it. Turkish in 
manufacture, the bowl, which escaped 
becoming a table lamp, is delicately 
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Meerschaum Pipe. The _ realistic 
scene was hand-made by an old time 
expert pipe carver. Illustrated from 
the collection of Leon Cutler, New 


York City pipe collector. 


paneled in a spiral design with alter- 
nate sections of white and wine col- 
ored glass. The ornamentation work 
makes it as nice a specimen as any 
collector could ask for. 

Well balanced in design, it is also 
rich in color and is in truly fine con- 
dition. It was a rare find in pipes 
of this type. 

Water pipes are a home smoke. 
Large, bulky, subject to easy break- 
age, they are seldom transported. 
Although Persia is credited as the 
mother country of the water pipe,

off the first World War. 
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Turkey soon took it over and made it 
famous. It suited the Turk who liked 
to relax in the front room of his 
home, place the pipe on the floor, and 
relax while he smoked away on his 
often incensed tobacco. 





As a collector’s item, water pipes 
are becoming more valuable, primarily 
because of their growing scarcity 
coupled with the ever increasing num- 
of collectors who are interested in 
obtaining one. 


EMPEROR’S PIPES 


Some of the Best Examples of the Pipemaker’s Art 
Once Belonged to Franz Josef's Collection. 


One of the most famous pipe col- 
lections of the world is the one which 
once belonged to Emperor Franz 
Josef of Austria. This important fig- 
ure in world affairs, especially about 
the time of the first world war, pos- 
sessed some of the most beautiful 
meerschaum pipes ever made. 


Shown on page 161 is one of the 


' most exquisitely carved meerschaum 


pipes ever to be seen anywhere, and 
it once belonged to the Emperor’s 
famous collection. 

The pipe originally belonged to 
Duke Francis Ferdinand, heir to the 
Austrian throne, the man whose later 
assassination was the spark that set 
He had 
presented the pipe to Emperor Franz 


_ Josef, then Kaiser of Austria and 
King of Hungary. 


As one proof of its authenticity, 
the pipe is encased in a specially de- 


‘ signed black carrying case with a 
_ gold clasp lock, which bears the en- 
’ graving “KK Priv,” meaning private 


property of Kaiser King. 

The pipe itself measures 18 inches 
long and consists of a 10-inch bowl 
section carved from a solid block of 
perfect meerschaum plus an 8 inch 
stem of pure amber. 

The group of carvings on the bowl 
section was executed by Carl Kiess, 
famous Viennese pipe artist of that 
time, and is a perfect reproduction of 
eight little boys and one girl expe- 


& riencing their first smoke on the vil- 


lage green, with its attendant results. 

The floor of meerschaum, leading to 
the bowl proper, is a massive thing 
and is a replica of a finely grassed 


plot on which _the children are at play. 
The bowl is represented as having 
been set in the middle of a blaze of 
fagots, from which the boys have lit 
their smokes. 

At one edge of the group is one 
lad who has discarded his, and is 
plainly suffering from his first draw 
on the weed. In another part of the 
group, a lad of the upper class with 
his neatly modeled and _ well-kept 
clothes is trying to comfort another 
poor little rowdy whose shirt is open 
in front, barefooted, and wearing 
ragged trousers. 

In the background can be seen the 
first lad’s sister pulling on his coat- 
tail trying to get him away from the 
group. | 

At the very tip of the pipe are two 
lads who seem to be suffering no ill 
effects from their smoke, but one of 
them has evidently tied his little 
brother to one of the uprights hold- 
ing up the bowl. 

By closely studying the scene it 
may be noted how minutely the artist 
has carved the 4 inch figures, the 
ribs of the lad’s stockings, the lace 


‘on the little girl’s dress, buttons on 


the shoes, patches on the boys’ trou- 
sers, in fact, you can even trace the 
hairs on each lad’s head. Such min- 
ute carving certainly does justice to 
the Viennese artist who created it. 

In 1921, the pipe received world- 
wide publicity when it was taken to 
Washington, D. C. and shown to Pres- 
ident Harding. News services heard 
about it, took pictures, and gave the 
pipe quite a write-up both here and 
abroad. Pathe News also became in-

Britain’s biggest dollar winners at 
its 1948 British Industries Fair are 
thought to be in the exhibit of pre- 
cious gems. 

Most priceless gem in the collection 
will be the 770-carat Woyie River dia- 
mond, the world’s largest uncut dia- 
mond, on view to the public for the 
first time. 

Found in Sierra Leone in 1945, the 
stone is the third largest diamond ever 
discovered. Forty-four carats heavier 
than the Jonker diamond, it is out- 
weighed only by the 3,106-carat Cul- 
linan found in 1905 and the Excelsior 
of 995.7 carats found in 1893.

Some of the world’s strangest stones 
figure in the fair’s exhibit of freak 
diamonds. Most outstanding freak is 
a gold nugget with two diamonds— 
one white and one green—embedded 
init. It was found in British Guiana 
early in the 20th century. 

Sapphire blue is the color of a 12- 
carat emerald shaped-diamond valued 
at $80,000. Pale pink is the color of 
a nine-carat stone cut from an 11- 
carat diamond in the Hapsburg crown 
jewels. And very dark blue is the 
color of a five-carat diamond. 

Most remarkable characteristic of 
the very dark blue diamonds, of which 
there are about a dozen in the world, 
is their unusual combination of depth 
and hue of sapphire with the flash 
and fire of diamond. 

Princess Elizabeth arranged to lend 
some of her personal jewelry to the 
exhibition. The 21-stone diamond neck- 
lace presented to her on her 21st 
birthday by the Union of South Africa 
and the flame lily brooch given her 
by the children of Southern Rhodesia 
being stellar attractions.

Diamond Trade 


Hal Boyle writing for the Associ- 
ated Press from New York gives some 
pertinent data on the sale of diamonds 
for both industrial and ornamental 
use. According to Mr. Boyle, Uncle 
Sam is buying heavily. 

It seems that before the war 75 per 
cent of the world’s diamonds were 
marketed in the United States. 

We are informed that now it’s about 
85 per cent, and business is up 5 per 
cent over last year. 

“The number one customer is the 
man who wants to plunk down $200 
to $500 for a ring as a gift to his 
wife-to-be or an anniversary present 
for his wife. 

“That will get him a stone of from 
one-fifth to one-half a karat—depend- 
ing on its quality—or a ring made of 


‘melee’—diamonds fragments smaller | 


than one-fifth of a karat. 

“Diamonds are a mass rather than 
a class business. Only fifteen per 
cent of it is on the luxury level—over 
$500 a stone. 

“Biggest buyer today after the pro- 
spective bridegroom is—Uncle Sam. 
Diamonds are a strategic mineral. 

“The two things diamond dealers 
dislike discussing most are the extent 
of government purchases and those by 
moneyed men who buy diamonds for 
women they aren’t married to and 
don’t intend to marry. Smart buyers 
tend to get diamonds for their wives 
at one store and those destined for 


other ladies at another shop. It cuts 
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down embarrassing errors—the kind 
a man doesn’t like to make,” Boyle’s 
survey reveals. 

“Two customs the dealers are try- 
ing to encourage: the buying of 
‘melee’ diamonds for women’s wed- 
ding rings and the practice some 
wives have developed of giving their 
husbands gold wedding bands contain- 
ing one to three diamonds. 

“<‘They figure it’s worth the money, 
to them if he wears the ring that 
warns other women that their man’s 
off the matrimonial market,’ ” was the 
way a gem dealer put it. 


“War has changed the diamond 
market in several ways. Few people 
know or remember that the diamond 
is the hardest thing on earth tougher 
than a banker’s heart in a depression. 
Industry has found nothing to take 
its place to cut and grind metals. 

“Before the war 95 per cent of 
the diamonds here went into the gem 
trade. Only 5 per cent were used in- 
dustrially. Now it’s about 25 per cent. 

“Diamonds cut through aluminum 
and other light metals developed for 
war use like they were so much butter.

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“Most large gem stones—one-fourth 
karat or larger—have been cut here 
for years.

American deal- 
ers had to set up schools to teach 
American cutters to deal with the 
small stuff. 

“There were 500 diamonds cutters 
in the United States in 1940. Today 
there are 3,500. The business hasn’t 
gone back to Europe, although every- 
one predicted it would. 

“Diamond cutters make from $2.50 
to $7.50 an hour for a 35-hour week. 
Top cutters on the large stones make 
up to $200 a week or more,

“About 1885 Kate Greenaway pub- 
lished the ‘Alphabet,’ 25¢x2 2/16, of 
which 24,500 copies were sold, yet 
until quite recently it was a very 
scarce book and priced as high as 
$12.00, but some of the London and 
Paris editions have recently been 
bound up, as have also the ‘Alma- 
nacks,’ both selling at 75 cents each. 
They are of the issues about 1885. 
Isn’t that sufficient proof why one 
should collect them? And just think 
of how many of these miniature books 
must have been lost. 

“My observation has been for nearly 
fifty years that children have ap- 
preciated these small books more than 
anyone, and they show their delight 
very perceptibly the moment their 
eyes catch sight of the miniature book. 

“<Everybody’s Book of the Queen’s 
Doll House’ should convince anyone 
that miniature books are worth sav- 
ing, the reproductions are so excel- 
lent, and that is all we can get; at 
least I suppose that only one set of 
the books was made.

terested and presented it in one sec- 
tion of their news reel. 

An interesting incident happened 
in connection with this publicity. It 
seems that in one of the pictures Roy 
G. Fitzgerald, Ohio Congressman, was 
puffing away with all his might on 
the pipe. 

Several months later, Congressman 
Fitzerald received quite an irate let- 
ter from an elderly American lady in 
China upbraiding him for having any- 
thing to do with the pipe of a man 
who had caused the world so much 
misery and heartache. 

She further told him that it cer- 
tainly was awful when representa- 
tives of such a large country as the 
United States had no more to do than 
to have their pictures taken smoking 
a pipe. 

For quite a few years the pipe was 
on display in the Dayton Art Insitute, 
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but during the war years it was 
placed in the safety deposit box of its 
present owner, Bob Rothar, Jr. of 
Dayton, Ohio. 

Also illustrated is another of the 
Emperor’s pipes which depicts a pair 
of lions together with a small cub. 
The pipe is a very beautiful and life- 
like piece of work although it does 
not compete with the first one de- 
scribed. 

It is now owned by Leon Cutler of 
New York City, one of America’s best 
known pipe collectors. 

Hand carved meerschaum pipes of 
the quality here this month are prob- 
ably a thing of the past. Experienced 
collectors believe that in the present 
busy world even the finest artist will 
not spend the length of time required 
to create anything as beautiful as 
either of these pipes. 

Assuming the time were spent on 
such a work of art, the sculptor would 
have to get an almost prohibitive price 
for his labors. Similar works cannot 
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be expected to ever again appear on 
the open market. If these delicate 
pieces are ever made again, it will 
be on assignment by special order. 

The demand for beautiful pieces is 
not large although there are several 
collectors financially able to acquire 
pipes of this type. Collections are 
seldom handed down from father to 
son, however, for the pipe collecting 
bug is seldom hereditary. 

It is in this way that the fine pieces 
now in existence are occasionally 
placed on sale and, if priced anywhere 
within reason, soon change hands and 
become the property of a new collec- 
tor or interested museum.
